FILING FOR ALL 1992 PRIMARY ELECTIONS, EXCEPT THE PRESIDENTIAL PREFERENCE PRIMARY 
SO AS TO ALLOW TIME FOR THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY TO MODIFY. OR SEEK ENFORCEMENT OF 
REDISTRICTING PLANS ENACTED BY THE 1991 REGULAR SESSION AND TO MAKE CONFORMING 
CHANGES.” Delays opening of period for filing notices of candicacy for 1992 primary elections 
(except the presidential primary) and other elections to be held on the day of the primary from 
January 6, 1992 to February 10, 1992. Closes filing period on March 2, 1992. 
Amends GS 163-112 to shorten periods during which filing may be reopened because of 
death from 30 to 10 days. Amends GS 163-107.1 to provide that certain candidates for partisan 
primaries and other elections to be held on the day of the primary who seek to qualify by petition 
in lieu of paying the filing fee must present signatures for verification by the county board of 
elections 9 days (now, 15 days) before the signatures must be filed with the State Bd. of 
Elections.

Amends GS 
96-9(b)(3)j to provide that 20% tax on unemployement insurance contributions is not imposed 
when balance in ESC Reserve Fund is $163,349,000 or more (now, 1% of taxable wages or 
more) on August 1 of preceding calender year. Makes conforming and technical amemdments. 
Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1992.

SL 1991 Ch. 486 (S 934) intended to amend GS 15A-1352(d) permit a judge to 
assign a convicted misdemeanant who has been granted work release to a satellite jail/work re- 
lease unit. The act mistakenly purported to amend GS 15A-1533(d). This bill corrects the statutory 
citation.

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SENATE BILLS 


S 7. DARE COMMISSIONER DISTRICTS. "TO ALLOW THE DARE COUNTY BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS TO REDISTRICT ITS RESIDENCY DISTRICTS AND CHANGE THE MANNER OF 
ELECTION OF THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS IN TIME FOR THE 1992 PRIMARY AND 
ELECTIONS.” GS 153A-22 authorizes boards of county commissioners to redefine electoral dis- 
tricts by resolution to correct population inequities among the districts, but the statute does not 
apply to districts created for residency purposes only with primaries and elections conducted 
county-wide. Furthermore, the County Home Rule Act (GS Ch. 153A, art. 4, part 4) authorizes 
boards of county commissioners to change the composition and method of electing the board of 
county commissioners, subject to voter approval. This bill modifies GS 153A-22 and the Home 
Rule Act to permit the Dare County commissioners, before the opening of the 1992 filing period, 
and after notice and public hearing, to redistrict residency districts under GS 153A-22 and to 
change the composition and method of election of county commissioners without voter approval. 
Introduced Jan. 13 by Basnight. Passed 2nd and 3rd readings. 


AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 
HOUSE BILLS 


H 2. HOUSE REDISTRICTING-1. Intro. 12/30/91. House committee substitute adopted Jan. 13 
revises House districts. Explanatory material accompanying the committee substitute describes its 
effect as follows: 

"The plan creates 3 new minority districts: one in Guilford County (District 28) and two in 
the southeast (Districts 97 and 98). The plan also increases the minority percentage in District 8 
[parts of Edgecombe, Greene, Martin, and Pitt] by over three percent. Adjustments were made to 
each of the following districts to accommodate these changes: 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 16, 19, 
26, 27, 28, 29, 30, 38, 72, 77, 79, 89, 94 and 95. The following are new districts: 96 (Bladen and 
parts of Cumberland, Sampson, Pender, and New Hanover); 97 (parts of Wayne, Duplin, and 
Sampson); and 98 (parts of New Hanover, Brunswick, Pender, and Columbus. 

"District 97 includes Seymour Johnson Air Force Base in Goldsboro... . The district is 
51.61% black in total population. Excluding the 7,940 white residents and 1,905 black residents 
on the base, the district is 60.5% black in total population. Only 254 of the base residents are 
currently registered to vote... . District 98 is 59.26% black in total population. District 28 is 
58.23% black in total population.” 

House amendments adopted Jan. 14. Amendment #7 makes a minor adjustment affecting 
Districts 11, 77, and 97; amendment #9 makes technical corrections.

H 1315. COMMUNITY WATER SYSTEM FEES. "TO MAKE CHANGES TO THE COMMUNITY WATER 
SYSTEM PERMIT FEE.” Amends GS 130A-328(a) to make community water system operating per- 
mits valid from January 1 through December 1 of each year (now, for one year from date of 
issue).

H 1316. ROCKY MOUNT FIREWORKS. "TO MODIFY THE REGULATION OF THE USE AND

H 1317. CLEAN WATER BONDS. "TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF ONE HUNDRED MILLION 
DOLLARS IN GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS OF THE STATE, SUBJECT TO A VOTE OF THE 
QUALIFIED VOTERS OF THE STATE, TO PROVIDE FUNDS FOR THE PURPOSE OF MAKING LOANS 
TO LOCAL GOVERNMENT UNITS FOR WATER SUPPLY SYSTEMS, WASTEWATER COLLECTION, OR 
WASTEWATER TREATMENT WORKS.” Authorizes a referendum for November 3, 1992 on the 
issuance of $100 million of State general obligation bonds for clean water projects. Cumulative 
total of loans from bond proceeds may not exceed $25 million as of June 30, 1994, $50 million 
as of June 30, 1995, $75 million as of June 30, 1996, and $100 million as of June 30, 1997. 
Bond proceeds to be placed in State Clean Water Bond Fund and, with exception of pro- 
viding matching funds required to obtain federal wastewater assistance funds, are to be used for 
the same purposes for which funds in the Clean Water Revolving Loan and Grant Fund may be 
used: (1) to provide low interest loans to local governments for wastewater treatment works, 
wastewater collection systems, and water supply systems; and (2) to provide funds for certain 
emergency purposes. State Clean Water Bond Fund money is allocated between wastewater and 
water supply purposes as provided in GS 159G-4, except that funds may not be used to match 
federal funds deposited in the Water Pollution Control Revolving Fund. Requires funds from loan 
: repayment to be used for debt service on clean water bonds. 
Introduced by Fussell. Referred to Finance. 
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H 1318. WELL/PUMP CONTRACTORS LICENSED. "TO REQUIRE THAT WELL CONTRACTORS AND 
PUMP CONTRACTORS BE LICENSED AND TO ESTABLISH A WELL AND PUMP CONTRACTORS 
EXAMINERS BOARD." Adds new Article 9 to GS Ch. 87, "Well and Pump Contractors.” Defines 
covered pump and well contractors as persons who contract or engage in business of installing, 
replacing, or repairing pumps and wells. Requires licensure of contractors beginning Jan. 1, 1993 
and creates Board of Well Contractor Examiners, consisting of seven members appointed by the 
Governor for four-year terms after Initial staggered appointments of from one to four years. 
Provides for compensation and expenses of Board members and establishes Board's 
organization. 

Prospective licensees must: (1) submit application, (2) be a NC resident, (3) be at least 21 
years old, and (4) pass an examination given by the Board. Provides that NC residents who have 
continuously worked as well or pump contractors for the five year period prior to Jan. 1, 1993 
may be licensed without examination. Sets fee structure for license and renewal and provides for 
suspension or revocation of license upon a finding that contractor made a material misstatement 
in application, willfully disregarded the Act or its implementing regulations or any other applicable 
state law, or was convicted of a crime involving fraud or dishonesty. Makes violation of act a 
misdemeanor.

CHANGES TO THE ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE LAWS." Amends GS 18B-101(10) to expand the defini- 
tion of "mixed beverage” to include a premixed cocktail served from a closed package containing 
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only one serving. Amends GS 18B-404(d) to specify that purchase-transportation permit for mixed 
beverage permittee authorizes transportation of bottles no smaller than 355 (now, 375 mi.) unless 
permittee also hoids a guest room cabinet permit. Amends GS 18B-805 to require that one-half of 
the proceeds from the guest room cabinet surcharge be paid to Dep’t of Revenue each month 
and that 5% of such proceeds be paid to the Dep’t of Human Resources monthly. Also allows 
surcharge profits to be shared among local ABC boards as mixed beverage surcharges are 
shared. Amends GS 18B-1104(7) to allow a brewery to qualify for a brewery permit if it sells to 
consumers at the brewery, to wholesalers, and to importers, fewer than 310,000 gallons of malt 
beverages produced by each year per year (now, breweries that produce fewer than 62,000 gal- 
lons). Makes various other technical and conforming changes.

H 1323. STAMP TAX COLLECTION COSTS CHANGE. "TO REPLACE THE AUTHORITY OF 
COUNTIES TO RETAIN THEIR COSTS IN COLLECTING THE STATE’S SHARE OF THE DEED STAMP 
TAX WITH THE AUTHORITY TO RETAIN A FIXED PERCENTAGE OF THE REVENUE FROM THAT 
TAX.” Amends GS 105-228.30(b) to provide that county shall credit one-half of the proceeds of 
the deed stamp tax to the county’s general fund and remit the remaining one-half of the pro- 
ceeds, less the county’s allowance for administrative expenses, to the Dep't of Revenue. Deletes 
provision allowing county to determine its cost of collection and deduct that cost from gross pro- 
ceeds, and replaces it with provision allowing counties to retain 7/10 of one percent of tax pro- 
ceeds allocated for remittance to Revenue Dep't as county’s cost in remitting State’s share of the 
tax. Effective July 1, 1992 and applicable to taxes collected on or after that date.

H 1324. INCOME TAX RETURN CHANGES. "TO CLARIFY THE STATUTES GOVERNING INCOME 
TAX RETURNS AND TAX FILING EXTENSIONS AND TO AUTHORIZE THE SECRETARY OF REVENUE 
TO ALLOW PAPERLESS TAX FILING EXTENSIONS AND ELECTRONIC FILING OF INCOME TAX 
RETURNS." Amends GS 105-152(a) to require filing by (1) residents required to file income tax 
return, (2) nonresidents who derived income from North Carolina sources, and (3) any individual 
whom Sec’y believes to be liable to file income tax return and is so notified. Amends GS 105- 
152(c) to specify information required with return. Amends GS 105-152(e) to require joint filing by 
husband and wife if their federal taxable income is determined on a joint federal return and both 
spouses are residents of the State or both have North Carolina taxable income, and repeals GS 
105-152.1, which contained identical provision. Amends GS 105-154 to require information returns 
by persons who directly or indirectly pay or control payment of income to taxpayers, by part- 
nerships doing business in North Carolina, and by North Carolina businesses owned by nonresi- 
dents. Amends GS 105-155 to provide for filing of returns, extensions, and affirmations as 
prescribed by the Sec’y of Revenue, instead of on blank forms, as is now required. 

Adds new GS 105-228.90 to define Code as the Internal Revenue Code enacted as of Jan. 
1, 1992, and to define person, Sec’y, tax, and taxpayer. Makes numerous technical and clarifying 
changes. 
introduced by Gambie. Referred to Finance. 


H 1325. UNRELATED BUSINESS INCOME CHANGES. "TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES TO 
THE CORPORATE INCOME TAX ON UNRELATED BUSINESS INCOME OF EXEMPT 
CORPORATIONS.” Amends GS 105-130.11 (concerning corporate income taxation of unrelated 
income of exempt corporations) to (1) clarify that all exempt corporations with unrelated business 
income taxable under federal law are also taxable under state law; and (2) eliminate redundant 
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language with regard to exceptions to definition of unrelated business Income that duplicates pro- 
visions In Internal Revenue Code already incorporated Into state law by reference. Retains exist- 
ing exemption from definition of unrelated business income for income stemming from certain 
types of research activities. Effective for tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1992.

FROM THE COLLEGE OF EDUCATION AND PSYCHOLOGY TO THE COLLEGE OF AGRICULTURE 
AND LIFE SCIENCES AT NORTH CAROLINA STATE UNIVERSITY." Appropriates $400,000 from 
General Fund to UNC Board of Governors for fiscal 1992-93, with $200,000 allocated to capital 
costs and $200,000 allocated for operational expenses for transfer indicated in title. Effective July 
1, 1992, unless Board of Governors decides not to transfer the Agricultural Education Program, in 
which case the funds shall not be expended.

H 1334. SEAFOOD AWARENESS CHANGE. "TO AMEND THE TITLE AND SCOPE OF THE

persons or property resulting from the nature, age, or condition of the crop, unless Injury directly 
results from the gross negligence or an Intentional act of the farmer.

H 1336. TIDEWATER RESEARCH CENTER FUNDS. "70 COMPLETE THE TIDEWATER RESEARCH

RESEARCH." Appropriates $1.5 million from General Fund to Dep’t of Agriculture for completion 
of greenhouses at cited center and $500,000 from General Fund to the UNC Board of Governors 
for additional personnel at center. Effective July 1, 1992.

H 1337. COTTON-HAULING VEHICLES EXEMPT. "TO AMEND THE MOTOR VEHICLE LAWS 
CONCERNING COTTON-HAULING VEHICLES." Adds GS 20-118(k) to allow vehicle equipped with 
self-loading bed, designed to transport compressed cotton seed from farm to cotton gin, and with 
tandem-axle weight not exceeding 44,000 pounds to operate on highways from September 1 
through March 1. Exempts vehicles from light-traffic road limitations, but not from bridge limita- 
tions, from point of origin on light-traffic road to nearest state-maintained road which is not 
posted to prohibit vehicles of that weight.

H 1339. WORKER TRAINING TRUST FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE MONEY FROM THE WORKER 
TRAINING TRUST FUND FOR THE 1992-93 FISCAL YEAR." Amends Sec. 141 of Ch. 689 of 1991 
Session Laws to make changes to 1992-93 appropriations from Worker Training Trust Fund as 
follows: (1) reduces appropriation to Employment Security Comm’n from $6,059,673 to 
$5,839,964 for operation of field offices; (2) increases from $500,000 to $1 million the appro- 
priation to Labor Dep’t for customized training of unemployed and working poor for specific jobs 
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needed by employers through Pre-Apprentice Program; (3) adds $489,036 to existing appro- 
priation to Dep’t Human Resources to provide computer equipment for counties participating in 
Job Opportunities and Basic Skills program; (4) adds $496,000 to appropriation to Dep't of 
Community Colleges for Focused Industrial Training program; (5) appropriates $300,000 to Dep't 
of Public Instruction and Community Colleges for entrepreneurial skills training to be operated by 
NC REAL Enterprises; (6) appropriates $225,000 to NC Occupational Information Coordinating 
Committee for development of system to track participants in worker training programs. Effective 
July 1, 1992.

OPERATION OF THE STATE." Contains no substantive provisions. Effective July 1, 1992.

H 1341. CAPITAL APPROPRIATIONS BLANK BILL. "TO MODIFY THE CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS 
APPROPRIATIONS FOR NORTH CAROLINA FOR THE 1992-93 FISCAL YEAR AND TO MAKE OTHER 
CHANGES IN THE BUDGET OPERATION OF THE STATE." Contains no substantive provisions. 
Effective July 1, 1992. 

introduced by Nesbitt. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1342. SUMMIT HOUSE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE PROGRAM AT SUMMIT 
HOUSE." Appropriates $250,000 from General Fund to the Dep’t of Crime Control and Public 
Safety for 1992-93 to support program at Summit House, a community-based residential alterna- 
tive to incarceration for mothers and pregnant women convicted of nonviolent crimes. Requires 
quarterly reports to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations on various aspects of 
program. Effective July 1, 1992.

H 1343. SPEAKER’S APPOINTMENTS BLANK BILL. "TO APPOINT PERSONS TO PUBLIC OFFICE 
UPON THE RECOMMENDATION OF THE SPEAKER OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES." 
Contains no substantive provisions. 

Introduced by Jack Hunt. Referred to Rules. 


H 1344. HYDE ROOM TAX EXPENDITURES. "TO MODIFY THE PROVISIONS GOVERNING 
EXPENDITURE OF THE HYDE COUNTY OCCUPANCY TAX." Amends SL 1991, Ch. 230, Sec. (1)e to 
require Hyde County to spend 90% of occupancy tax proceeds collected on the mainland for the 
direct benefit of the mainland. Requires 90% of proceeds collected on Ocracoke to be spent for 
direct benefit of the island. Requires board of county comm’rs to appoint two five person advisory 
boards, one for the mainland and one for the island, to advise on these expenditures. Effective 
July 1, 1992.

H 1345. LOCAL SOLID WASTE CONTRACTS. "TO AUTHORIZE BLADEN, CUMBERLAND, AND 
HOKE COUNTIES TO ENTER INTO LONG-TERM CONTRACTS FOR DISPOSAL OF SOLID WASTE." 
Amends GS 153A-299.6 to add cited counties to list of counties authorized to enter into long-term 
contracts for solid waste disposal. Ratifies contracts involving these counties to the extent they 
would have been lawful under the provisions of this bill if it had been effective law when the 
contract was entered into.

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H 1346. ELIZABETHTOWN ANNEXATION. "TO ANNEX A DESCRIBED AREA TO THE TOWN OF 
ELIZABETHTOWN, AND CONDITIONALLY FORBID ITS ANNEXATION PRIOR TO THE EFFECTIVE 
DATE OF THE LEGISLATIVE ANNEXATION.” Annexes area described in bill to town, effective June 
30, 1997. Prohibits annexation of area under state law or city charter provision unless either 
Cogentrix Eastern Carolina Corportalon or West Point-Pepperell, Inc. breaches certain provisions 
of their agreement with town. Ratifies agreement itself. Makes annexed area subject to taxation 
pursuant to GS 160A-58.10.

H 1347. AUTISM SUMMER CAMP FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE SUMMER CAMP 
PROGRAM FOR AUTISTIC CHILDREN AND ADULTS.” Appropriates $345,960 from General Fund to 
Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Facility Services for 1992-93 for summer camp for autistic 
children and adults. Effective July 1, 1992. 

introduced by Nye. Referred to Local Government 2. 


H 1348. AUTISM CAMP AND CENTER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR A PERMANENT 
CAMP AND CONFERENCE CENTER FOR AUTISTIC CHILDREN AND ADULTS." Appropriates 
$300,000 from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Facility Services, for 1992- 
93 as grant-in-aid to Autism Foundation of NC, Inc., for purpose indicated in title. Effective July 1, 
1992. 

Introduced by Nye. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1349. KINSTON AUTO TAX. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CITY OF KINSTON TO IMPOSE A TAX ON 
MOTOR VEHICLES OF UP TO FIFTEEN DOLLARS.” Amends GS 20-97(a) to increase limit on motor 
vehicle tax that Kinston may assess from $5 to $15.

S 967. SELMA CHARTER REVISIONS. "TO REVISE AND CONSOLIDATE THE CHARTER OF THE 
TOWN OF SELMA." Provides for council-manager form of government for Selma, with four council 
members elected for four-year terms and mayor elected for two-year term. Members are elected 
at-large under the nonpartisan plurality method of election. Provides for assessments for street 
improvements without necessity of petition. Provides for continuation of Selma Firemen’s 
Supplemental Retirement Fund.

S 968. ORIENTAL ELECTION CHANGE. "TO SET A REFERENDUM ON POSSIBLE CHANGES IN 
THE ELECTORAL SYSTEM FOR THE TOWN OF ORIENTAL.” Directs Pamlico County Board of 
Elections to hold a special election on Nov. 3, 1992, to allow voters of Oriental to choose one of 
three alternative forms of local governance: (1) a three-member board of comm’rs and a mayor 
with the mayor voting only in case of a tie; (2) a five-member board, with the candidate receiving 
the highest number of votes becoming mayor, with the mayor voting on any matter; and (3) a 
five-member board and a mayor, with the mayor voting only in case of a tie. Plan receiving plural- 
ity of votes takes effect with 1993 regular municipal election.

S 969. NO SALES TAX ON DONATED FOOD. "TO EXEMPT FROM SALES AND USE TAXES FOOD 
THAT IS ACQUIRED AT WHOLESALE AND THEN DONATED TO A NONPROFIT ORGANIZATION." 
Amends GS 105-164.13 as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Carpenter. Referred to Finance. 
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S 970. UNC BOARD OF GOV. ELECTION. "SENATE RESOLUTION TO ESTABLISH THE 
PROCEDURE FOR NOMINATING AND ELECTING ONE MEMBER TO FILL THE VACANCY ON THE 
BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA." Establishes procedures for 
Senate to elect one person to fill vacancy in at-large seat on UNC Boards of Governors for re- 
mainder of a term expiring June 30, 1993: (1) directs Higher Education Committee to choose 
nominees; (2) sets June 2 deadline for suggesting nominees to Committee; (3) restricts each 
senator to proposing only one candidate; (4) requires a person to have been formally proposed by 
senator in order for committee to consider that person for nomination; (5) requires majority vote 
of Committee for candidate to be nominated; (6) permits nominees to withdraw without approval 
of proposing Senator. Sets rules for election by Senate: (1) restricts ballot to Committee nomi- 
nees; (2) prohibits nominations from the floor; (3) requires majority vote of senators present and 
voting for election; (4) requires runoff between two highest vote-getters if no candidate has major- 
ity on first ballot. Sets election for June 10, 1992.

S 971. RAILROAD REGULATION TO DOT. "TO TRANSFER RAILROAD SUPERVISION AND 
RAILROAD SAFETY SUPERVISION FORM THE NORTH CAROLINA UTILITIES COMMISSION TO THE 
DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO SUPPORT THE 
TRANSFER." Transfers statutory authority, powers, duties, and functions, records, personnel, 
property, unexpended balances of appropriations, allocations or other funds, including the func- 
tions of budgeting and purchasing, of the NC Utilities Comm’n, Transportation Div’n, Rail Safety 
Section to the Dep’t of Transportation. Makes conforming changes to the General Statutes. 
Effective July 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Lee. Referred to Public Utilities. 


S 972. PUBLIC TRANSIT SALES TAX REFUND. "TO PERMIT PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION 
AUTHORITIES AND REGIONAL PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION AUTHORITIES TO RECEIVE ANNUAL 
SALES TAX REFUNDS." Amends GS 105-164.14(c) as title indicates. 

Introduced by Lee. Referred to Finance. 


S $973. STATE EMPLOYEE COMMUTING STUDY. "7O DIRECT THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ADMINISTRATION TO STUDY AND RECOMMEND METHODS FOR. ENCOURAGING STATE 
EMPLOYEES TO USE PUBLIC TRANSIT IN COMMUTING TO WORK." As title indicates; directs Dep’t 
to report to General Assembly by March 15, 1993. 

Introduced by Lee. Referred to State Personnel. 


S 974. NON-VOTED TAXES FOR PUBLIC TRANSPORT. "TO ALLOW CITIES AND COUNTIES TO 
USE PROPERTY TAXES TO SUPPORT PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION WITHOUT CALLING A 
REFERENDUM.” Adds public transportation systems, facilities, and equipment to list of purposes 
for which counties (GS 153A-149(c)) and cities (GS 160A-209(d)) may levy property taxes without 
voter approval subject to the overall $1.50 rate limitation. 

Introduced by Lee. Referred to Finance. 


S 975. LOCAL SCHOOL FLEXIBILITY. "TO PROVIDE MANAGEMENT FLEXIBILITY TO LOCAL 
BOARDS OF EDUCATION AND TO INDIVIDUAL SCHOOLS REGARDING THE OPERATION OF THE 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS AND EXPENDITURES FOR THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS.” 

Budget category consolidation. Consolidates 35 existing funding categories in Public School 
Fund into 15 categories, transfers four categories from Public School Fund to Reserves and 
Transfers, and directs OSBM to reorganize existing and newly consolidated categories in more 
rational and orderly manner. 


Local school improvement plans. Amends GS 115C-238.3 and -288.8 to change the method 
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by which a local school board adopts a school improvement plan for the entire administrative unit: 
(1) Requires a board that participates in Performance-based Accountability Program (commonly 
known as Senate Bill 2) to submit a unit-wide school improvement plan composed of plans 
adopted separately at individual schools in the unit (called building-level plans). (2) Requires that 
the board use an advisory panel to assist in developing unit-wide plan. The panel must include 
parents, at least half of the staff-member contingent on the panel must be teachers, and teachers 
within the unit will select the teacher members of the panel. (3) Provides that parents must be 
involved in developing building-level plans. (4) Provides that only building-level plans may include 
requests for waivers of state laws, regulations, or policies, that the waivers may apply only to that 
school, and that the State Board may grant waivers only when requested in building-level plans 
and only for that school. (5) Requires principal to submit building-level plan to all staff assigned 
to that school for secret ballot vote. (6) Provides that principal may submit building-level plan to 
board for inclusion in unit-wide plan only if plan receives majority vote. (7) Provides that board of 
education must be specific in its objections if it rejects school pian, must allow school to submit 
revised plan, and may make no substantive changes in plan it accepts. (8) Provides that if board 
and local school cannot agree on building-level plan by March 15, board may develop a plan with 
assistance of its advisory panel. Urges local board to use building-level plan to maximum extent 
possible when developing such a plan. 

Differentiated pay. Amends GS 115C-238.3 and -238.4 to change the method by which a 
local school board adopts a differentiated pay plan for the entire administrative units: (1) Requires 
the principal, staff, and parents to develop a building-level differentiated pay plan for that school 
when they develop the school Improvement plan. (2) Requires principal to submit building-level 
plan to all staff eligible to receive differentiated pay for secret ballot vote. (3) Provides that prin- 
cipal may submit plan to board for inclusion in unit-wide plan only if plan receives majority vote. 
(4) Provides that board of education must be specific in its objections if it rejects school plan, 
must allow school to submit revised plan, and may make no substantive changes in plan it ac- 
cepts. (5) Provides that if board and school cannot agree on building-level plan by March 15, 
board may develop a plan with assistance of its advisory panel. Urges local boards to use 
building-level plan to maximum extent possible when developing such a plan. 

Also amends GS 115-238.3 to require local board, with assistance of advisory panel, to 
develop a plan for differentiated pay for all central office personnel eligible to receive differenti- 
ated pay. ; 

Requires same procedures to be followed after pay plan Is In effect for three years to con- 
tinue, discontinue, or modify plan. 

Amends GS 115-238.4 to authorize use of differentiated pay funds for staff development 
and planning activities and to pay substitute teachers while teachers participate in these activities. 
Deletes specific percentage limits on funds available for differentiated pay and substitute limita- 
tion based on amount appropriated for this purpose. States that General Assembly intends that 
amount available for differentiated pay will not be less than percentage of teachers salary and 
related benefits for prior fiscal year, and that it intends to increase this amount by 7%. 

Budget category consolidation provisions effective July 1, 1992; remainder of bill effective 
for plans developed for school years beginning with 1993-94 school year.

S 976. LICENSE PLATE FEES GRANDFATHERED. "TO PROVIDE THAT OWNERS OF CERTAIN 
HISTORIC MOTOR VEHICLES AND HANDICAPPED INDIVIDUALS WHO HAD OBTAINED PERMANENT 
SPECIAL LICENSE PLATES BEFORE OCTOBER 1, 1991, ARE NOT REQUIRED TO PAY ANNUAL 
MOTOR VEHICLE REGISTRATION FEES." Adds GS 20-79.4A to exempt an owner of an historic 
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motor vehicle, as title indicates, and adds GS 20-37.6B to exempt a handicapped person with a 
permanent distinguishing license plate in similar fashion. Effective retroactively to Oct. 1, 1991, 
and requires refund of fees no longer required.

S 977. PRO TEM APPOINTMENTS BLANK BILL. "UPON THE RECOMMENDATION OF THE 
PRESIDENT PRO TEMPORE OF THE SENATE AND TO CORRECT AN APPOINTMENT." Contains no 
substantive provisions. 

introduced by Winner. Referred to Rules. 


S 978. WORKERS COMP CHANGES. "TO REPEAL THE STATUTE OF REPOSE FOR THE 
COLLECTION OF DEATH BENEFITS UNDER THE WORKERS COMPENSATION ACT AND TO ALLOW 
AN ACTION AGAINST AN EMPLOYER FOR REMOVAL OF MACHINERY GUARDS THAT RESULTS IN 
INJURY TO THE EMPLOYEE." Amends GS 97-38 to delete requirement that, for death to be com- 
pensable under workers comp, it must occur within six years of onset of occupational injury or 
disease, or within two years of final determination of disability, whichever is later. Amends GS 
95-138 to create cause of action for damages against employer who removes guards from ma- 
chinery covered by Occupational Safety and Health Act of NC when removal results in injury of 
employee. Specifies that action for damages Is in addition to workers comp remedy (except 
amount of workers comp paid may be deducted from verdict against employer). Applicable to 
causes of action arising after ratification.

S 979. OSHA INSPECTOR FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF LABOR 
FOR THE EMPLOYMENT OF SAFETY AND HEALTH INSPECTORS AND RELATED SUPPORT STAFF.” 
Appropriaies $4,225,164 for 1992-93 from General Fund to Dep’t of Labor for employment of 80 

health and safety inspectors and “related support.” Effective July 1, 1992. 

introduced by Plyler. Referred to Appropriations. 


S 980. OSHA FINES ON PUBLIC AGENCIES. "TO PERMIT THE COMMISSIONER OF LABOR TO 
IMPOSE PENALTIES AGAINST PUBLIC AGENCIES FOR OSHA VIOLATIONS.” Amends GS 95-148 to 
delete provision exempting state agencies and political subdivisions from fines for OSHA 
violations. 

Introduced bh Plyler. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 981. OSHA RESOLUTION. "URGING THE CONGRESS OF THE UNITED STATES TO REQUIRE 
FEDERAL AGENCIES RESPONSIBLE FOR INSPECTING WORK PLACES TO SHARE INFORMATION 
WITH STATE AGENCIES RESPONSIBLE FOR THE ENFORCEMENT OF STATE AND FEDERAL 
OCCUPATIONAL SAFETY AND HEALTH LAWS." As title indiactes. Also urges Congress to mandate 
that all federal agencies charged with enforcement of safety and health laws are able and author- 
ized to identify hazardous conditions in the work places they inspect.

S 982. WORKPLACE FATALITY & INJURY REPORTS. "TO REQUIRE EMPLOYERS TO REPORT AT 
LEAST ANNUALLY ON FATALITIES AND SERIOUS INJURIES IN THE WORKPLACE, TO REQUIRE THE 
REPORTING OF CERTAIN SAFETY DATA TO THE COMMISSIONER OF LABOR BY VARIOUS 
AGENCIES, AND TO ENSURE, WHERE APPROPRIATE, THE CONFIDENTIALITY OF DATA RELEASED 
TO THE COMMISSIONER.” Amends GS 95-143 to require employers to make annual, rather than 
periodic, reports on work-related deaths, injuries and illnesses. Amends GS 97-81 to require 
Industrial Comm'n to permit federal agency charged with enforcing safety laws to have access to 
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Comm’'n’s records and to provide information to Dep’t of Labor. Amends GS 58-36-15.1 to re- 
quire NC Rate Bureau to provide Dep’t of Labor with Information from records Indicating em- 
ployer’s experience modification rating, and amends GS 58-2-225 to require Comm’r of Insurance 
to share certain information with Dep’t of Labor. Amends GS 130A-385 to require chief medical 
examiner to share information with Comm’r of Labor when death occurred in course of 
employment.

S 983. STATE EMPLOYEES SAFETY PROGRAM. "TO ESTABLISH A WORKPLACE 
REQUIREMENTS PROGRAM FOR THE SAFETY AND HEALTH OF ALL STATE EMPLOYEES." Adds 
new Article 63 to Chapter 143, entitled "State Employees Workplace Requirements Program for 
Safety and Health.” Requires each State agency to establish a written health and safety program, 
which must describe (1) methods used to identify, analyze, and control new or existing hazards, 
conditions, and operations; (2) how managers and supervisors are responsible for implementing 
the program; (3) how plan will be communicated to employees; (4) how managers, supervisors 
and employees will be trained; (5) how workplace accidents will be reported, investigated, and 
corrected; (6) how safe work practices will be communicated and enforced; (7) safety training; (8) 
procedures for reporting complaints; and (9) how employees will receive medical attention follow- 
ing injury or illness. Requires State Personnel Comm’n to maintain a model program and requires 
Office of State Personnel to provide consultative and technical services to agencies. Requires 
state agencies to create safety and health committees. Makes conforming change to GS 126- 
4(10).

S 984. SAFETY REORGANIZATION TASK FORCE. "TO ESTABLISH AN INTER-AGENCY TASK 
FORCE TO STUDY THE REORGANIZATION OF STATE AGENCIES INVOLVED WITH OCCUPATIONAL 
SAFETY AND HEALTH AND FIRE SAFETY RESPONSIBILITIES AND TO REPORT TO THE LRC 
COMMITTEE ON FIRE AND OCCUPATIONAL SAFETY AT INDUSTRIAL AND COMMERCIAL 
FACILITIES BY OCTOBER 1, 1992." Creates task force as title indicates, with members to include 
the Comm’r of Labor (chair), Comm’r of Insurance or designee, Sec’y of Dep’t of Environment, 
Health and Natural Resources or designee, Chair of Industrial Comm’n or designee, Chair of 
Public Utilities Comm’n or designee, Sec’y of Dep’t of Transportation or designee, Chair of State 
Personnel Comm’n or designee, community college representative appointed by President of NC 
System of Community Colleges, and two local official, one selected by the NC League of 
Municipalities and one by NC Ass’n of County Comm'rs. Requires task force to report to 
Legislative Research Comm’n committee by October 1, 1992.

S 985. WORKPLACE SAFETY COMMITTEES. "TO REQUIRE CERTAIN EMPLOYERS TO ESTABLISH 
SAFETY AND HEALTH PROGRAMS AND SAFETY AND HEALTH COMMITTEES IN THE 
WORKPLACE.” Adds new GS Ch. 95, Art. 22 (Employee Safety and Health) to provide as title 
indicates. . 

Part | requires employers whose worker’s compensation experience rate modifier equals or 
exceeds 1.5 to establish a workplace safety program. Programs must include methods for iden- 
tifying and correcting hazards, for responding to emergencies, for investigating workplace acci- 
dents, and for training employees. Directs Comm’r of Labor to adopt final rules governing 
programs within one year of bill’s ratification. Mandates that employees must be paid for time 
spent on safety training and education. 

Part Il requires an employer with 11 or more employees and an experience rate modifier of 
at least 1.5 to establish a safety and health committee that includes both employer and employee 
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representatives. Requires such a committee at each plant if employer manages more than one 
plant, but allows Comm'r to modify this requirement If a plant employs fewer than 11 employees. 
Provides that employee representatives are selected either directly by the employees or by em- 
ployee unions. Relates number of employee representatives on committee (between 1 and 6) to 
the number of nonmanagerial employees on payroll. Provides that employer representatives are 
selected by employer. Limits number of employer representatives to number of employee repre- 
sentatives. Authorizes committees to review safety programs, review work-related accidents and 
accident records, conduct interviews, make recommendations concerning safety, and conduct 
inspections of the worksite at least once every 3 months (or more frequently in response to em- 
ployee complaints) Directs that safety committee members be paid for time spent on safety com- 
mittee business. 

Directs the Comm’r to enforce provisions of bill. Requires Comm’r to notify employers that 
are subject to the safety program and safety committee requirements. Establishes civil penalties 
varying with number of employees for employers who fail to comply with these laws. 
introduced by Plyler. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 986. SPECIAL OSHA INSPECTIONS. "TO CREATE A SPECIAL EMPHASIS PROGRAM TO 
TARGET OSHA INSPECTIONS." Adds new GS 95-136.1 creating special emphasis inspection pro- 
gram in Labor Dep’t. Program to target employers who (1) have in any one-year period a high 
rate of violations of regulations, or of deaths or injuries, engaged in high risk industry, or have 
high experience modification rating for workers comp insurance. Requires targeted employers to 
be inspected at least once in each two-year period after targeting. Requires Labor Dep’t to 
inform employers at least 30 days before beginning program. Requires report to Comm’n on 
Governmental! Operations and Fiscal Research Division after two years and annually thereafter. 
Program to be operational no later than July 1, 1993. 

Introduce’ by Plyler. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 987. BUILDING CODE CHANGES. "TO CLARIFY THE ENFORCEMENT OF THE BUILDING CODE 
BY A MUNICIPALITY IN ITS EXTRATERRITORIAL JURISDICTION AND TO PROVIDE FOR 
APPOINTMENTS TO THE BUILDING CODE COUNCIL." Amends GS 143-138(e) to clarify that a mu- 
nicipaiity’s building code enforcement authority extends to its extraterritorial planning jurisdiction 
area. Increases the number of members on the Building Code Council from 13 to 15, with one of 
the new members being a municipal elected official or city manager, and the second a county 
comm ’r or county manager. Provides that, in making new appointments or filling vacancies, 
Governor shall ensure that minorities and women are represented on the Council. 

introduced by Plyler. Referred to Manufacturing & Labor. 


S 988. CREATE SAFETY AND HEALTH FUND. "TO ESTABLISH A SAFETY AND HEALTH FUND TO 
FUND THE OPERATIONS OF CERTAIN STATE SAFETY-RELATED PROGRAMS." Amends GS 97-100 
to create Safety and Health Fund in office of State Treasurer to receive revenue generated by 
existing premium tax on worker’s compensation insurance (including self-insureds and insurance 
pools). Directs that Fund be used to provide funding for (1) Industrial Comm’n, (2) Dep’t of Labor 
for operating OSHA at federal bench-mark levels and Mine Safety & Health Program, and (3) 
Dep’t of EHNA for Occupational Health program. Directs that 1992-93 appropriations to cited 
agencies for listed purposes shall be reimbursed to General Fund from Safety and Health Fund. 
Effective July 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Plyler. Referred to Appropriations. 
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S 989. BAN RETALIATORY DISCRIMINATION. "TO PROTECT EMPLOYEES FROM RETALIATORY 
DISCRIMINATION IN EMPLOYMENT FOR ENGAGING IN PROTECTED ACTIVITIES." Adds new Art. 21 
to GS Ch. 95, entitled “Retaliatory Employment Discrimination.” Provides that no person shall 
discriminate or take any retaliatory action against an employee because the employee files or 
intends to file a claim or complaint under the Workers’ Compensation Act, the Wage and Hour 
Act, Occupational Safety and Health Act, or the Mine Safety and Health Act. Retaliatory action is 
defined to mean discharge, suspension, demotion, or other adverse employment action taken 
against an employee. Provides for administrative remedy before Comm’r of Labor. Comm’r may 
order employer to (1) correct violation of act; (2) reinstate employee with backpay; (3) pay com- 
pensatory damage; and (4) pay costs and attorney's fees. Also provides private right of action in 
which employee may seek (1) an injunction against violation of act; (2) reinstatement; (3) 
reinstatement of fringe benefits and seniority rights; (4) compensatory damages and backpay; (5) 
punitive damages; and (6) costs and attorney’s fees. Provides that nothing under the article di- 
minishes rights or remedies of any employee under any collective bargaining agreement, employ- 
ment contract, or common law. Makes conforming changes to GS 74-24.15, 95-130, 95-25.20, 
and 126-86, and repeals GS 97-6.1. Effective Oct. 1, 1992, and applies to acts occurring on or 
after that date. 

introduced by Plyler. Referred to Judiciary 2. 


S 990. ALLOW GRANDFATHER CLAUSE BILL. "AUTHORIZING THE 1991 GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 
1992 SESSION, TO CONSIDER A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT TO EXTEND THE GRANDFATHER 
CLAUSE APPLICATION DEADLINE TO OCTOBER 31, 1992." As title indicates. 

Introduced by Plyler. Referred to Rules. 


S$ 992. BANK HOLDING COMPANY AMENDMENT. "TO PERMIT A TRUST COMPANY TO BE 
ACQUIRED BY A BANK HOLDING COMPANY." Amends GS 53-229 to delete provision allowing a 
bank holding company to acquire or control a bank only if the acquisition or control first occurred 
before Nov. 1, 1987. Makes various editorial changes. 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to Banks. 


S 993. AMEND REFUND ANTICIPATION LOAN ACT. "TO MAKE AMENDMENTS TO THE REFUND 
ANTICIPATION LOAN ACT.” Amends GS 53-247(p) to exempt a person registered as a facilitator 
under Refund Anticipation Loan Act from provisions In GS Ch. 66 regulating loan brokers. 
Amends GS 53-248 to require applicant for registration as facilitator to pay a fee of $100 for each 
office used for facilitation in addition to the base fee of $250, clarifies that application fees are 
nonrefundable, and requires facilitators to apply for registration renewal by Nov. 30 of each year. 
Requires Comm’r of Banks to notify unsuccessful applicant of reasons for denial of registration by 
certified mail. Allows unsuccessful applicants to demand an informal hearing before the Comm’r 
and provides for the State Banking Comm’n to review any order or decision made by the Comm’r 
in accordance with GS Ch. 150B, Art. 3A (alternative procedure under Administrative Procedures 
Act). Effective July 1, 1992.

S 994. TRUSTEE INVESTMENT IN MUTUAL FUNDS. "TO PERMIT INVESTMENT OF TRUST 
ASSETS IN MUTUAL FUNDS ADVISED BY A CORPORATE TRUSTEE.” Adds new GS 36A-66.2 to 
permit corporate trustee to invest in securities of, or any other interest in, any open end or closed 
end management type investment company or investment trust registered under the federal 
Investment Company Act of 1940. 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to Banks. 
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S 995. MERGERS BETWEEN BANKS AND THRIFTS. "TO ALLOW BANKS AND SAVINGS 
ASSOCIATIONS TO MERGE OR CONSOLIDATE AND TO TRANSFER ASSETS AND LIABILITIES TO 
ONE ANOTHER." Adds new GS 53-12.1 to provide that a bank and a savings association may 
merge or consolidate and may transfer assets and liabilities to each other. Requires each institu- 
tion, before merger, transfer, or consolidation, to file certified copies of all proceedings with 
Comm’r of Banks. Requires consent of Comm'r for mergers, consolidations, or transfers. Makes 
conforming changes to GS 53-1, 53-13, and 53-17 when surviving institution is a state-chartered 
bank. 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to Banks. 


S 996. CREDIT UNION PERFORMANCE BONDS. "TO ELIMINATE THE FAITHFUL PERFORMANCE 
COVERAGE REQUIREMENTS FOR CREDIT UNIONS." Amends GS 54-109.11 and 54-109.44 as title 
indicates. 

Introduced by Staton. Referred to Banks. 


S 997. SAVINGS INSTITUTIONS AMENDMENTS. "TO MAKE OMNIBUS AND TECHNICAL CHANGES 
TO THE SAVINGS INSTITUTIONS LAWS." Amends GS 54B-4 to define “control” for purposes of 
savings and loan regulation as power to direct management or policies of an association or to 
vote 25% or more of any class of Its voting securities. Amends GS 54B-25 and GS 54C-26 to 
extend notice period on request to close branch office from 30 to 90 days. Amends GS 54B-33(c) 
and GS 54C-33(c) to allow up to 10% of stock in conversion to be sold to employee stock option 
plan. Amends GS 54C-30(c) to make voting procedure in savings bank conversion conform to 
procedure in federal to state or state to federal conversion. Adds new GS 54C-179 to provide 
procedure for savings bank to force retirement of any or ail of its deposit accounts. Makes other 
technical and clarifying changes.

S 998. SANFORD-LEE AIRPORT AUTHORITY. "TO CREATE THE SANFORD-LEE COUNTY 
REGIONAL AIRPORT AUTHORITY." Creates cited Airport Authority composed of six members, three ~ 
appointed by Lee County Board of Commissioners and three appointed by Sanford Board of 
Aldermen, to serve at pleasure of appointing board. Generally confers on authority powers appro- 
priate to operation of regional airport, including the power of eminent domain. 

introduced by Staton. Referred to Local Government. 


S 999. MEDICARE SUPPLEMENT INSURANCE. "TO AMEND THE MEDICARE SUPPLEMENT 
INSURANCE STATUTES AS REQUIRED BY FEDERAL LAW." Amends GS 58-54-1(5) and 58-54-25 to 
grant Comm’r of Insurance’s authority to regulate sales of Medicare supplement insurance to all 
policies sold to those eligible (now, those eligible by reason of age). Repeals GS 58-54-10(e), 
which requires Medicare supplement insurance policies to cover mammograms and pap smears 
as required by GS 58-51-57. 

Introduced by Cochrane. Referred to Insurance. 


S 1000. STATE CONSTRUCTION CONTRACTS AMENDS. "TO REQUIRE STATE CONSTRUCTION 
SITE SAFETY STUDY AND THE DESIGNATION OF SAFETY OFFICERS ON STATE CONSTRUCTION 
SITES AND TO REQUIRE MINORITY AND WOMEN REPRESENTATION ON THE STATE BUILDING 
COMMISSION." Amends GS 143-135.26 to require State Building Comm'n to review provisions for 
ensuring safety of workers involved with state capital improvements and to make recommenda- 
tions for changes in contracts, regulations, and laws needed to promote health and safety. Adds 
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GS 143-135.7 to require contracts for capital improvements to require contractor to have safety 
officer to inspect site and report hazards to contractor. Amends GS 143-135.25(c) to direct 
Governor in future appointments to ensure minority and female representation on Comm'n. 
Amendment to GS 143-135.7 applies to contracts entered on or after ratification.

S 1001. NCSU WASTE FACILITY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE CONSTRUCTION 
OF A HAZARDOUS WASTE FACILITY AT NORTH CAROLINA STATE UNIVERSITY." Appropriates 
$2,784,000 for 1992-93 from General Fund to UNC Board of Governors for Indicated purpose. 
Facility intended for storage and disposal of hazardous wastes and includes space for offices, 
laboratories, warehouse, and low temperature storage. Effective July 1, 1992. 

introduced by Plyler. Referred to Appropriations.

H 1350. MOTOR VEHICLE PROPERTY TAX CHANGES. "TO MAKE TECHNICAL AND 
ADMINISTRATIVE CHANGES RELATING TO PROPERTY TAXES ON MOTOR VEHICLES." Amends GS 
105- 330.1 through -330.7, which creates new procedure for collecting property taxes on motor 
vehicles, effective Jan. 1, 1993. Requires Dep’t of Revenue to assess public service company 
passenger cars like other rolling stock of public service companies; provides that new procedure 
does not apply to mobile offices and mobile classrooms, nor to vehicles that are not required to 
be registered. Authorizes the date first offered for sale as the appraisal date of new vehicles 
whose value can not be determined as of Jan. 1 preceding the date of registration. Requires 
taxpayer who wishes to appeal value, situs or taxability of motor vehicle to file appeal with 
assessor within 30 days after date on tax notice, and specifies information that must be included 
in tax notice. Clarifies that owner of vehicle must have transferred vehicle to new owner to be 
eligible for prorated release or refund of taxes, and requires application for refund to be made 
withi1 60 days after surrendering the plates. Authorizes board of county comm’rs to appoint spe- 
cial committee to hear appeals of motor vehicle assessments. Provides that for classified vehicles 
registered under annual system, act first applies to new vehicles registered during Dec. 1992 and 
vehicles renewed on or after Dec. 1, 1992. Effective Jan. 1, 1993.

H 1351. APPLE MARKETING FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF 
AGR CULTURE FOR APPLE MARKETING." Appropriates $72,333 from the General Fund to the 
Dep't of Agriculture for 1992-93 for a horticultural marketing specialist position. Effective July 1, 
1992.

Adds GS 105-113.4A to provide that appli- 
cant for license as cigarette distributor must apply for license to Sec’y of Revenue and pay tax 
due ‘or license; provides that license is not transferable and must be displayed at place of busi- 
ness: allows refund only when tax paid in error; provides for duplicate and amended licenses. 
Ame ids GS 105-113.13 to provide that Sec’y may deny license upon reasonable cause to believe 
applicant has willfully withheld requested Information, has submitted false or misleading informa- 
tlon, or has made application in bad faith.

Rewrites GS 105-241 to allow Sec’y of Revenue to prescribe method by 
whic 1 taxes to state are paid. Adds electronic transfer as acceptable method. Prohibits Sec’y 
from requiring electronic transfer unless taxpayer paid $10,000 or more of the tax in question in 
previous year. At end of each year, prohibits Sec’y from continuing to require electronic transfer 
unless taxpayer’s level of taxes for most recent 12 month period was at or above $10,000 level. 
Adds new GS 105-236(1a) and (1b) imposing mandatory 10% penalty when taxes due by 
elecironic transfer cannot be paid due to insufficient funds or nonexistence of account, and a 
mandatory 5% penalty for making payment in form other than specified by Sec’y. Both penalties 
subject to minimum of $1 and maximum of $1,000. Amends GS 105-259 to allow Sec’y to con- 
tract with financial institution to receive electronic transfers. Appropriates $795,755 from General 
Func to Dep’t of Revenue for 1992-93 to implement electronic transfer program. Effective July 1, 
1992.

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S 1011. FUEL TAX CHANGES. "MAKING TECHNICAL AND OTHER CHANGES TO THE FUEL TAX

rece pt only if buyer requests one, but requires record of each sale to be kept. Requires marinas 
to keep records of diesel fuel sales and give receipt only if buyer requests receipt.

Amends GS 105-164.13(16) to state that a 
used article taken In trade as credit on the sale of a new article is exempt from sales and use 
taxation, provided that the tax is paid on the sales price of the new article (now, proviso is 
absent). Also, conditions exemption of articles repossessed by a vendor upon payment of sales 
tax cn the original sale of the article. Makes these changes effective July 1, 1992. Amends GS 
105-164.38 to provide that if a person who buys a business or stock of goods fails to withhold an 
amount sufficient to cover the taxes on the sale, and if taxes remain unpaid after the 30-day 
grac3 period allowed for the seller to pay, the buyer Is personally liable for the unpaid taxes in an 
amount equal to the greater of the following: (i) the consideration paid by the buyer for the busi- 
ness or stock of goods, or (ii) the fair market value of the business or the stock of goods (now, 
buyer liable only to the extent of the former).

HIGHWAY USE TAX." Rewrites definition of special mobile equipment in GS 20-4.01(44) to include: 
(1) a vehicle that has a permanently attached crane, mill, well-boring apparatus, ditch-digging 
appératus, air compressor, electric welder, feed mixer, grinder, or other similar apparatus, is 
driven on the highway only to get to and from a nonhighway job, and is not designed or used 
primarily for the transportation of people or property; (2) any vehicle that has permanently at- 
tached special equipment and is used only for parades; (3) any vehicle that is privately owned, 
has .ermanently attached fire-fighting equipment, and is used only for fire-fighting purposes; and 
(4) ary vehicle that has permanently attached playground equipment and is used only as a 
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playyjround. Amends GS 20-87(10) to establish a vehicle registration fee for special mobile equip- 
men’ equal to the fee for a private passenger motor vehicle of not more than 15 passengers 
(now, variable fee depending on nature of equipment). Adds new GS 20-140.5 to allow special 
mob le equipment to tow any single unloaded passenger vehicle that can carry no more than 9 


‘passengers or any single unloaded property-hauling vehicle that has a registered weight of 5,000 


pour ds or less. Amends GS 105-164.3(8b) to exclude from the definition of motor vehicle for 
sales: and use tax purposes a mobile office or a mobile classroom. Amends GS 105-164.4(a) to 
levy a sales tax of 3% on each mobile classroom or mobile office sold at retail, including all 
accessories when delivered.

Purchaser 
who does not resell is liable for any sales tax subsequently found to be due. Seller can be jointly 
liable with purchaser if Sec’y of Revenue proves sale was a retail sale. Amends GS 105-236 to 
provide for penalty of $250 for misuse of certificate of resale.

Subject to available funds, performance bonuses may be awarded in a total amount not to 
exceed 2% of the total payroll. Any remaining available salary increase funds are to be allocated 
to the cost-of-living adjustment component. Provides that these changes do not affect longevity 
paynients established by the Comm'n. Effective July 1, 1992.

Tempore, two recom- 
mended by Election Boards Ass'n; effective July 1, 1992. Appropriates $250,000 from General 
Fund to NC Comm'n to Improve Voter Participation for 1992-93 to fund Comm'n, effective July 1,

Child abuse amendments and funds. 

Appropriates $1,352,000 from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Social 
Services for 1992-93 for Child Medical Evaluation Program, to be used as follows: (1) $122,000 
for operation and equipment costs for medical and mental health evaluations of children 
suspected of being abused; (2) $30,000 to increase reimbursements for medical examinations to 
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$75 per exam; (3) $80,000 to increase reimbursement for child sexual abuse exams to $180 per 
exam; (4) $180,000 to pay providers for backlog of unpaid claims; (5) $280,000 for anticipated 
growth in number of examinations; (6) $360,000 for nine centers of excellence for second opin- 
ions; and (7) $300,000 to restore and fund Child Mental Health Evaluation Program. 

Directs Dep’t of Crime Control and Dep’t of Human Resources to develop plan for compre- 
hensive “no fault” mechanism to pay for evaluation and treatment of children who are suspected 
victims of abuse or neglect. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1992, directs Dep’t of Human Resources to establish maximum case loads 
for county social services workers in child protective services and ratios of caseworkers to su- 
pervisors; specifies maximum caseloads and ratios. Appropriates $20,776,000 from General Fund 
to Div'n of Social Services for 1992-93 to implement this mandate. 

Appropriates $10,831,205 from General Fund to Div’n of Social Services for 1992-93 to 
make available in counties the support services set out in NC Social Services Plan, so as to 
facilitate treatment of families receiving child protective services. 

Effective for 1992-93 school year, directs Dep’t of Public Instruction, in cooperation with 
local health dep’ts, to ensure that entering kindergarten students are given comprehensive health 
screenings with results reported to Dep't; health screening must be made condition for attending 
school.

Directs Div’n of Social Services to conduct systematic program review of county child pro- 
tective services programs every two years and to take immediate corrective action, and to study 
how best to oversee county programs. Appropriates $80,659 from General Fund to Div’n for 1992- 
93 for cost of systematic program review. 

Effective for 1992-93 school year, directs Dep’t of Public Instruction to ensure that all 
school systems have sufficient school counselors, psychologists, social workers, and nurses to 
meet specified staff/student ratios.

Teams with rules of Social Services Comm'n.

Appropriates $62,000 from General Fund to Div'n for 1992-93 for this 
purpose.

H 1455. REAL ESTATE APPRAISERS PRIV. LIC. "TO REQUIRE REAL ESTATE APPRAISERS TO 
OBTAIN PRIVILEGE LICENSES." Rewrites GS 105-41(a) as title indicates. Makes conforming 
change to GS 93A-9. Effective July 1, 1992. 
Introduced by Brubaker. Referred to Finance. 


H 1456. GREENVILLE UTILITIES COMMISSION (=S 1069). "TO AMEND AND RESTATE THE 
CHARTER OF THE GREENVILLE UTILITIES COMMISSION OF THE CITY OF GREENVILLE." As title 
indicates. Provides for 8-member comm’n, with 6 members from inside and 2 from outside city; 
directs that two outside members to be nominated by Pitt county comm’rs. Names most of initial 
comm'n members. Requires city approval of utilities comm’n budget and city approval of comm’n 
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construction contracts in excess of 1/2 of 1 percent of commission’s budget. Requires utilities 
comm’n to annually turn over to city an amount equal to 6 percent of difference between electric 
and natural gas system’s net assets and total bonded indebtedness, plus 50 percent of com- 
mission’s retail cost of service for city’s public lighting. 

Introduced by McLawhorn. Referred to Local Government 1. 


H 1457. PACK PLACE FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR CAPITAL NEEDS OF THE PACK 
PLACE EDUCATION, ARTS AND SCIENCE CENTER." Appropriates $1.5 million in 1992-93 from 
General Fund for use as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1458. HEALTH CARE ACCESS ACT. "TO ENACT THE HEALTH CARE ACCESS AND COST 
CONTROL ACT.” Adds new Art. 63 to GS Ch. 143, "Health Care Access and Cost Control Act” 
and new Art. 68A, “North Carolina Health Care Access and Cost Control Plan” to establish state- 
wide plan to provide comprehensive coverage for health care services for all residents of state. 
Creates NC Health Care Access and Cost Control Comm’n and directs it to establish Plan for 
coverage of all residents for basic health care coverage. 

Commission. Creates 21 member comm’n as follows: 3 employers; 3 employees, including 
one state and one local gov’t employee; 6 health care professionals; Insurance Comm’r; 
Treasurer; Administration Sec’y; Human Resource Sec’y; Environment, Health and Natural 
Resources Sec’y; 4 members appointed by General Assembly. Governor to appoint employers, 
employees, and health care professionals. Terms, other than ex-officio members, are staggered 
four year terms. Duties are to develop a plan of operation, to establish standards for contracts 
with health care providers, negotiation of fee schedules, and other related tasks. Comm’n to 
study effect on access to health care of malpractice insurance rates, tort reform, use of area 
health education centers, use of mobile health care units and deterioration of patient provider 
relationship. Plans developed to include, as practicable, managed care, prohibition of unneces- 
sary treatments, discouragement of emergency rooms, single form billing, prior approval of treat- 
ments, community rating schedules, and maximum fee schedules. Authorizes the hiring of staff. 
Appointments to be made within 60 days of ratification. 

Trust Fund. Establishes in Treasurer’s office the Health Care Access and Cost Control 
Trust Fund. Fund consists of revenues from taxes dedicated to Fund, federal payments received 
because of waivers under Title XIX of Social Security Act, and appropriations to Fund. Money to 
begin to go to Fund in fiscal 1995-96 and by Jan. 1, 1997, funds in reserve must equal expendi- 
tures from Fund during preceding three months. Money in fund to be used for prevention pro- 
grams, health care procedures, capital funds for health care institutions, and communication and 
transportation of patients between globally funded institutions funded under Plan. Also creates 
Health Professional Education and Training Fund to pay education costs of professionals who 
agree to work in NC for at least five years; amount spent annually between 1995 and 1999 must 
equal or exceed 1993 amounts for similar education and training. 

Plan. Directs Comm’n to establish North Carolina Health Care Access and Cost Control 
Plan, effective July 1, 1995. Plan to consist of Part |, which includes basic services available to 
every resident and Part II which includes optional coverage to be available either from Plan or 
private insurers. Allows nonresidents to obtain coverage upon payment of full cost. Allows 
Comm'n to negotiate global annual budget with institutions that provide, in advance, specified 
amount for all covered services for year of budget. Specifies rules dealing with: prohibiting dupli- 
cation of coverage by private insurers of items covered by Part |; secondary coverage; co- 
payment; and prohibition of nondiscrimination on basis of race, color, wealth, national origin, re- 
ligion, sex, or sexual orientation. Provides for reimbursement based on global budget for partici- 
pating institutions, and for reimbursement of independent providers on a fee-for-service basis. 
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Prohibits charging more than reimbursement level if provider participates in plan. 

Funding. Specifies legislative intent to provide sources of revenue by continuing appro- 
priation and earmarking tax revenues, beginning in 1995. Directs Dep't of Human Resources to 
seek waivers under Title XIX to end that funds received are deposited in Trust Fund and to allow 
supplemental Medicare payments to go to Fund. Directs Human Resources Sec’y, with coopera- 
tion of several other state agencies, to report to President Pro Tem, Speaker, Governmental 
Operations Comm’n and Fiscal Research Division by Dec. 1, 1994 on effects of placing all local 
gov't appropriations for health care in Trust Fund. Directs Dep’t of Insurance and State 
Employees’ Health Plan Trustees to report to legislature on changes to laws needed to conform 
to this act. Appropriates $250,000 to Insurance Dep’t to fund Comm’n for 1992-93.

H 1459. SCHOOL TESTING PROGRAM FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE END-OF- 
COURSE AND END-OF-GRADE TESTING PROGRAMS FOR THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS." Appropriates 
$7,592,040 to Dep’t of Public Education from General Fund for 1992-93 for cited programs. 
Specifies that $5,892,040 is for program expenses, and $1,700,000 is for equipment to allow 
local schools to score tests. Effective July 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Barnes. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1460. VENDING FACILITIES OPERATION (=S 1111). "TO PROVIDE THAT BLIND PERSONS 
SHALL BE GRANTED PREFERENCE IN THE OPERATION OF VENDING FACILITIES ON NORTH 
CAROLINA HIGHWAYS." Enacts new GS Ch. 111, Art. 4, permitting Dep’t of Human Resources to 
operate automatic vending facilities on state highways and requiring Dep't of give preference to 
blind persons in operation of such facilities. Sets out formulas for determining profits from such 
facilities to be returned to Div’n of Services for the Blind and amends GS 111-43 to provide for 
use of such profits. 

Introduced by Easterling. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1461. PHASE OUT TEACHER TENURE. "70 PHASE OUT TENURE FOR PUBLIC SCHOOL 
TEACHERS AND ADMINISTRATORS.” Amends GS 115C-325 as title indicates, by excluding from 
section (and thus from tenure) teachers employed for the first time after 1992-93 school year and 
those existing teachers who accept a one-time payment during 1992-93 school year as considera- 
tion for waiving tenure rights. Appropriates $10 million in 1992-93 from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Public Education, for making the one-time payments required noted above. Sets maximum pay- 
ment of $2500 per teacher. Effective July 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Rhyne. Referred to Education. 


H 1462. ECKERD WILDERNESS CAMP FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO IMPROVE THE 
WILDERNESS CAMPING PROGRAM IN NORTH CAROLINA, USING AVAILABLE FEDERAL FUNDS." 
Appropriates following amounts from General Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Youth 
Services for 1992-93 to be given to Eckerd Family Youth Alternatives, Inc. for purposes indicated: 
$133,899 to increase by 2.75% per diem amount payable for Wilderness camping services to 
children placed in program by state; $96,625 to increase Wilderness camping counselors’ sala- 
ries; $68,848 to restore funds for three program slots for children eliminated by lack of state 
funds. Effective July 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Colton. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1463. WATER RESOURCES FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR WATER RESOURCES 
DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS." Appropriates $6,948,000 from the General Fund to the Dep't of 
Environment, Health and Natural Resources for 1992-93 for the following projects: Wilmington 
harbor deepening study, project feasibility studies, planning assistance to states, aquatic plant 
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control, Jordan Lake water supply repayment and operation, Lenior Lower Creek flood control, 
Morehead City harbor deepening, Wilmington harbor-Northeast Cape Fear River navigation, state- 
local water resources development projects, Beaufort harbor, Cape Fear River navigation above 
Wilmington, Wilmington harbor navigation, Stokes City Town Fork Creek flood supply and water 
supply. Provides that money not spent in 1992-93 may be used for Corps of Engineers project 
feasibility studies, funds required to match Corps of Engineers projects in 1992-93, or state-local 
water resources development projects. Funds unspent or unencumbered at end of 1993-94 revert. 
Requires Dep't to report quarterly on use of these funds. Effective July 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Ethridge. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1464. DUPLIN GAS LINE CONSTRUCTION. "TO PROVIDE THAT DUPLIN COUNTY IS 
AUTHORIZED TO CONSTRUCT GAS LINES." Amends SL 1985, Ch. 433, (a local act which amends 
GS 153A-274 with respect to Bladen, Sampson, and Stanly counties to permit those counties to 
construct, acquire, and operate gas production and distribution facilities) to add Duplin to the 
local act’s coverage. 

Introduced by Albertson. Referred to Local Government 2. 


H 1465. AMEND PHARMACY PRACTICE ACT. "TO AMEND THE PHARMACY PRACTICE ACT TO 
CONFORM WITH FEDERAL REQUIREMENTS TO AVOID LOSS OF MEDICAID FUNDS." Amends GS 
90-85.32A to require pharmacists, before dispensing prescription drugs, to offer to counsel 
patient regarding prescription. Counseling includes name, strength and dosage form of medicine, 
, Storage of medicine, directions for use and duration therapy, refill instructions, what to do if dose 
is missed, common side effects, possible interactions with food and other medicine. Requires 
pharmacist to make reasonable efforts to keep a record of patient’s name, address, telephone 
number, gender and age, current list of medicines being used, relevant disease states, allergies 
and drug reactions, comments relevant to patient’s medication therapies, and other relevant infor- 
mation. Provides that pharmacist not required to counsel patient who refuses offer of counseling. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Woodard. Referred to Human Resources. 


. 4H 1466. HYDE ROAD ASSESSMENTS. "TO AUTHORIZE HYDE COUNTY TO ASSESS BENEFITED 
PROPERTY IN ADVANCE OF IMPROVEMENTS TO SUBDIVISION AND RESIDENTIAL STREETS." 
Amends GS 153A-205 as title indicates, applicable only to Hyde County. Allows county to finance 
tocal share of cost of improvements made under supervision of Dep’t of Transportation to subdivi- 
sion and residential streets located outside city by special assessment against benefited property 
in advance of proposed improvements for period not exceeding five years. County must refund 
pro rata to owner of benefited property the balance of assessment remaining after full payment of 
actual cost of proposed improvements. If actual cost of improvements exceeds amount estimated 
by county, county may not levy supplemental assessment against benefited property. Railroad 
property is exempt from assessments to same extent it would be exempt from street assessments 
of city under GS 160A-222. No project may begin unless It has been approved by Dep't of 
Transportation.

H 1467. CASWELL BEACH UNDERGROUND LINES. "TO ALLOW THE TOWN OF CASWELL 
BEACH TO MAKE SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS FOR UNDERGROUNDING OF UTILITIES." Amends GS 
160A-216 (which specifies the kinds of improvements for which cities may make special 
assessments against benefited property), as it applies to Caswell Beach only, for purpose indi- 
cated in title. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Finance. 
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H 1468. BRUNSWICK GIS RECORDS. "MAKING A QUALIFIED EXCEPTION FROM THE PUBLIC 
RECORDS ACT FOR THE BRUNSWICK COUNTY GEOGRAPHICAL INFORMATION SYSTEM." Provides 
that as condition of furnishing electronic copy of geographical information systems databases, 
whether on magnetic tape, magnetic disk, compact disk, or photo-optical device, Brunswick 
County may require that person obtaining copy agree that copy will not be resold or otherwise 
used for trade or commercial purposes. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Local Government 1. 


H 1469. YAUPON BEACH HEIGHT LIMITS. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE LIMITATION ON THE HEIGHT 
OF STRUCTURES UNDER THE COMPREHENSIVE ZONING ORDINANCE OF THE TOWN OF YAUPON 
BEACH MAY BE CHANGED ONLY WITH THE APPROVAL OF THE VOTERS OF THAT TOWN." 

As title indicates. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Local Government 1. 


H 1470. LOCAL SEA TURTLE SANCTUARIES. "TO AUTHORIZE THE TOWNS OF HOLDEN BEACH, 
SUNSET BEACH, AND SURF CITY TO CREATE SEA TURTLE SANCTUARIES." As title indicates; 
sanctuaries to be above mean low watermark, to include foreshore. Ordinance to regulate activi- 
ties within sanctuaries that may or will disturb or destroy sea turtle, nest, or eggs must be con- 
sistent with ordinance powers in GS 160A-174, -308, and any other law. Ordinance may 
incorporate criminal statutes against taking sea turtles in GS 113-189 and -337. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Local Government 1. 


H 1471. BRUNSWICK ABC SUNSET OFF. "7O REMOVE THE SUNSET FROM THE ACT 
PROHIBITING THE PLACEMENT OF A NEW ABC STORE WITHIN SEVEN MILES. OF THE 
CORPORATED LIMITS OF A MUNICIPALITY IN WHICH THERE IS AN EXISTING ABC STORE IN 
BRUNSWICK COUNTY." Amends SL 1991, Ch. 372 as title indicates. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Local Government 1. 


H 1472. ASU ON MCNC FUNDS (=S 1110). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO LINK APPALACHIAN 
STATE UNIVERSITY WITH THE MCNC COMMUNICATIONS NETWORK." Appropriates $905,000 for 
1992-93 from General Fund to UNC Board of Governors as title indicates, with $850,000 for capi- 
tal improvement and equipment costs and $55,000 for operating costs. Effective July 1, 1992. 
Introduced by Judy Hunt. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1473. SCHOOL MERGERS VALIDATED (=S 1081). "TO VALIDATE SCHOOL MERGERS AND 
CLARIFY MERGER LAWS SO AS TO ELIMINATE THE NEED FOR SUBSTANTIAL APPROPRIATIONS 
FOR SEPARATE CENTRAL STAFFS, AND SO AS TO CLARIFY A 1991 SPECIAL BUDGET 
PROVISION.” Adds new GS 115C-68.3 to ratify and consider to have been adopted by act of 
General Assembly all plans for consolidation and merger of school administrative units entered 
into between June 9, 1969 and May 26, 1992, under GS 115C-67, -68.1, -68.2, former GS 115- 
74.1, or under any local act authorizing such mergers. States intent of legislation to dispose of 
issues in pending litigation that would disrupt past, current, and future school unit mergers and 
ongoing implementation of mergers in many school units. Effective July 1, 1981, amends GS 
115C-67(3) to permit county and city school boards in merger plan to inciude manner of selection 
of new board members, including (1) number of board members, (2) method of their election or 
appointment, (3) whether members to be nominated, elected, or appointed from districts or at 
large, (4) manner of determining nominee, and (5) whether election to be partisan or nonpartisan; 
to extent method conflicts with GS 115C-35, -37, or with any local act concerning any units being 
merged and consolidated, plan of merger and consolidation is to prevail.

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-H 1474. DAVIDSON ROAD HUNTING. ”7O PROHIBIT HUNTING FROM PUBLIC ROADS IN 
DAVIDSON COUNTY." Makes it misdemeanor punishable by fine of $50 to $200, imprisonment up 
to 30 days, or both, for person to hunt an animal or bird with a firearm or to discharge firearm 
from right-of-way of numbered or state-maintained road In Davidson County without written per- 
mission of owner of abutting land. Effective Oct. 1, 1992, and applies to offenses committed on 
or after that date.

H 1475. HARNETT STREET NAMING. "TO PERMIT THE COUNTY OF HARNETT TO RENAME 
COUNTY PUBLIC AND PRIVATE ROADS." Amends GS 153A-238 ("Public roads defined for certain 
named counties”) and -239.1 ("Naming roads and assigning street numbers in unincorporated 
areas for certain named counties”) for purpose indicated in title. 

Introduced by Stewart. Referred to Local Government 2. 


_H 1476. UNC-W ON MCNC FUNDS (=S 1086). "TO LINK THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA 
AT WILMINGTON WITH THE MCNC COMMUNICATIONS NETWORK." Appropriates $950,000 from 
General Fund to Board of Governors of UNC for 1992-93 for purpose Indicated In title. Effective 
July 1, 1992. 

Introduced Gottovi. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1477. POLK HUNTING SAFETY. "TO PROHIBIT HUNTING FROM OR ACROSS PUBLIC ROADS, 
HUNTING ON THE LAND OF ANOTHER WITHOUT PERMISSION, HUNTING WHILE IMPAIRED, AND 
DISCHARGING A FIREARM INTO A DWELLING IN POLK COUNTY." Makes it misdemeanor punish- 
able by fine of $25 to $100, or imprisonment for not more than 30 days for first offense; and by 
fine of $100 to $200, imprisonment of up to 90 days, or both and by loss of wildlife privileges for 
two years for second or subsequent offense for following acts to be committed in Polk County: 
(1) hunting with deadly weapon or discharging deadly weapon from or across right-of-way of road; 
(2) hunting on land of another or fishing in private pond without permission of owner; (3) 
possessing deadly weapon on land of another while under the influence of impairing substance; 
and (4) discharging deadly weapon in such a manner as to allow projectile to fall into or to hit 
another person’s dwelling, vehicle or outbuildings. Effective Oct. 1, 1992.

H 1478. HYDRILLA ERADICATION FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO ERADICATE HYDRILLA 
IN LAKE GASTON.” Appropriates $200,000 for 1992-93 from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources, Div’n of Water Resources, as title indicates. 
Effective July 1, 1992. 

Introduced by J. Crawford. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1479. MARTIN ZONING NOTICES. "TO EXEMPT MARTIN COUNTY FROM CERTAIN ZONING 
NOTICE REQUIREMENTS." Provides that, notwithstanding any other provision of law, Martin 
County is not required to mail any notice of any proposed zoning classification actions to anyone. 
Introduced by Rogers. Referred to Local Government 2. 


H 1480. AGRICULTURAL FAIRS COUNCIL. "TO CREATE AN AGRICULTURAL FAIRS COUNCIL IN 
THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR LOCAL AGRICULTURAL 
FAIRS.” Adds new part 5 to Art. 45 of GS Ch. 106 creating Agricultural Fairs Council. Council 
composed of 15 members representing pubic, various agricultural and educational groups, and 
General Assembly. Members appointed by private associations serve terms as designated by 
ass'n. Members appointed by legislature serve unspecified terms. Public members appointed by 
Comm’r of Agriculture apparently serve three-year terms. Comm’r to serve as chair. Council to 
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advise Comm’r in development of local fairs, including the granting of funds to local fairs for 
establishing facilities, creating awards or premiums or to promote commodities ($1,000 maximum 
for latter). Specifies eligibility for grants. Appropriates $50,000 from General Fund to Agriculture 
Dep’t for 1992-93 for grant funds. Effective July 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Rogers. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1481. IMPROVE UNC GOVERNANCE. "TO CREATE THE CANDIDATE SELECTION COMMISSION 
TO ASSIST THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY IN CHOOSING CANDIDATES FOR ELECTION TO THE BOARD 
OF GOVERNORS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA AND TO REQUIRE CONTINUING 
EDUCATION FOR MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS AND MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE CONSTITUENT INSTITUTIONS OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA." 

Candidate Selection Commission. Adds new GS 116-5.1 and -5.2 and amends -6(c) to 
create Comm'n (1) to develop and distribute selection criteria for use in screening candidates for 
Board of Governors of UNC and a description of the responsibilities and duties of members of 
the board and (2) to identify and recruit candidates for each position on the Board, based on the 
background and experience of the candidates. Comm'n Is to recommend at least two but not 
more than four candidates for each position to be filled. Each house filling positions may consider 
the recommendations of the Comm'n and, if a house accepts the recommendations, those rec- 
ommendations shall compose the slate of candidates for that house. If either house rejects some 
or all of the recommendations, or adds candidates to those recommended by the comm’n, that 
house must set out the specific criteria by which each person seeking nomination is to be 
assessed. Candidates other than those recommended by the Comm'n must appear before the 
committee of the house charged with preparing that house’s slate of candidates. 

The Comm'n is to be composed of 12 members. Four are to be appointed by the President 
Pro Tempore, one to be cochair. Four are to be appointed by the Speaker of the House, one to 
be cochair. Four are to be appointed by the Governor. Current legislators and their spouses are 
ineligible. No more than two-thirds of the members may be of the same political party. Members 
of the Comm’n may not be candidates for the Board. Two persons appointed by each appointing 
officer serve terms ending July 1, 1994 and the other two serve four-year terms ending July 1, 
1996. After July 1, 1994, all members serve four-year terms. 

Training for members of the Board of Governors and members of the Board of Trustees. 
Adds new GS 116-7.1 to require all members of UNC Board of Governors, and all members of 
the boards of trustees of the constituent institutions, appointed or elected after January 1, 1993, 
to complete 20 hours of continuing education In their first two years of office on the history of 
higher education and higher education governance in NC, the roles of the boards and the admini- 
strations of the institutions, higher education finance, legal issues in higher education, and 
assessment and accountability in higher education. The training is to be provided by the Board of 
Governors with the assistance of the Institute of Government. Failure to complete the training 
without good cause forfeits the seat. 

Appropriations. Appropriates from General Fund to Board of Governors $30,000 for fiscal 
1992-93 to establish and operate the commission and $50,000 to implement training provisions.

Effective July 1, 1992.

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H 1516. PRISONERS WORK FOR COUNTIES (=S 1073). "TO ALLOW COUNTIES TO REQUIRE 
PRISONERS TO WORK ON PROJECTS TO BENEFIT UNITS OF STATE OR LOCAL GOVERNMENT." 
Adds new GS 162-58 as title indicates; applicable to prisoners in local confinement facilities or 
satellite jail/work release units; prisoners to be supervised by county employees or sheriff. Adds 
new GS 162-59 to provide that no prisoner to perform work unless prisoner has been approved 
for work by person having custody of prisoner. Adds new GS 162-60 to provide that in addition to 
any gain time credit to which prisoner is otherwise entitled, prisoner is entitled to reduction in 
sentence of four days for each 30 days of work performed. Adds new GS 162-61 to provide that 
county working prisoners is liable to third parties for injuries incurred by third parties by negli- 
gence of prisoners to same extent county is liable for actions of its other employees.

(3) Impaired persons who 
are.eligible, for Medicaid are not eligible for fund payments except as provided in proposed new 
GS 130A-470(b) (only for services and appliances not covered by Medicaid). (4) Failure of provi- 
der to pay assessments when due are grounds to revoke, suspend, or nonrenew state-issued 
license to provider. (5)-Obstetrical care coverage plan in proposed new GS 130A-476 must be. 
approved by state health director. (6) Extends by one year reporting dates in proposed new GS 
130A-477. (7). Makes act effective July 1, 1993, with similar exceptions as in H 546.

Prohibits Dep’t of Human Resources, during period July 1, 1992 
to July 1, 1994, from accepting applications for initial licensure of family care home, group home 
for developmentally disabled adults, home for aged or disabled, or domiciliary home. Effective 
July 1, 1992.

H 1524. SANFORD SUPP. FIRE FUND. "TO REWRITE THE LAW ESTABLISHING THE 
SUPPLEMENTARY PENSION FUND FOR FIREMEN IN THE CITY OF SANFORD." Recodifies law for 
fund, as title indicates. Sets out make-up of board of trustees; transfers to fund any amounts 
aboved $10,000 in Sanford Fire Relief Fund; provides for eligibility for supplemental pension fund 
benefits; and sets out formula for fund distributions.

DEPARTMENT OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES FOR THE DIPLOMA NURSING PROGRAM." 
Appropriates $281,650 in 1992-93 from General Fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges, as title 
indicates. Effective July 1, 1992. 

Introduced by Michaux. Referred to Appropriations. 


H 1527. FARMVILLE ANNEXATION. "TO ANNEX CERTAIN TERRITORY INTO THE CORPORATE 
LIMITS OF THE TOWN OF FARMVILLE." Contains no substantive provisions.

H 1528. ADOPTION AND FOSTER CARE FUNDS. "7O INCREASE ADOPTION AND FOSTER CARE

H 1533. BEAVER CONTROL PILOT FUNDS. "TO ESTABLISH A BEAVER DAMAGE CONTROL 
ADVISORY BOARD TO DEVELOP A PILOT PROGRAM FOR BEAVER DAMAGE CONTROL IN 
BLADEN, BRUNSWICK, COLUMBUS, AND SAMPSON COUNTIES." Establishes 9-member board 
described in title, as follows: each of the following 8 persons, or their designees - Executive 
Director of Wildlife Resources Comm’n, Sec’y of Agriculture, Director of Div’n of Forest 
Resources, Director of Soil and Water Conservation Div’n, Director of Cooperative Extension 
Service, Sec’y of Transportation, State Director of federal Animal Damage Control Div’n, and 
President of NC Farm Bureau Federation - plus a representative of NC Forestry Ass’n.

Permits trapping 
beavers by snares as part of damage control program. Appropriates $50,000 in 1992-93 from 
General Fund to Wildlife Resources Comm'n, to implement act. Effective July 1, 1992, and ex- 
pires Oct. 1, 1993. 

Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Appropriations. 
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H 1534. BALD HEAD ISLAND GOLF CART REG. "TO PERMIT THE VILLAGE OF BALD HEAD 
ISLAND TO REGULATE THE OPERATION OF GOLF CARTS." As title indicates. 
Introduced by Redwine. Referred to Local Government 2.

of base period charges to plan for same brand name drug; (2) for brand name drugs without 
generic equivalent, 70% of lesser of provider's actual charges or 90th percentile of base period 
charges to plan for same brand name drug; (3) for generic drugs, 100% of lesser of provider's 
actual charges, or 90th percentile of base period charges to plan for same generic drug less 
$5.00 (but $5.00 not to be applied after covered person reaches out-of-pocket deductible for 
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fiscal year). Specifies cap for recently-introduced drug. Establishes peer review committee, com- 
posed of twelve members specified in bill, to evaluate extent to which bill has controlled costs, to 
which pharmacists are assisting members of plan in reducing their expenses, and prescribers are 
allowing choice of generic drugs. Effective Oct. 1, 1992.

Amends GS 143-215.94B(b) to 
provide that for discharges reported on or after 1 Jan. 1994, the Commercial Fund shall be used 
to pay 60% of the costs of cleanup between $20,000 and $157,500 (now, $137,500). Amends GS 
143-215.94E to add a subsection providing that where the owner and operator of a commercial 
underground storage tank cannot be identified, located, or fails to proceed with restoration, the 
current landowner may, after notice to the Dep’t of Environment, Health and Natural Resources, 
undertake restoration. When this is done, the current landowner may elect to have the 
Commercial Fund reimburse those restoration costs that exceed the amounts the owner is 
responsible for, provided the current landowner has paid those costs for which the owner is 
responsible.

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S 1189. NATURAL SCIENCES MUSEUM FUNDS. "7O APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO PRODUCE 
CONSTRUCTION DOCUMENTS FOR THE NEW NORTH CAROLINA STATE MUSEUM OF NATURAL 
SCIENCES." Appropriates $750,000 for 1992-93 from General Fund to Dep’t of Administration for 
use as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1992.

S 1190. DISPLACED HOMEMAKER CENTER FUNDS (=H 1484). "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR

S 1191. NC EQUITY FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO NC EQUITY FOR HEALTH AND 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM ACTIVITIES." Appropriates $65,000 for 1992-93 from 
General Fund for use as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1992.

NORTH CAROLINA, INC., IN KENLY FOR OPERATING AND CAPITAL EXPENSES." Appropriates 
$50,000 for 1992-93 from General Fund for use as title indicates.

S 1193. JOINT UTILITY AGENCY POWERS. "TO AUTHORIZE JOINT AGENCIES TO PROVIDE AID 
AND ASSISTANCE TO MUNICIPALITIES AND JOINT MUNICIPAL ASSISTANCE AGENCIES AS 
RECOMMENDED BY THE JOINT LEGISLATIVE UTILITY REVIEW COMMITTEE.” Amends GS 159B-11 
as title indicates, to authorize aid in any activity related to the construction, ownership, mainte- 
nance, expansion, and operation of municipal electric systems. Amends GS 159B-12 to permit 
contracts authorized by bill to extend to up to 30 years, to limit payments under such contracts 
with cities to city electric system revenues, and to limit payments under such contracts with joint 
municipal assistance agencies to those revenues specified in the contracts. Makes conforming 
amendments to GS 159B-2 and 159B-17(c). Effective Jan. 1, 1994, requires each joint agency to 
file annual report on previous year’s activities with Joint Legislative Utility Review Committee.

S 1194. ALLOW PROPERTY TAX APPEAL BILL. "AUTHORIZING THE 1991 GENERAL ASSEMBLY,

PROPERTY TAX APPEALS BEFORE THE PROPERTY TAX COMMISSION FROM APPRAISAL AND

COMMISSION." As title indicates.

S 1195. NO SALES TAX ON DONATED DRUGS. "TO EXEMPT FROM SALES AND USE TAXES 
PRESCRIPTION MEDICINE THAT IS DONATED TO A NONPROFIT ORGANIZATION." Adds new GS 
105-164.13(13a) to add prescription medicine donated to nonprofit organization, to list of items 
exempt from sales and use taxes, effective July 1, 1992.

S 1196. BUDGET REFORM BLANK BILL. "TO PROVIDE BUDGET REFORM IN NORTH 
CAROLINA." Contains no substantive provisions. Effective July 1, 1992.

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S 1197. OXYGENATED GASOLINE. "TO IMPLEMENT THE OXYGENATED AND REFORMULATED 
GASOLINE REQUIREMENTS OF THE 1990 AMENDMENTS TO THE FEDERAL CLEAN AIR ACT." 
Makes citation correction and adds citations to federal Clean Air Act to GS 143-213. Amends GS 
143-215.107(a) to grant Environmental Management Comm’n (EMC) the authority to regulate 
oxygen content of gasoline, to require use of reformulated gasoline, to implement Title II of the 
federal act, and to develop standards to implement the act. Rules may specify different standards 
for particular areas of the state as necessary to meet federal standards. Amends GS 119-26.1 to 
require Dep't of Agriculture and the Gasoline and Oil Inspection Board to implement rules on use 
of reformulated gas and oxygen content of gas. Authorizes Comm’r of Agriculture to assess and 
collect civil penalties for rules violations and to institute civil action to enforce standards. Requires 
Dep’t of Agriculture to study setting up marketable oxygenated gasoline credits and local enforce- 
ment of oxygenated gasoline standards; Dep’t to report to EMC on Feb. 1 and April 1, 1993.

S 1200. NCSU CAPITAL PROJECTS. "TO AUTHORIZE THE CONSTRUCTION AND THE FINANCING, 
WITHOUT APPROPRIATIONS FROM THE GENERAL FUND, OF CERTAIN CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS 
PROJECTS ON THE CENTENNIAL CAMPUS OF NORTH CAROLINA STATE UNIVERSITY AT 
RALEIGH." As titie indicates, authorizing following three projects: Research Ill building, 
$4,060,400; Corporate Research Center | building, $7,350,000; and Corporate Research Center II 
building, $7,100,000. Permits Director of Budget, on request of UNC Board of Governors, to 
authorize change in scope or method of funding for any project, as long as no General Fund 
moneys used.

$ 1201. THIRD PARTIES APPEAL ENV. PERMITS. "TO REQUIRE NOTIFICATION TO THE PUBLIC 
OF CERTAIN MINING, WATER, AND AIR PERMIT DECISIONS, TO ALLOW THIRD PARTIES TO 
APPEAL THESE DECISIONS IN CONTESTED CASE PROCEEDINGS, AND TO MAKE CERTAIN NEW 
PERMIT CONDITIONS EFFECTIVE DURING A CONTESTED CASE PROCEEDING." 

Amends the Mining Act (GS 74-46 to 74-68) and water quality and air quality permits (G.S. 
143-213, -215) to make the following changes. 

Amends GS 74-49 and GS 143-213 to define “person affected” as person who submits 
written comments containing specific recommendations on a permit application, presents oral 
comments at a public hearing on an application and submits written comments (if such opportu- 
nity is given), or who makes a good cause showing that there was no reason to anticipate being 
adversely affected (for water and air permits, this is only applicable if newspaper notice and op- 
portunity for comment is provided). Defines a "qualifying permit decision” as a new permit (for: 
water and air permits, does not inciude a general or temporary permit); a permit renewal to the 
extent it differs from the former permit; the denial of a renewal application, and the approval or 
denial of a major modification of a permit; and for water and air permits, issuance of a special 
order pursuant to GS 143-215.2 or 143-215.110. Amends GS 143-213 to define: (1) “qualifying air 
permit decision” as those for activities subject to regulation under Title IV or V of the federal 
Clean Air Act, required to be submitted to a local government for review pursuant to GS 143- 
215.108(f), or designated for public notice by the Environmental Management Commission (EMC); 
(2) "qualifying water discharge permit” as permits for outlets into waters of the state, treatment 
works, pretreatment facilities, and other activities designated by the EMC; (3) "qualifying water 
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nondischarge permit” as land application of waste (including petroleum contaminated soil and 
sludge) and any other activity designated by the EMC. 

Amends GS 74-50 to require applicants to provide certified or registered mail notice to ad- 
joining land owners of applications for new permits. Amends GS 74-51 to require the Dep’t of 
Environment, Health and Natural Resources to set a public comment period of not fewer than 30 
days for qualifying permit decisions, to require the applicant to publish newspaper notice of the 
application and file an affidavit of publication to complete the permit application, and to require 
the Dep’t to consider all timely and relevant comments (and amends G.S. 143-215.4(b) to require 
consideration of timely and relevant comments on water and air permits). 

Amends G.S. 74-60 and 143-215.5 to require Dep't to publish notice of qualifying permit 
decisions in the NC Register, with the notice to specify the applicant, the location of the per- 
mitted activity, the decision, the last date on which contested case petitions may be filed with the 
Office of Administrative Hearings, and the name and address of the agency making the decision. 
If the Dep’t fails to submit the notice for publication within 20 days of making a decision, the 
applicant may submit the notice for publication. Publication of notice initiates the 60 day period 
for filing a petition for contested case review pursuant to GS 150B-23(f). To the extent practica- 
ble, the Dep’t is to provide mailed notice of decisions to those who provide self-addressed, 
stamped envelopes. 

Amends GS 74-61 to provide that applicants and persons affected have 60 days to file 
petitions for contested case reviews and amends GS 143-215.5 to provide that such petitions 
must be filed within 30 days of publication of the notice of decision to initiate reviews of air and 
water permits. Amends GS 74-61 and 143-215.5 to provide that in a contested case review a 
person affected may not raise an issue that was not raised in the departmental review unless the 
administrative law judge determines the issue could not have been reasonably raised previously. 


For permit renewals, only differences between the renewed and original permit may be contested. 


Persons aggrieved by a decision who are not permit applicants, permit holders or persons af- 
fected may not file petitions for contested case review but may petition to intervene. For permit 
renewals that are contested, an appeal stays any challenged new provisions. Amends GS 143- 
215.5 to provide that the Environmental Management Comm’r makes final decisions on contested 
cases arid if contested case petition is not filed by the applicant, permit holder, or person ag- 
grieved it is not subject to further administrative or judicial review. Petitions for judicial review of 
contested case decisions are to be filed within 30 days of service of a written copy of the the 
final decision on the parties and within 30 days of a final agency decision if no contested case is 
involved. Persons aggrieved for the purpose of filing for judicial review are limited to persons who 
filed a contested case petition, were parties to the contested case, or who are aggrieved only as 
a result of the final decision. Makes conforming amendments to GS 143-215.108, -215.110, - 
215.1, -215.15,-215.32; and -215.108. 

Effective 1 Oct. 1992 and applies to applications filed on or after that date.

S 1202. UTILITY SYSTEM ORDINANCES. "7O CLARIFY THE PUBLIC ENTERPRISE LAW WITH 
RESPECT TO THE ADOPTION AND ENFORCEMENT OF UTILITY SYSTEM ORDINANCES." Amends 
GS 160A-312 and 153A-275 to permit cities and counties to adopt by ordinance rules and regula- 
tions for utility svstems, even if system located outside city or county. Effective Oct. 1, 1992, and 
applies to ordinances adopted before that date.

S 1203. PESTICIDE PROGRAM FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF

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$542,674 from General Fund for 1992-93 for use as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1992.

S 1204. MEAT & POULTRY INSPECTION FUNDS. "7TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO UPGRADE MEAT 
AND POULTRY INSPECTION." Appropriates $108,417 in 1992-93 from General Fund to Dept. of 
Agriculture, for use as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1992.

S 1207. WORLD TRADE CENTER FUNDS. "TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE RESEARCH 
TRIANGLE WORLD TRADE CENTER." Appropriates $184,000 in 1992-93 from General Fund to 
UNC Board of Governors for International Trade Center at NCSU, to support implementation 
phase of center named in title. Effective July 1, 1992.

S 1209. ALLOW NON-RESIDENT GUIDE BILL. "AUTHORIZING THE 1991 GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 
1992 SESSION, TO CONSIDER A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT TO REMOVE THE REQUIREMENT

H 1632. OCCUPANCY TAX REVIEW COMMITTEE. "TO PROVIDE THAT NEW OCCUPANCY TAX 
LEGISLATION MAY NOT BE ENACTED UNLESS IT IS FIRST ASSESSED BY A JOINT OCCUPANCY 
TAX REVIEW SUBCOMMITTEE CREATED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY." Adds GS 120-195 to -197 
creating Joint Finance Subcommittee on New Occupancy Tax Legislation as subcommittee of 
House and Senate Committees on Finance. Committee composed of three House Finance 
Committee members and three Senate Finance Committee members, appointed by respective 
committee chairs. Requires any bill dealing with occupancy tax to be referred to joint subcom- 
mittee for preparation of report evaluating proposal and determining whether proposal complies 
with following criteria: (1) explicitly provides that proceeds used only for promotion of travel and 
tourism; (2) explicitly provides that proceeds be spent under supervision of local travel and tour- 
ism board or authority; (3) does not allow person who collects tax to deduct a percentage from 
the amount remitted. Requires subcommittee to report the bill along with the assessment report 
to the full finance committee of the chamber in which it was introduced. Requires joint subcom- 
mittee to prepare supplementary assessment of bill if amendment or committee substitute sub- 
stantially alters proposal.

Appropriates $20,000 from General Fund to General Assembly for 1992-93 to support 
study. Effective July 1, 1992.

Excess amount is amount 
over statutory maximum or insurance purchased to cover liability. Specifies that statute is not 
waiver of sovereign immunity.

Sections creating Comm'n effective Sept. 1, 1992, except General 
Assembly appointments may be made any time after ratification. Appropriation effective July 1, 
1992.

H 1649. ELECTORS FOR UNAFFILIATED CANDIDATE. "TO PROVIDE A PROCEDURE FOR AN  ~ 
UNAFFILIATED CANDIDATE FOR PRESIDENT WHO HAS QUALIFIED FOR BALLOT ACCESS TO 
NAME CANDIDATES FOR ELECTOR AND FOR VICE-PRESIDENT." Amends GS 163-1(c) to provide 
that independent presidential candidate may nominate his own presidential electors. Amends GS 
163-209 to require unaffiliated candidate to file names of his electors with Sec’y of State and 
name of his vice-president with State Board of Elections by noon on first Friday in August.

H 846. INSURANCE AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/17/91. Senate committee substitute retains text of 
original bill and adds following provisions: 

(1) Amends GS 58-8-35 to delete some of the specific requirements for printing on the face 
of mutual insurance policies and applications warnings regarding potential contingent liability of 
policyholders. 

(2) Amends GS 58-33-125(d) to specify that: requirements of prelicensing education and. 

continuing education do not apply io agents for domestic farmers’ mutual assessment fire insur- 
| ance companies or associations who solicit and sell only the kinds of policies that may be sold by 
town or county mutual insurance companies with unlimited assessment liability. 

(3) Amends SL 1989 Ch. 775, Sec. 6, as amended by SL 1991, Ch. 720, Sec. 88, to 
specify that Ch. 775 ("An Act to Remove Barriers to Coverage in Employer-Sponsored Group 
Health Plans”) does not apply to disability insurance income (now, does not apply to “noncancel- 
able disability insurance as defined in GS 58-7-15(3)b.”). 

(4) Amends GS 58-7-32(b)(4) to specify that a life insurer may not reduce any liability or 
establish any asset in any financial statement filed with the Comm’r for reinsurance ceded if, by 
the terms of the reinsurance agreement, the ceding insurer is required to reimburse the reinsurer 
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for negative experience under the reinsurance agreement, except that neither offsetting expe- 
rience refunds against prior years’ losses, nor payment by the ceding insurer, of an amount equal 
to prior years’ losses upon voluntary termination of in-force reinsurance by that ceding insurer 
shall be considered such a reimbursement io the reinsurer for negative experience. 

(5) Amends GS 58-58-135 to provide that with respect to group life insurance policies 
issued to an employer, the premiums may be paid wholly or partly by the employer and wholly or 
partly by the employee (now, must be paid at least in part by the employer); with respect to such 
policies issued to a labor union, the premiums may be paid wholly or partly by the union and 
wholly or partly by the union member (now, must be paid at least in part by the union); with 
respect to such policies issued to a fund consisting of two or more employers or two or more 
labor unions, the premiums may be paid wholly or partly by the employer or union and wholly or 
partly by the insured person (now, funds contributed by the union or employer must constitute at 
least 25% of the total cost of insurance); and with respect to such policies issued to an asso- 
ciation of persons having a common business or professional interest, the premiums may be paid 
wholly or partly by the association and wholly or partly by the insured member (now, must be paid 
at least in part by the association). Deletes provision with respect to each of these types of poli- 
cies that the amounts of insurance under the policy must be based on some plan precluding 
individual selection either by the employers, unions, associations, or members. 

(6) Amends GS 58-7-95(p), which permits payment of certain death benefits under a vari- 
able annuity contract as an incidental benefit without the contract being deemed a life insurance 
contract, to provide that other incidental benefits may be included in the variable annuity contract 
as approved by the Commissioner. 

(7) Amends GS 58-67-35(a) to add to the powers of a health maintenance organization the 
power to provide point-of-service products, subject to rules to be adopted by the Commissioner 
governing product limitations, deposit and other financial requirements, marketing requirements, 
and the percentage of an HMO’s total health care expenditures for out-of-plan covered services 
for all of its members that may be spent on those services, which may not exceed 20%. 

(8) Amends GS 20-279.21(b) to provide, with respect to uninsured motorist coverage, that if 
the named insured in an automobile liability insurance policy does not reject uninsured motorist 
coverage or select different coverage limits, then the uninsured motorist coverage in the policy is 
the same as the highest limit of bodily injury and property damage liability coverage for any one 
vehicle in the policy, and, with respect to underinsured motorist coverage, makes the same 
change. With respect to both uninsured and underinsured coverage, removes provision that once 
an insured rejects the coverage, the insurer need not offer the coverage in renewal, reinstate- 
ment, or replacement policies except on written request by the insured. 

(9) Amends SL 1991, Ch. 469, Sec. 9 to specify that certain increases in minimal property 
damage liability coverage mandated by that act, which became effective Jan. 1, 1992, do not 
affect any policy in effect on that date until the policy is renewed. 

(10) Amends GS 58-36-75(c) to add “driving a commercial vehicle while impaired” (GS 20- 
138.2) to list of violations conviction for which adds a facility recoupment surcharge in addition to 
premium surcharges. 

Uninsured and underinsured motorist provisions effective October 1, 1992 and apply to new 
and renewal policies to be effective on and after that date. Remainder effective on ratification. 


H 945. COURT COSTS/FEES CHANGES. Intro. 4/19/91. House committee substitute rewrites 
original bill and changes title to "AN ACT TO ADJUST FEES IN THE GENERAL COURT OF JUSTICE 
AND THE FACILITIES FEE, TO ALLOW THE PRORATING OF WATER FEES, TO AUTHORIZE THE 
DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN RESOURCES, DIVISION OF FACILITY SERVICES, TO CHARGE FEES FOR 
VARIOUS FACILITIES SEEKING LICENSURE OR CERTIFICATION, TO AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT 
OF CORRECTION TO CHARGE A FEE FOR DRUG TESTING AS A CONDITION OF PROBATION OR 
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PAROLE, TO ESTABLISH A FEE SCHEDULE FOR THE STANDARDS LABORATORY, AND TO 
ESTABLISH THE PERCENTAGE RATE FOR THE INSURANCE REGULATORY CHANGE." Amends GS 
7A-304(a) (costs in criminal cases) to increase (1) courtroom facilities fee from $5.00 to $6.50 in 
district court and from $23.00 to $24.50 in superior court, and (2) court support fee from $37.00 
to $40.50 in district court and from $44.00 to $47.50 in superior court. Amends GS 7A-305(a) 
(costs in civil cases) to increase (1) courtroom facilities fee from $5.00 to $6.50 in magistrate 
cases and from $9.00 to $10.50 in district and superior court cases; and (2) court support fee 
from $51.00 to $54.50 in superior court, from $36.00 to $39.50 in district court, and from $24.00 
to $27.50 in magistrate cases. Amends GS 7A-306 (costs in special proceedings) to increase (1) 
courtroom facilities fee from $3.00 to $4.50, and (2) court support fee from $22.00 to $25.50. 
Amends GS 7A-307 (costs in administration of estates) to increase (1) courtroom facilities fee 
from $3.00 to $4.50; (2) court support fee from $22.00 to $25.50 and minimum filing fee from 
$5.00 to $10.00; (3) fee for filing each annual and final account from $10.00 to $15.00; (4) from 
$12.00 to $17.00 fee for probate of will without qualification of personal representative; and (5) 
fee for collections of personal property by affidavit from $22.00 to $25.50; if sole asset of estate 
is a cause of action, $30.00 (now, $25.00) to be paid when fiduciary is qualified. Each of the 
preceding increases apply to all fees assessed or paid on or after July 1, 1992. 

Amends GS 130A-328(a) to provide that community water system operating permit is valid 
from January 1 through Dec. 31 of each year (now, valid for one year from date of issue); 
Comm’n for Health Services may prorate annual fees as set forth in act for permits obtained after 
Jan. 1 of each year. Effective July 1, 1992. 

Adds new GS 143B-138.1 to require Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Facility Services, 
to charge fees for facilities that apply for licensure or certification and renewals: (1) hospitals, 
licensed under Part A, Art. 5, Ch. 131E, and facilities, licensed under Art. 2,-Ch. 122C, that are 
not certified by Joint Comm’n on Accreditation of Hospitals, $100; if certified, $25; (2) nursing 
facilities and intermediate care facilities for mentally retarded, $25 plus $1 per room; (3) ambu- 
latory surgical facilities, $100; (3) home health and home care agencies and hospices, $25; (4) 
nursing pools, $50; (5) cardiac rehabilitation certification, $100; (6) abortion clinics, $100; (7) 
domiciliary care facilities for aged and disabled having six or more beds, $25 plus 50 cents per 
bed; (8) domiciliary care facilities for group homes for developmentally disabled adults and family 
care homes, $50; and (8) residential facilities for mentally retarded, $50. Fees to be credited to 
General Fund. Effective July 1, 1992. 

Amends GS 15A-1343(b1)(7) and -1374(b)(11) to provide that whenever warrantless search 
consists of testing for presence of illegal drugs, parolees and probationers may also be required 
to reimburse Dep't of Correction for actual cost of drug screening and testing. Effective July 1, 
1992. 

Adds new GS 81A-11 to set out. fees for weights that are tested and certified, weights that 
are calibrated, tape measures and rigid rules, and liquid-in-glass and electronic thermometers. 
Provides that Dep’t of Agriculture may refuse to accept for testing any weight or measure dep’t 
considers unsuited for intended use. Effective Oct. 1, 1992. 

Provides that percentage rate to be used in calculating insurance regulatory charge under 
GS 58-6-25 is eight percent for 1992 taxable year. 


H 1322. ABC LAW CHANGES. Intro. 5/27. House amendment rewrites amendment to GS 18B- 
1104(7) in original bill so it now provides that in areas where sale is legal, holder of a brewery 
permit may sell its own malt beverages at the brewery upon receiving a permit under GS 18B- 
1001(1), if the brewery sells to consumers at the brewery, to wholesalers, and to importers. 
Original bill would authorize sale at brewery if it sells, to consumers at the brewery, to wholesal- 
ers, and to importers, fewer than 310,000 gallons of malt beverages produced by it per year. 
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H 1324. INCOME TAX RETURN CHANGES. Intro. 5/27. House committee substitute amends GS 
105-154(d) to provide that the manager of a business is not required to pay the tax on the share 
of a nonresident partner if the partner is not an individual and has executed an affirmation that 
the partner will pay the tax with its corporate, partnership, trust, or estate income tax return. 


H 1432. ANSON COMMISSIONERS ELECTION. Intro. 6/10. House committee substitute (1) pro- 
vides that if there is only one candidate for office in particular district, that candidate is declared 
to be member of board of county comm’rs for that district, without an election; and (2) for 1993 
general election for county comm’rs, written petitions to qualify as unaffiliated candidate must be 
filed with county elections board by 12 noon, Aug. 24, 1992. 


H 1441. MOUNT AIRY/ASHE LOCAL DEVELOPMENT. Intro. 6/1. House committee substitute 
adds Ashe County to bill that allows gov’t unit to take into consideration prospective revenues 
generated by the development in arriving at amount of consideration for economic development 
conveyance. 


H 1475. HARNETT/WATAUGA STREET NAMING. Intro. 6/2. House committee substitute adds 
Watauga County to bill that permits counties to rename county public and private roads.

Adds new GS 14-277.3 to create criminal offense of stalking, elements of which are 
to willfully, on more than one occasion following or be in the presence of another person without 
legal purpose with intent to cause emotional distress by placing that person in fear of death or 
bodily injury, after reasonable warning or request to desist, and under circumstances constituting 
pattern of conduct over period of time evidencing continuity of purpose. Offense is misdemeanor 
punishable by six months imprisonment or $1,000 fine or both. Committing offense of stalking 
when under court order not to do so increases penalty to two years and $2,000 fine or both. 
“Second or subsequent offense within five years is punishable as Class | felony (maximum 5 
years). Effective Oct. 1, 1992.

Contains numerous special provisions relating to the budget and to other matters, as 
follows: 


SPECIAL PROVISIONS 


GENERAL PROVISIONS 

Contingency and Emergency Fund Correction. Provides that Contingency and Emergency 
Fund appropriations are to be used as specified in GS 143-23 (a1)(3), (4) and (5) (when required 
by court or administrative agency, due to natural disaster, or because of calling out of National 
Guard). 

Block Grant Plans. Adds new GS 143-16.1(b) to require sec’y of each state agency that 
receives federal block grants to submit block grant plans to Fiscal Research Division by April 20 
of each year, with Governor to review plans before submission to the General Assembly. 

Budget Clarifications. Amends GS 143-16.3 to make clear that if General Assembly has 
considered appropriation for position but not made appropriation, no funds may thereafter be 
spent for that position. Amends GS 143-23 to clarify provisions and define "object or line item” 
and “purpose or program.” Amends SL 1992, Ch. 689, Sec. 351 to state that 1991-93 budget is 
a line item budget and to specify how to derive line item detail in enacted budget. 

Groups funds appropriated to Dep’t of Public Education for 1991-93 into three categories, 
as follows: In 1991-92: To Dep’t of Public Instruction, $48,141,349; for aid to local school units, 
$3,199,427,158; and to state board of education, $152,714. In 1992-93: To Dep’t of Public 
Instruction, $55,835,067; for aid to local school units, $3,250,680,746; and to state board of edu- 
cation, $127,714. 
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Amends GS 115C-21(a) to provide that Sup’t of Public Instruction shall have solely under 
his control all matters related to staff services to State Board of Education, except as otherwise 
provided in budget act. 

Additional Budget Reporting Requirements. Amends GS 143-23 to require that governor’s 
report to Comm’n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Div'n of over-expenditure 
due to unforeseen event must identify the event. 


OFFICE OF STATE BUDGET AND MANAGEMENT 

Onslow Museum Funds/New Purpose. Provides that funds appropriated by SL 1987, Ch. 
830, Sec. 2 may be used by Onslow County for construction of new museum facilities in 
Richlands. 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

LRC Law Enforcement Study. Authorizes study by LRC Committee on Law Enforcement 
Issues of marital rape and whether the spousal defense under GS 14-27.8 should be abolished. 
Report, if study undertaken, due to 1993 General Assembly. 

Legislative Research Comm’n Terms. Amends GS 120-30.11 to provide that terms of mem- 
bers of Legislative Research Comm’n expire on Jan. 15 of next odd-numbered year (now, expire 
Dec. 15 of next even-numbered year). 

Performance Audit Study Continued. Continues state government performance audit 
through March 31, 1993. 


DEP’T OF REVENUE 

Controlled Substance Tax Proceeds. Transfers $594,148 from State Controlied Substance 
Tax Fund created by SL 1989, Ch. 772, Sec. 6 to General Fund to administer controlled sub- 
stance tax costs. Adds new GS 105-113.113 to require Sec’y of Revenue to credit proceeds of 
tax to special nonreverting account called State Controlled Substances Tax Account. Sets forth 
formula for allocation of funds by Sec’y to law enforcement agencies. Makes conforming change 
to GS 105-113.111. Effective July 1, 1992. 


DEP’T OF ADMINISTRATION 

Indian Cultural Center. Requires $1,500 of funds appropriated to Dep't by SL 1991, Ch. 
689, Sec. 3, to be used for maintenance of state lands in Robeson County described in bill. 
Prohibits construction of Indian Cultural Center on lands used for public golf course. 


DEP’T OF INSURANCE 

Data From Health Care Providers. Amends GS 131E-212(b)(9) to provide that the North 
Carolina Database Commission is to implement plans for obtaining data from health care provi- 
ders only if funds are appropriated by the General Assembly for that purpose. 


SALARIES AND BENEFITS 

Salary Related Contributions/Employers. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 188(c) to de- 
crease state’s employer contribution rate budgeted for retirement and related benefits as a per- 
centage of covered salaries for The Consolidated Judicial Retirement System from 29.46% to 
26.03%. 

Pay Raise Appropriations. Makes following appropriations for fiscal 1992-93 for the pay 
raises: from General Fund $62,200,000 to Reserve for State Employees Salary increases for non- 
teacher raises and $42,300,000 to Reserve for Teacher Salary Increases for teacher raises; from 
Highway Fund to Reserve for State Employees Salary Increases $6,725,000 and to Reserve for 
Teacher Salary Increases $320,000. 

Governor’s Salary Increase. Amends GS 147-11(a) to raise Governor's salary $522 to 
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$123,822. 

Council of State Salary Increase. Raises salaries of members of Council of State $522 to 
$75,744. 

Nonelected Dep't Heads’ Salary Increase. Raises maximum annual salaries for nonelected 
heads of principal state dep’ts $522 to $75,774. 

Legislators’ Salary and Expense Increase. Amends GS 120-3 to raise salaries of Speaker 
and President Pro Tempore $522 to $35,622, Speaker Pro Tempore and Deputy President Pro 
Tempore $522 to $20,298, majority and minority leaders in both chambers $522 to $15,918, and 
other legislators $522 to $13,026. 

Principal Clerks’ Salary Increase. Amends GS 120-37(c) to raise salaries of principal clerks 
in each chamber $522 to $46,686. 


Sergeants-At-Arms’ and Reading Clerks’ Salary Increase. Amends GS 120-37(b) to raise 
salaries of Sergeants-at-Arms and reading clerks by $12.00 per week. 


Legislative Employees’ Salary Increase. Raises salaries of all other employees of the 
General Assembly by $522 per year. 


Judicial Branch Officials’ Salary Increase. Raises salaries of all judges, district attorneys, 
the Administrative Officer of the Courts and his assistant, and public defenders by $522 per year. 
Raises salaries of other employees of Judicial Dep’t by same amount. 

Clerk of Courts’ Salary Increase. Amends GS 7A-101(a) to raise salaries of clerks of supe- 
rior courts by $522 per year. 

Assistant and Deputy Clerks’ of Court Salary Increase. Amends GS 7A-102(c) to raise maxi- 
mum and minimum salaries for assistant and deputy clerks by $522 per year. Provides that clerks 
who are at the top of their salary range get the benefit of the $522 increase in the pay range 
maximum. 

Magistrates’ Salary Increase. Amends GS 7A-171.1(a)(1) to raise magistrates’ salaries by 
$522 per year. 

Community Colleges Personnel Salary Increases. Increases salaries of all community col- 
lege employees supported by state funds by $522 per year. 

Higher Education Personnel Salary Increases. For employees subject to the state personnel 
act, raises salaries $522 per year. For employees not subject to state personnel act, UNC Board 
of Governors is to adopt rules for allocation of salary increases which will average $522 per year. 

Most State Employees Salary Increases. Raises salaries of all permanent, full-time state 
employees whose salaries are set in accordance with the state personnel act and who are paid 
from the General Fund or the Highway Fund by $522 per year. Salaries of all permanent, full-time 
state officials and persons in positions exempt from the state personnel act and recommended by 
the Governor or the Governor and the Advisory Budget Comm'n, and set by the General Assembly 
go up by same amount. Provisions do not apply to persons who salaries are set under GS 20- 
187.3 (members of the Highway Patrol), except for those who are not eligible for a raise in 1992- 
93 because they are at the top of their salary range. Permits agencies subject to availability of 
funds, to raise salaries of temporary, part-time, or hourly employees a pro rata amount of $522 
per year. 

Certain Executive Branch Officials’ Salary Increase. Raises salaries of Chair of the ABC 
Comm'n, State Controller, Comm’r of Motor Vehicles, Comm’r of Banks, Chair of the Employment 
Security Comm’n, State Personnel Director, Chair and members of the Parole Comm'n, Chair 
and members of the Industrial Comm’n Executive Director of the Agency for Public 
Telecommunications, General Manager of the Ports Railway Comm'n, Director of the Museum of 
Art, Executive. Director of the Wildlife Resources Comm'n, Executive Director of the Housing 
Finance Agency, Executive Director of the Agricultural Finance Authority, and Director of the 
Office of Administrative Hearings by $522 per year. 
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Public School Personnel Salary Increase. Raises salaries of superintendents, assistant su- 
perintendents, associate superintendents, supervisors, directors, coordinators, evaluators, program 
administrators, principals, assistant principals, and noncertified employees other than bus drivers 
by $522 per year. Requires boards of education to raise pay rates for bus drivers by at least 2%. 
Raises teachers’ salaries by an average of 2% through continued implementation of salary sched- 
ule as begun in 1989. 

All State-Supported Personnel Salary Increases. Salaries of employees paid in part from 
General Fund or Highway Fund and in part from other sources go up a proportionate amount of 
the $522 per year. 

Reserve for Lowest Paid Employees. Authorizes Office of State Budget and Management 
(OSBM) to transfer unneeded funds from 1992-93 performance pay reserve to reserve for lowest 
paid employees in order to implement accelerated pay plan for lowest-paid state employees es- 
tablished by SL 1989, Ch. 1066, Sec. 37. Directs "Special responsibility” institutions in UNC to 
use available funds for this purpose before receiving funds from the reserve. 

Reduce Agency Salaries/Retired Positions. For 1992-93, directs OSBM to require agencies 
(with exceptions noted below) to transfer, to a special reserve, salary and benefit funds equal to 
30% of state-supported salary and benefits of positions from which retirement occurs. Does not 
apply to positions paid from Public School Fund, community college state aid funds, salaries set 
by statute, or exceptions granted by Governor due to agency hardship. Prohibits transferring em- 
ployees about to retire to non-state funded positions in order to circumvent this provision. 
Provides that no position may be reduced below minimum salary level unless position abolished. 
Directs OSBM to report savings to 1993 General Assembly by May 15, 1993, in order that these 
amounts may be deleted from 1993-95 base budget. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

Continue Model Teacher Education Consortium. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 36.1 to 
provide that of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Public Education, $170,000 shall be used for 
model teacher education consortium in 1992-93. Limits expenditures for administrative costs to 
$50,000. Amends SL 1989, Ch. 752, Sec. 72(a) to add Gates and Hertford County to program 
and to make technical correction. 

Reallocation of Certain Funds for Exceptional Children. Authorizes State Board of 
Education to reallocate (i) funds that are repayments from local school units as as result of audit 
exceptions of exceptional children headcounts and student records, (ii) any prior year’s refunds of 
exceptional children funds to the public school fund, and (iii) any penalties assessed on those 
funds. 

Outcome-Based Education Funds. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 199(b) to require 
$100,000 of 1992-93 appropriation to Dep’t of Public Instruction (DPI) be used to provide tech- 
nical assistance, evaluate programs, and otherwise implement program. Allocates funds by provid- 
ing $500 per state-funded certified employee participating in program and then on a pro rata 
basis based on number of such employees. Amends GS 115C-238.13(a) to increase number of 
sites from four to six. : 

Early Childhood Education Coordinator Funds. Authorizes DPi to use up to $75,000 for aid 
to local school administrative units for 1992-93 for an early childhood education coordinator. 

Low-Performing Units. Authorizes DPI to use up to $1.2 million of local school aid funds to 
assist local unit identified as low-performing or placed on warning status under GS 115C-64.1. 
Directs unit identified as low-performing or placed om wa: ning status to use smali school system 
supplemental funding or low-wealth counties supplemental :unding to implement plan for improv- 
ing student performance and decreasing dropout rates. Directs UNC Board of Governors to re- 
quire Offices of School Services at constituent institutions to provide at least $600,000 worth of 
in-kind technical assistance to such local units through DP!. 
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Prospective Teacher Scholarship Loan Funds. Authorizes Superintendent of Public 


Instruction to designate up to $200,000 of 1992-93 funds for prospective teacher scholarship 
funds to teacher assistants enrolled in accredited teacher education programs. 

Pupil Transportation Funds. Authorizes DPI to use up to $500,000 of 1992-93 funds for aid 
to local school administrative units for pupil transportation to assist local school administrative 
units with (1) unique difficulties implementing the new funding formula or (2) efforts to improve 
efficiency of pupil transportation operations. 

Staff Development Fund Availability. Makes funds allocated by State Board of Education for 
staff development at the local level for 1991-92 available for expenditure until Aug. 31, 1993. 
Makes funds allocated by the Board for staff development at the local level for the 1992-93 fiscal 
year available for expenditure from July 1, 1992 to Aug. 31, 1993. Adds new GS 115C-417 to 
provide that funds allocated by Board for staff development at the local level become available for 
expenditure on Sept. 1 of each fiscal year and remain available for expenditure until Aug. 31 of 
the subsequent fiscal year. 

North Carolina Close Up Funds. Authorizes DPI to use up to $15,000 of 1992-93 funds for 
the NC Close Up Program to enable the program to promote citizenship education. 

Appropriation of Funds From State Literary Fund. Appropriates from Literary Fund to DPI 
$1,000,000 for 1992-93 for aid to local school administrative units. 

Low-Wealth School Supplemental Funding. Directs DPI to spend $3,000,000 of its 1992-93 
appropriation to provide supplemental funds in low-wealth counties to allow those counties to en- 
hance the instructional program and student achievement. Funds are in addition to $6,000,000 
allocated for this purpose in SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 201.2, as rewritten by SL 1991, Ch. 761, 
Ch. 47.3, and must be expended in accordance with those sections. Amends Sec. SL 1991, Ch. 
689, Sec. 201.2(b) to provides funds may be used for staff development and textbooks. 

Differentiated Pay. Allocates $29.5 million of Dep’t of Public Education appropriation for 
differentiated pay plans. Each unit voting in 1991-92 to continue or modify a differentiated pay 
plan is to receive for that purpose 2% of its allotment for salary and related benefits. Units voting 
for across-the-board bonuses are to receive 1.75% of salary and related benefits. Directs affected 
units within 30 days of first teacher workday in 1992-93 to review and reassess differentiated pay 
plans in effect for 1990-91 school year, and to present plan to affected employees for review and 
vote within 60 days of first teacher workday. Provides that proposed plan shall not be a proposal 
for across-the-board bonuses. Requires vote by secret ballot among affected personnel; requires 
local board to submit option receiving majority of votes cast to Sup’t of Public Instruction for 
approval. Directs all local units, including career ladder pilot units, to adopt new differentiated 
pay plans for 1993-94 school year. Except for requirement to adopt new plan for 1993-94, special 
provision does not apply to career ladder pilot units. 

Teacher Salary Schedule. Establishes new 30-step salary schedule for teachers with "A” 
and "G" certificates. New schedule begins at $1,982 per month for "A” teachers and $2,106 for 
"G" teachers, and increases by annual increments of 2% to $3,517 for "A" teachers and $3,738 
for "G" teachers with 30 years service. Effective July 1, 1992, also provides for (1) annual longev- 
ity payments to teachers paid from General Fund of 1.25% of ba_2 salary for 15-19 years service, 
1.75% for 20-24 years of service, and 2.5% for 25 years service, and (2) 7.5% increase for cer- 
tificate at master’s level and 10% for certificate at doctorate level. Provides that no teacher in 
any local administrative unit is be entitled to state salary in excess of schedule amount, except as 
provided in local differentiated pay plan. 


COMMUNITY COLLEGES 


Huskins Bill Quality Control. Provides that community college contracts with local school 
administrative units shall not be used by these agencies to supplant funding for a public school 
high school teacher providing courses offered pursuant to GS 115D-20(4) who is already em-

ployed by the local school administrative, unit. However, if a community college contracts with a 
local school administrative unit for a public high school teacher to teach a college level course, 
the community college shall not generate budget FTE for that course. Its reimbursement in this 
case shall be limited to the direct instructional costs contained in the contract, plus 15% for 
administrative costs. In no event shall a community college contract with a local school adminis- 
trative unit to provide high school level courses. Directs the Joint Committee on College Transfer 
to review this issue as it relates to community colleges and UNC and report results of its review 
to the General Assembly and the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee by March 1, 
1993. Directs State Board of Community Colleges to study entire Huskins Bill issue and report 
results of its study to the General Assembly by March 1, 1993. 

Community Colleges/UNC Disadvantaged Nursing Funds. Directs that $80,000 appro- 
priated to Dep’t of Community Colleges and $20,000 appropriated to UNC Board of Governors 
for 1992-93 to increase the number of disadvantaged students who successfully complete nursing 
school be used for additional academic support services for these students, including providing 
tutors, peer counseling and testing materials. The funds shall not be used to provide direct finan- 
cial aid. 

In-Plant Training/Sheltered Workshops. Effective beginning with the 1992 fall quarter, 
directs SBCC to ensure the following requirements are met with respect to in-plant training estab- 
lished pursuant to GS 115D-5(d): (1) instruction does not duplicate or supplant existing training or 
training for normal job turnover; (2) community college may not contract with a company to pro- 
vide in-plant training to its own employees but it may contract with such a company to provide the 
cost of replacement of an employee who is providing the actual training and is released from 
regular work responsibilities; (3) community college’s course outline and fiscal plan for the course 
must be approved by the board of trustees; (4) a reasonable limitation on hours per employee 
must be established; and (5) a community college’s FTE earnings shall not exceed a reasonable 
percentage of the direct cost of the training. Directs SBCC to conduct review of in-plant training 
and report the results of its review to the General Assembly by Mar. 1, 1993. 

Effective beginning with the 1992 fall quarter, directs SBCC to ensure the following consid- 
erations are addressed within the administration of sheltered workshop programs: (1) a reason- 
able limitation on instructional hours per student must be established; (2) an educational and 
fiscal plan must be approved by the board of trustees; (3) there must be a policy prohibiting the 
duplication of training and the supplanting of costs; (4) a community college’s FTE earning must 
not exceed a reasonable percentage of the direct cost of the training. Directs SBCC to conduct 
review of training provided to sheltered workshops and Adult Developmental Activities Programs 
centers and report the results of its review to the General Assembly by March 1, 1993. Effective 
July 1, 1993, the funding for community college occupational extension training for sheltered 
workshops and in-plant training programs shall be limited to direct instructional costs plus 15% of 
that amount for administrative costs, unless amended by the 1993 General Assembly after receiv- 
ing recommendations from the SBCC. 

New and Expanding Industry Program Funds. Authorizes Dep’t of Community Colleges to 
transfer available and uncommitted funds to the New and Expanded Industry Program if it deter- 
mines there is a need to meet additional training needs and if the Governor concurs. After the 
transfers, the total of the funds transferred and of the funds appropriated in the 1992-93 fiscal 
year for this program shall not exceed the amount appropriated for this program for the 1990-91 
fiscal year, plus 15%. 

Community College Tuition Increase. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 203, to direct SBCC 
to adopt tuition rates beginning in the fall quarter of 1992 in the amount of $12.75 per credit hour 
up to a cap of 14 credit hours for in-state students and $107.50 per credit hour with a cap of 14 
hours for out-of-state students. Directs SBCC to adopt tuition rates for occupationa! extension 
courses of $33 per course beginning in the fall quarter of 1992. 
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Worker Training Trust Fund. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 141, as follows. Appropriates 
for 1992-93 from Worker Training Trust Fund (1) $5,839,964 to the Employment Security Comm'n 
for the operation of local offices at the 1986-87 level of service; (2) $1,000,000 to the Dep't of 
Labor for customized training of the unemployed and the working poor; (3) $2,489,036 to the 
Dep't of Human Resources to assist welfare recipients in gaining employment, provided that 
$489, 036 in expansion funds for 1992-93 shall be used for computer equipment for every county 
participating in the Job Opportunities and Basic Skills Program; (4) $1,746,000 to the Dep’t of 
Community Colleges to continue the Focused Industrial Training Program, provided that $496,000 
in expansion funds shall be used to increase the annual funding for the 31 existing FIT centers 
from an average of $74,000 to an average of $90,000; (5) $150,000 to Dep’t of Public Education 
and $150,000 to Dep’t of Community Colleges for a program of training in entrepreneurial skills 
to be operated by NC REAL Enterprises; and (6) $225,000 to the Employment Security Comm’n 
for the NC Occupational Information Coordinating Committee to develop and operate an interag- 
ency system to_track former participants in state education and training programs. 


-DEP’T OF TRANSPORTATION 

Dep't of Transportation Exemption from General Statutes for Experimental Project— 
Congestion Management. Authorizes Dep’t of Transportation (DOT) to enter into contracts for a 
system of traffic management for the Charlotte area and exempts the contracts from the provi- 
sions of GS 136-28.1, 143-52, 143-53, 143-58, 143-64.20, 143-128, and 143-129. 

Increase Administrative Efficiency/DOT. Sets maximum number of positions for the Office of 
Sec’y of Transportation in Fund Code 84210-0190 for 1992-93. Abolishes 3 positions in category 
of Special Assistant for Regional Affairs and 3 positions in category Secretary V. 

. Highway Maintenance Reserve. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 66.7, to delete language 
authorizing Board of Transportation to allocate excess credit balance to the state funded mainte- 
_ Mance appropriations. 
: ~~ Div'n of Motor Vehicles Drivers: License Computer. Directs Div’n of Motor Vehicles (DMV) to 
procure information technology for the drivers license computer system only after fair and com- 
petitive bidding and directs that specifications for the system be based on industry standards for 
open systems to the greatest extent possible. 

Contract Resurfacing Reporting Requirement. Directs DOT to report quarterly to the Joint 
Legislative Highway Oversight Committee concerning any transfers of funds from the Contract 
Resurfacing Program during the preceding quarter. 

Dep't of Transportation Highway Construction Safety Program. Authorizes Sec’y of 
Transportation to use funds appropriated to dep’t to continue the dep’t’s emphasis on safety to 
reduce accidents and injuries in highway construction. 

Secondary Roads,-Annual Work Program Priority Lists. Amends GS 136-44.7(b) to provide 
that when a secondary road in the top 10 of the list is removed from the list because it has been 
paved, the next secondary road on the priority list moved up to the top 10 of that list and must 
remain there until it is paved. 

Dep't of Transportation Permanent Hourly Workers/Office of State Personnel Study. Directs 
the Office of State Personnel to study the use of permanent hourly workers by the DOT and 
report the results of the study to the Permanent Subcommittee on Transportation of the House 
Committee on Appropriations by Feb. 1, 1993. 

__ Reallocation of Div'n of Motor Vehicles Warehouse-Office Building Funds. Reallocates funds 
“appropriated in SL 1989, Ch.754, Sec.6 for construction of a warehouse-office building in Raleigh 
for DMV to DMV “for the construction or purchase of the land and warehouse-office building,” 
including appraisal and other purchase costs. 


Transfer of Funds from the Equipment Fund. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 66, to 
transfer an additional $7,354,254 from Equipment Fund to the Highway Fund for 1992-93 for use 
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in the expansion budget. ; 

Small Urban Construction Funds. Amends SL 1991, Ch 689, Sec. 66.6, to allocate 
$9,028,266 (rather than $10,028,266) for small urban construction projects in 1992-93 and re- 
quires $6,000,000 to be allocated equally among the 14 highway districts. 

Department of Transportation to Report On Efforts To Educate On Transportation Planning 
Roles. Requires DOT to report to Senate Committee on Transportation and House Committee on 
Transportation by Feb. 1, 1993, on DOT’s efforts to educate public, local gov'ts and 
Transportation Advisory Committees on their roles in planning under the Intermodal Surface 
Transportation Efficiency Act of 1991. 

Department of Transportation To Develop Comprehensive Plan On Maintaining and 
Upgrading Bridges. Requires DOT submit to Chairs of Senate and House Committees on 
Transportation by Feb. 1, 1993, plan to upgrade bridges. 

Highway 264 Rest Area. Provides that if DOT does not let contract for U.S. 264 in Beaufort 
County by Dec. 1, 1992, (to be completed by June 1, 1993) $335,100 to be appropriated from 
Highway Fund to Dep’t of Administration for same project (to be completed by Sept. 1, 1993). 


DEP’T OF CORRECTION 

Use of Lapsed Salary Funds. Authorizes Dep’t of Correction to use lapsed salary funds 
from 1992-92 to pay medical care costs and extradition services, and to reimburse local govern- 
ments for the housing of prisoners. 

Private Confinement Facilities. Adds provisions to SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 67 to allow Sec’y 
of Correction to issue Request for Proposal or to employ another appropriate bidding process or 
procedure to determine contract terms or conditions under which private for-profit or nonprofit 
firms would offer to provide and operate treatment centers totaling 500 beds for prisoners com- 
mitted to custody of dep’t who are diagnosed as needing treatment for alcohol or drug abuse; 
states that solicitation of bids does not obligate state to operate centers. Requires Sec’y to report 
results of bidding procedure to Governor, Joint Legislative Committee on Governmental 
Operations, chairmen of Senate and House Appropriations Committees, and Fiscal Research 
Div’n by Dec. 31, 1992. 


JUDICIAL DEP’T 

Current Operating Expenses. From funds appropriated in 1992-93, permits Administrative 
Office of Courts (AOC) to transfer up to $2.5 million to meet additional operating expenses for 
specified items, including indigent persons’ attorneys’ fees. Requires AOC to make quarterly 
reports on transfers to Joint Legislative Committee on Governmental Operations (JLCGO) and to 
chairs of Senate and House Appropriations Committees on Justice and Public Safety. 

Nonbinding Arbitration and Mediation. From funds appropriated for 1992-93, permits AOC 
to transfer up to $75,000 to implement nonbinding arbitration procedures in additional counties 
and judicial districts under GS 7A-37.1 and to establish local custody mediation and visitation 
programs in additional counties under GS 7A-494. 

Juvenile Services Transportation Pilot Program. From funds appropriated for 1992-93, per- 
mits AOC to transfer funds to continue Juvenile Services Div’n Transportation Pilot Project in 
specified district court districts. 

Interim Fees for Assigned Counsel. Amends GS 7A-455(b) and 7A-458 to allow presiding 
judge, in capital cases and other extraordinary cases pending in superior court, to aliow fee for 
services rendered and payment for expenses incurred pending final determination of case. 

Community Penalties Programs. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 84.1 to provide that of 
funds appropriated for 1992-93 for community penalties programs, $1,518,912 may be allocated 
by AOC in any amount among existing community penalties programs or may be used to estab- 
lish new programs. AOC also may transfer funds to such programs from other funds appropriated 
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Make Jurisdiction of Magistrate and Clerk Consistent With That of Judges To Promulgate 
Waiver Of Trial And Guilty Plea Lists. Amends GS 7A-148(a), -180, and -273, and repeals GS 
7A-146(8) for purpose indicated in title of this section. 

Counsel Provided in Clemency Proceedings. Amends GS 7A-451 and -458 to authorize 
counsel for indigent person requesting clemency from Governor in capital case, but limits fees to 
$10,000 per case. 

Assistant Clerks’ Salary Range. Amends GS 7A-102(d) to allow superior court clerk, with 
AOC approval, to establish (1) higher annual salary (not less than three-fourths of maximum 
annual salary for assistant clerks) for full-time assistant clerk licensed to practice law, but that 
salary may not be higher than maximum annual salary for assistant clerks; and (2) higher annual 
salary (not less than two-thirds of maximum annual salary for assistant clerks) for full-time 
assistant clerk with law degree from accredited law school, but entry-level salary may not exceed 
three-fourths of maximum annual salary for assistant clerks, and in no event may be higher than 
maximum annual salary established for assistant clerks. 

New Ass’t District Attorneys. Amends GS 7A-60(a1) to add 21 new assistant district attor- 
neys. Effective Aug. 1, 1992, adds one new position to each of following districts: 3B, 4, 6B, 9, 
15A, 16A, 17A, 18, 19A, 22, 27A, 28, and 29. Effective Oct. 1, 192, adds one new position to 
each of following districts: 3A, 5, 6A, 7, 10, 11, 12, 21. 


DEP’T OF CRIME CONTROL AND PUBLIC SAFETY 

Summit House. Of funds appropriated for 1992-93, $250,000 must be used to support pro- 
gram at Summit House, community-based residential alternative to incarceration for mothers and 
pregnant women convicted of nonviolent crimes. Requires house to report to Joint Legislative 
Committee on Governmental Operations (JLCGO) on expenditure of state appropriations and ef- 
fectiveness of program as specified in act. 

Air National Guard’s Hangar. Of funds appropriated for 1992-93, $5,617 must be used to 
operate Air National Guard’s new maintenance hangar at Douglas International Airport in 
Charlotte. 

Legislative Review of Drug Law Enforcement and Other Grants. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, 
Sec. 73 to require state agency submitting grant application (for specified federal drug and other 
grants) to report also to House Appropriations Subcommittee on Justice and Public Safety (now, 
only to JUCGO). Requires Gov’t Performance Audit Committee to study current procedure of leg- 
islative review of federal grants and to consider how to provide advance legislative review of 
grants being requested by state agencies and how to streamline review procedures; committee to 
report recommendations to 1993 General Assembly. 


DEP’T OF JUSTICE 

Dep't of Justice Study on Charges for Legal Services to Local Gov’ts and State 
Agencies. Changes from 1992 to 1993 legislative session the reporting date of study indicated 
in title of section. 


DEP’T OF HUMAN RESOURCES . 

Drug Use Review Program; Rules. Adds new GS 108A-68 to provide that, despite any other 
provision of law, Div’n of Medical Assistance, Dep't of Human Resources (DHR), must adopt rules 
implementing drug use review provisions of Omnibus Budget Reconciliation Act of 1990, as 
amended. 

Medicaid. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 93 to provide that services and payment bases 
may be changed with approval of Governor. 

Physician Services. With approval of Office of State Budget and Management, DHR may 
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use funds appropriated in act for across-the-board salary increases and performance pay to offset 
similar increases in costs of contracting with private and independent universities for provision of 
physician services to clients in facilities operated by Div’n of Mental Health, Developmental 
Disabilities, and Substance Abuse Services (MH,DD,SAS). Offsetting to be done in same manner 
as currently done with UNC constituent institutions. 

Liability Insurance. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 114 to include within medical liability 
coverage UNC medical residents who are training at institutions operated by DHR. 

Non-Medicaid Reimbursement-1. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 115 to make eligible for 
MH, DD, SAS Clozaril program adults with income no greater than federal poverty guidelines. 

Developmental Day Centers’ Grant-In-Aid. Appropriates $2,301,248 for 1992-93 from funds 
appropriated to MH, DD, SAS to Dep’t of Public Instruction (DPI) for three and four year old 
handicapped children. DPI to report to General Assembly by May 1, 1993. 

DHR Program Funds. Permits Sec’y of DHR to use funds available in 1992-93 for Mental 
Health Accounts Receivable/Billing System. 

ICF/MR/DD Plan and Implementation Schedule. Requires DHR to develop a plan for reduc- 
ing the cost of intermediate care facilities for mentally retarded people and a schedule for imple- 
menting the plan. Plan is to include screening of potential patients, setting new rates for 
reimbursing the facilities, and alternative ways of meeting needs. DHR is to implement plan as 
soon as possible and report to General Assembly March 1, 1993. 

MH, DD, SAS Funds. Appropriates $5 million of MH, DD, SAS funds for 1992-93 in accor- 
dance with Mental Health Study Comm’n plans adopted by the General Assembly, and divided 
equally among services for (1) mentally ill, (2) developmentally disabled and (3) substance abus- 
ers. Div’n to report to General Assembly by March 1, 1993 on use of funds. $200,000 of funds 
under (1) above to be transferred in coming fiscal year to Div’n of Maternal and Child Health, 
Dep’t of Environment, Health and Natural Resources, for United Cerebral Palsy therapeutic 
preschool programs. Encourages area Mental Health Authorities to plan future budget requests in 
cooperation with Mental Health Study Comm’n and local agencies. DHR and Coalition 2001 to 
present criteria for plans to Study Comm’n by November 1, 1992, and actual plans one year 
later. 

Certificate of Need/Medicaid. Repeals G.S. 131E-185(b), which required DHR to issue or 
deny certificate of need within a statutory review period, and makes conforming change in sub- 
section (c). Amends 131E-186 to require that certificate of need issued for treatment of mentally 
retarded people specify a beginning date that allows time for DHR to identify or ask for the new 
funds. Clarifies that DHR must convey its decision within five business days (formerly, days) to the 
applicant only. 

ICF and ICF/MR Work Incentive Allowances. Permits DHR as of Oct. 1, 1992, to fund an 
incentive payment to Medicaid-eligible patients working as part of their treatment and sets 
amounts for payment based on patient’s salary. 

State/Local Child Fatality Prevention Initiatives. Requires DHR to report to General 
Assembly by March 1, 1993, on whether state should increase supervision of county social serv- 
ices agencies’ child protection efforts and whether the management and organization of local: 
agencies can be improved. Requires DHR to insure that community teams develop procedures for 
reviewing incidents of child abuse and neglect. 

Social Services’ Protective Services Allocation. Appropriates to county social services 
agencies $1,000,000 in 1992-93 for protecting c! hildren. Allocation to be based on county’s share 
of statewide child abuse and negleci reports 

Task Force On Child Protective Services’ Funding. Sec’y of DHA to appoint task force on 
how to finance the protection of children. Members to include at least one member of House and 
Senate as well as state and local gov’t officials working in field. Group to report to General 
Assembly in first week of 1993 session recommendations for state/county cost sharing, possibly 
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including sliding scale based on counties’ “ability to pay” and number of residents receiving 
public assistance. 

Adoption Subsidy. Increases to $200 monthly, effective July 1, 1993, amount paid families 
who adopt hard-to-place children. 

Infant Mortality Funds. Instructs DHR Div’n of Medical Assistance to study effect that health 
care providers’ decisions not to participate in Medicaid program has on access to care of preg- 
nant women and children eligible for Medicaid, and to report to General Assembly by March 15, 
1993. Study to include participation level of obstetricians, family practitioners, certified nurse mid- 
wives, and pediatricians. 

Domiciliary Care Reimbursement Rate Increase. Effective July 1, 1992, increases facility’s 
monthly reimbursement for ambulatory resident to $876 and for semiambulatory resident to $915 
(now, increase is scheduled to be $843 and $882). 

Adolescent Parenting Program. Requires DHR Div’n of Social Services (DSS) to evaluate 
adolescent parenting programs on specified points and report to House and Senate Appropriation 
Committees by Jan. 1, 1993. 

Child Day Care Revolving Loan Fund. Permits investment of fund named in section title and 
use of the principal and income to make loans, reduce loan interest to borrowers, serve as collat- 
eral, and pay contractor’s or DHR’s cost of operating program. 

Social Services Plan/Family Preservation Services. Allows DSS to use $100,000 of 1992-93 
funds for pilot programs in 3-5 counties to establish the core services of the Social Services Plan. 
County to match state funds at 1:3 rate. Instructs DHR to distribute $50,000 in 1992-93 in grants 
to local agencies for model programs of Family Preservation Services. 


DEP’T OF ECONOMIC AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT 

MCNC Budget Limits. Alters 1992-93 budget allocations for program as follows: (1) for mi- 
croelectronics program, reduces amount from $6,000,000 to $4,768,966 and (2) for telecommuni- 
cations, increases amount from $2,775,295 to $4,006,329. Requires MCNC to allocate $2 million 
for 1992-93 from management reserve or other available funds to link UNC-W, NCCU, and ASU 
with MCNC Communications Network. UNC Board of Governors to allocate funds to provide bal- 
ance of funds needed to make required allocations. Appropriates for capital improvements and 
equipment $825,000 to UNC-W, $620,000 to NCCU, and $850,000 to ASU. MCNC to report 
changes in allocations, if any, to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations. 

Home Program Matching Funds. Sets priorities for Dep’t of Economic and Community 
Development (DECD) for use of state matching funds for HOME program: First, to counties de- 
fined as severely distressed under GS 105-130.40(c) or GS 05-151.17(c); second, to people with 
incomes less than 50% of median family income in their locale. Provides that funds used to 
match federal funds do not revert at end of 1992-93. Dep’t to report to General Assembly by April 
1, 1993 on use of funds and status of HOME program in 1992 and 1993. 

Petroleum Overcharge Funds Allocation. Alters allocation of funds in 1992-93 from Exxon 
litigation as follows: increases amount for Low Income Weatherization program from $1,740,438 
to $2,158,048; decreases amount for Low income Home Energy Assistance program from 
$1,680,423 to $1,262,813. Alters allocations for 1992-93 from Stripper Well litigation as follows: 
increases from $1,459,562 to $2,779,139 amount for Low Income Weatherization program and 
eliminates $1,319,577 for Low Income Home Energy Assistance program. 

Main Street Fund Restrictions. Requires DECD to transfer to General Fund during 1992- 
93, in equal quarterly payments beginning July 1, 1992, $40,000 of interest earned by Main 
Street Financial Incentive Fund. 

Community Development Block Grant Reports. Requires quarterly reports, beginning Oct. 1, 
1992, from DECD to House Appropriations Subcommittee on Environment, Health and Natural 
Resources on specified aspects of the Community Development Block Grant. 
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Economic Development Funds. Requires North Carolina Rural Economic Development 
Center, Inc. to allocate $1,400,000 in 1992-93 to local community development corporations (de- 
fined) to be used for development activities within minority community. Funds to be distributed as 
follows: (1) $1,100,000 to previous grantees to continue programs; (2) $100,000 to new grantees; 
(3) $50,000 to Community Development Housing Counseling Demonstration Project; and (4) 
$150,000 to NC Association of Community Development Corporations. Funds for previous 
grantees not committed by March 31, 1993, to be given to new grantees. Requires Center to 
allocate $100,000 to NC Minority Credit Union Support Center and $650,000 to expand 
Microenterprise Loan program ($400,000 as loan loss reserves and no more than $250,000 for 
operational costs). Center to use $50,000 of its appropriation for administration and to report 
quarterly to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations (JLCGO). 

Allocates funds appropriated to Office of State Budget and Management for 1992-93 as 
follows and requires quarterly reports to JLCGO: (1) $300,000 to Land Loss Prevention project for 
free legal representation for financially distressed farmers; (2) $250,000 to NC Coalition of Farm 
and Rural Families for Small Farm Economic Development project; (3) $200,000 to Institute of 
Minority Economic Development for specified purposes. 

Sets conditions and time tables for distribution of funds by Center and Office of State 
Budget and Management. 

NC Technological Development Authority. Provides that any use of the property to which 
the State has previously consented is not invalidated by grant to NC Technological Development 
Authority. 


DEP’T OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH AND NATURAL RESOURCES 

Demonstration Project for Voluntary Remedial Actions. Permits Sec’y of Dep’t of 
Environment, Health and Natural Resources (DEHNR) during 1992-93 to pay from Inactive 
Hazardous Sites Cleanup Fund up to 10% of cost, not to exceed $50,000 per site, of implement- 
ing voluntary remedial action program at up to three priority sites that substantially endanger 
public health or environment; requires report on program to General Assembly by April 1, 1993. 

Increase Use of Sedimentation Fees. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 226(b) to allow use 
of up to $220,000 (now, $160,000) of revenue from fees in 1992-93 for education, erosion control 
plan approval, and compliance activities in Sedimentation Control Program. 

Clean Air Act Permit Fees. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 228 to appropriate in 1992-93 
$4,692,390 (now, $3,992,390) to dep’t from Title V nonreverting account for development and 
implementation of Title V program. 

Use of Food and Lodging Fees. If revenues exceed amount anticipated, then dep’t may use 
up to $11,600 for 1992-93 for restaurant and lodging fee collection program under GS 130A- 
248(d). 

Authorize Use of Water Quality Fees. Amends Al. 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 158 to appropriate 
from nonreverting account established in GS 143-21 -4A%p to $2.6 million (now, $2,148,017) for 
1992-93 for salaries and necessary support for up to ud (now, 49) positions in water quality 
program. 

Office of Minority Health. Sets oui dues of Office of Minority Health, including deveioping 
public health policies that promote iinprovement in minority health status and minority access to 
public health services and developing monitoring, tracking, and reporting mechanisms for pro- 
grams and services with minority health goa's and objectives. 


Minority Health Advisory Council. Adds new Gs 1°u4-33.43 to create Minority Health 
Advisory Council and specify duties, including making recommendations to the Governor and 
Sec’y of DEHNR to improve health statis of NC minority populations. Adds GS 130A-33.44 to 
specify membership and terms of council, to consist of 15 members, five appointed by the 
Governor, five by the Speaker, and five by the President Pro Tempore.

Non-Medicaid Reimbursement-2. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 91 to (1) provide that 
eligibility level each fiscal year for outpatient services covered by Sickle Cell Program is 100% of 
federal poverty guidelines and (2) to include Women’s Preventive Health in exceptions to maxi- 
mum net family annual income eligibility standards. 

Infant Mortality Program Funds. Of funds appropriated to DEHNR Div’n of Maternal and 
Child Health for 1992-93; requires (1) $25,000 to be used for development costs of parenting 
education protocols; (2) $100,000 to be used for establishing four comprehensive adolescent 
health care demonstration projects; (3) $50,000 to be used to contract with UNC Center on Early 
Adolescence to provide technical assistance and to evaluate four projects; and (4) $900,000 to be 
used to provide required childhood vaccinations to children cared for at community, migrant, and 
rural health centers and to provide required vaccines for medically indigent, non-Medicaid eligible 
children seen in private physicians’ offices. Provides that state funds for Special Supplemental 
Food Program for Women, Infants, and Children may be used to contribute required state match 
if federal funds become available for WIC farmers’ market project. 

Child Fatality Task Force Changes. Amends GS 143-577(b) to require Child Fatality Task 
Force to submit updated reports to 1993 and 1994 sessions and final report to 1995 General 
Assembly (now, 1993 General Assembly). Amends GS 143-573(b) to increase membership of task 
force by four members, two Senators appointed by President Pro Tempore and two House mem- 
bers appointed by Speaker. 

Parks Receipts. Requires dep’t to use overrealized receipts from Div’n of Parks and 
Recreation’s sale of pine straw, timber, or any other forest products to maintain state parks and 
state reservoirs. 

Wildlife Resources Comm’n Long-range Budget Plan. Requires Wildlife Resources Comm’n 
to prepare long-range budget plan for review and consideration by General Assembly including 
analysis of revenues and expenditures from 1986-87 through 1991-92 fiscal years, inventory and 
analysis of all revenue sources, revenue and expenditure projections for 1992-93 through 1996-97 
fiscal years, and long-term options for funding comm’n operations. Comm’n to report to General 
Assembly and Fiscal Research Div’n by Jan. 12, 1993. 


MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 

Committee report. Provides that committee report accompanying budget bill shall be 
construed to be a part of the budget act and may be used to interpret it; that line item detail in 
enacted budget may be derived accordingly; and that budget modifications shall be interpreted in 
accordance with special provisions. 

Effective Date. Except as otherwise noted, effective July 1, 1992

House amendment number 5, adopted 6/11, amends Sec. 28 by deleting provision limiting 
the total of the funds transferred into the New and Expanded Industry Program and of funds 
appropriated in 1992-93 for program to the amount appropriated for this program for 1990-91, 
plus 15%. 

House amendment number 14, adopted 6/12, adds new Sec. 13.19A to implement 2% pay 
raise for Jordan-Adams program employees. 

House amendment number 15, adopted 6/12, makes technical correction to Sec. 77. 


H 1388. WORKPLACE SAFETY COMMITTEES. Intro. 5/27. House committee substitute (1) defines 
employee for purposes of GS 95-206(a), -260(b)(1)b, -264, and -265 as employee who worked 
some part of a day for 20 or more weeks during the current or prior calendar year; (2) deletes 
provisions governing relationship between bargaining representatives and employee representation 
on safety and health committees, and replaces them with provision providing for representation in 
accordance with rules made by Comm’r of Labor; (3) adds provisions allowing employers to 
appeal civil penalties to Safety and Health Review Board and then to courts in accordance with 
GS Ch. 150B; (4) provides civil penalties must be paid into General Fund, and (5) makes clarify- 
ing correction.

Requires Comm’r of Insurance annually to provide Dep’t of Labor with names and ad- ~ 
dresses of employers that self-insure for workers’ compensation.

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H 1561. CAMA CHANGES. Intro. 6/3. House amendments: (1) limit definition of "placement of 
structure” (as contained in definition of "development”) to such activity in estuarine waters and 
public trust areas; and (2) replace requirement of restoration to an undisturbed condition with 
restoration consistent with the requirements of CAMA and Coastal Resources Comm’n rules. 


H 1583. STATE ENV. POLICY ACT RULES. Intro. 6/4. House amendment makes a technical 
correction.

S 145. SOLID WASTE AMENDMENTS. Intro. 2/20/91. House committee substitute completely re- 
writes bill changing title to “AN ACT TO CHANGE THE REQUIREMENT THAT TWENTY-FIVE 
PERCENT OF PLASTIC BAGS BE RECYCLED TO A GOAL, TO EXTEND THE DATE ON WHICH 
TWENTY-FIVE PERCENT OF CERTAIN POLYSTYRENE FOAM PRODUCTS MUST BE RECYCLED, TO 
AUTHORIZE COUNTIES TO BILL AND COLLECT FEES FOR SUBSURFACE DISCHARGE 
WASTEWATER MANAGEMENT SYSTEMS AND SERVICES IN THE SAME MANNER AS PROPERTY 
TAXES, AND TO ALLOW REGIONAL SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT AUTHORITIES TO MANAGE 
NONHAZARDOUS SLUDGES ON THE SAME BASIS AS INDIVIDUAL UNITS OF LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT." Deletes all previous provisions and substitutes the following: (1) Amends GS 
130A-309.10(c), which now provides that after Jan. 1, 1993 no plastic bag may be provided at 
any retail outlet to any retail customer to use for the purpose of carrying items purchased unless 
the Sec’y of the Dep’t of Environment, Health and Natural Resources certifies that not less than 
25% of such bags are being recycled. Under the committee substitute, the bill provides only that 
it is the goal of the state that 25% of such bags be recycled. (2) Amends GS 130A-309.10(d), 
which now provides that after Oct. 1, 1997 no one may sell or distribute any polystyrene foam 
product that is to be used in conjunction with food unless the Sec’y certifies that 25% of such 
products are being recycled. Under the committee substitute, the date would change to Oct. 1, 
1997 and the prohibition would not apply to polystyrene foam products which contain at least 
25% recycled polystyrene. (3) Adds new GS 153A-277.1 providing that a county may adopt an 
ordinance providing that county fees relating to subsurface discharge wastewater management 
systems and services may be billed with property taxes, may be payable in the same manner as 
property taxes, and, in cases of nonpayment, may be collected in any manner by which 
delinquent fees can be collected (in which case the fees are a lien on the real property described 
on the bill that included the fee). (4) Amends GS 153A-421 to expand the authority of regional 
solid waste management authorities to manage sludges, other than a sludge that is a hazardous 
waste, under rules of the Comm’n for Health Services. 


S 556. MUNICIPAL INCORPORATION VOTING. Intro. 4/11/91; comm. sub. adopted 5/9/91. House 
committee substitute deletes from bill all provisions related to filing periods for filing notices of 
candidacy and changes bill’s title accordingly. Also changes effective date to make bill effective 
with respect to elections held on or after Jan. 1, 1993. 


S 740. PATIENT SOLICITATION FORBIDDEN. Intro. 4/22/91. House committee substitute com- 
pletely rewrites original bill, and changes title to "RELATING TO RUNNERS FOR HEALTH CARE 
PROVIDERS." Adds GS Ch. 90, Art. 27 prohibiting health care provider licensed under GS Ch. 90 
from directly contacting person involved in accident or catastrophic event to offer services. Also 
forbids provider to compensate another for recommending him to patient and allows provider li- 
censing boards to enforce article through disciplinary actions. 
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S 971. RAILROAD REGULATION TO DOT. Intro. 5/27. Senate Committee substitute, as of Jan. 1, 
1993, excludes from definition of "public utility” in GS 62-3(23) someone carrying people or prop- 
erty back and forth from Cape Lookout National Seashore under an agreement with the National 

Park Service. Changes effective date of remainder of bill to July 1, 1992, expiring June 30, 1993. 


S 976. GRANDFATHER CERTAIN LICENSE PLATES. Intro. 5/27. Senate committee substitute de- 
letes provision grandfathering permanent distinguishing license plates, provides direction concern- 
ing refunds of fees, and makes technical changes. 


S 1050. CHANGE DAY CARE DEFINITION. Intro. 6/1. Senate amendment makes technical 
changes. 


S 1073. PRISONERS WORK FOR COUNTIES. Intro. 6/2. House committee substitute adds a pro- 
vision that the rules and regulations adopted by the county commissioners are subject to the 
approval of the sheriff. 


S 1082. REST HOME RULE APPLICATION CHANGE. Intro. 6/2. House amendment makes clarify- 
ing changes. 


S 1103. SAVINGS RESERVE ACCOUNT CHANGES. Intro. 6/2. Senate amendment makes a tech- 
nical change. 


S 1114. SHERIFFS’ PENSION FUND CHANGES. Intro. 6/2. Senate amendment deletes require- 
ment that Fund assets described in GS 143-166.83(b) be divided into equal shares. 


S 1121. CABARRUS HIGHWAY CONDEMNATION. Intro. 6/3. Senate amendment eliminates sec- 
tion forbidding interference with Board of Transportation’s rights with respect to projects under its 
control. 


Senate amendment adds July 1, 1995 expira- 
tion date. 


S 1162. ROCKINGHAM RECORDING EXEMPTION. Intro. 6/3. Senate amendment adds July 1, 
1994 expiration date. 


S 1193. JOINT UTILITY AGENCY POWERS. Intro. 6/4. Senate committee substitute makes follow- 
ing changes in original bill: (1) original bill authorized aid in construction, ownership, mainte- 
nance, expansion, and operation of municipal electrical systems; committee substitute authorizes 
aid instead in the development and implementation of integrated resource planning, including 
evaluation of resources, generating facilities, alternative energy resources, conservation and load 
management programs, transmission and distribution facilities, and purchase power options, and 
in the development, construction, and operation of supply-side and demand-side resources; and 
(2) committee substitute adds new GS 159B-18(b) to specify that moneys available to a joint 
agency for investment may be invested as provided in GS 159-30 (which specifies how local 
governments and public authorities may invest idle funds), or in certain types of mortgage-backed 
pass-through securities and other obligations guaranteed by (or collateralized by obligations guar- 
anteed by) the Government National Mortgage Association, the Federal Home Loan Mortgage 
Corporation, and, in certain cases, the Federal National Mortgage Association. 


S 1197. OXYGENATED GASOLINE. Intro. 6/4. Senate committee subsiitute makes stylistic and 
technical changes. 
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S 1206. ENVIRONMENTAL REVISIONS. Intro. 6/4. Senate committee substitute makes additional 
technical changes and creates GS 143B-139.6 providing that privileged patient medical records in 
the possession of the Dep’t of Human Resources shall be confidential. 


S 1218. AIR CARGO AMENDMENTS. Intro. 6/8. Senate committee substitute: (1) modifies mem- 
bership of expanded Air Cargo Airport Authority to delete Sec’y of Agriculture and add President 
of NC System of Community Colleges; (2) allows community college system and UNC Presidents 
to appoint, respectively, a community college president/chancellor or a member of board of 
trustees of a constituent institution to serve in their place and at their pleasure; (3) modifies se- 
lection criteria for Authority to provide that consideration be given to representation from western, 
piedmont and central regions; (4) amends terms of first class of legislative appointments from 
expiration of June 30, 1993 to June 30, 1995; (5) restores Council of State review of acquisition 
of real property by eminent domain.

House committee substitute changes title to "TO CLARIFY THE LAW REGARDING DISABILITY 
RETIREMENT" and the effective date to July 1, 1992. 


H 945. COURT COSTS/FEES CHANGES. Intro. 4/19/91; comm. sub. adopted 6/10/92. Senate 
committee substitute makes numerous changes in House committee substitute. 

Sets the following fees at levels different from House version: criminal case fee for use of 
courtroom in the district court, $6 (House, $6.50) and in the superior court, $24 (House, $24.50); 
criminal case fee for support of the courts in the district court, $41 (House, $40.50) and in the 
superior court, $48 (House, $47.50); civil case fee for use of courtroom in cases before the mag- 
istrate, $6 (House, $6.50) and in the district and superior courts, $10 (House, $10.50); civil case 
fee for support of the courts in the superior court, $55 (House, $54.50), in the district court, $40 
(House, $39.50), and before the magistrate, $28 (House, $27.50); special proceedings fee for use 
of courtroom, $4 (House, $4.50) and for support of the courts, $26 (House, $25.50); courtroom 
fees in administration of estates of decedents, minors, incompetents, missing persons, and of 
trusts under wills and powers of attorney, and in collections of personal property by affidavit, $4 
(House, $4.50) and fees in such cases for support of the courts, $26 (House, $25.50). 
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Deletes from bill provisions relating (1) to fees to be charged by the Dep’t of Human 
Resources, Div’n of Facility Services, for various facilities seeking licensure or certification, (2) to 
fees to be charged by the Dep’t of Correction for drug testing as a condition of probation or 
parole, and (3) to a fee schedule for the standards laboratory, and changes bill title accordingly. 

Sets the percentage rate to be used in calculating the insurance regulatory charge under 
GS 58-6-25 (insurance regulatory charge designed to defray expenses of Dep’t of Insurance in 
regulating insurance companies) at 7.25% (House, 8%). Makes this change effective for taxable 
years beginning on and after Jan. 1, 1992. 

Sets the percentage rate to be used in calculating the public utility regulatory fee under GS 
62—302(b)(2) at 0.085%. 


H 1340. CURRENT OPERATIONS APPROP. 1992. The digest of the Senate committee substitute 
for this bill appears below, immediately before the calendar actions section. 


H 1394. BAN RETALIATORY DISCRIMINATION. Intro. 5/28. House committee substitute adds 
provision to GS 95-240 specifying that it is not a violation of the act to discharge or take other 
action against an employee who engaged in protected activity if the employer proves that it would 
have taken the same action against the employee regardless of the activity. Rewrites complaint 
procedure to provide for investigation by Comm’r of Labor and issuance of right-to-sue letter to 
complainant if no action has been taken after 180 days of filing of complaint. Employee issued 
right-to-sue letter then has 90 days to file civil action in superior court, with right to jury trial. 


H 1404. RETIREMENT FORMULA ADJUSTMENTS. Intro. 5/28. House amendment increases by 
1.6% the retirement allowance for beneficiaries under all state retirement systems whose retire- 
ment commenced on or before July 1, 1991. 


H 1446. PROP. TAXES FOR PUB. TRANSPORT. Intro. 6/1. House amendment makes clear that 
act does not permit counties to provide public roads. 


H 1561. CAMA CHANGES. Intro 6/3; amended 6/18. House amendment adds definitions of 
"boat” and "floating structure” to GS 113A-103. 


H 1566. HENDERSON SUPP. FIREMEN’S FUND. Intro. 6/4. House amendment makes technical 
correction. 


H 1596. ENV. POLICY ACT COVERS PUBLIC LANDS. Intro. 6/4. House committee substitute (1) 
amends definition of use of public land to restrict the meaning of the phrase to uses that result in 
change of the natural cover or topography of the land; (2) adds provision governing the issuance 
of temporary rules to implement act; and (3) makes clarifying changes. 


H 1601. ENVIRONMENTAL REVISIONS. Intro. 6/4. House committee substitute makes additional 
technical changes and creates GS 143B-139.6 to provide that privileged patient medical records 
in the possession of the Dep’t of Human Resources are confidential. 


H 1634. JOINT UTILITY AGENCY POWERS. Intro. 6/8. House committee substitute makes follow- 
ing changes in original bill: (1) original bill authorized aid in construction, ownership, mainte- 
nance, expansion, and operation of municipal electrical systems; committee substitute authorizes 
aid instead in the development and implementation of integrated resource planning, including 
evaluation of resources, generating facilities, alternative energy resources, conservation and load 
management programs, transmission and distribution facilities, and purchase power options, and 
in the development, construction, and operation of supply-side and demand-side resources; and 
(2) committee substitute adds new GS 159B-18(b) to specify that moneys available to a joint 
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agency for investment may be invested as provided in GS 159-30 (which specifies how local 
governments and public authorities may invest idle funds), or in certain types of mortgage-backed 
pass-through securities and other obligations guaranteed by (or collateralized by obligations guar- 
anteed by) the Government National Mortgage Ass’n, the Federal Home Loan Mortgage 
Corporation, and, in certain cases, the Federal National Mortgage Ass'n. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 314. PRISON INDUSTRY FUNDS. Intro. 3/27; amended 6/27. House committee substitute 
amends GS 148-70 to authorize the Sec’y of Correction to lease buildings controlled by the 
department, including buildings on prison grounds, to private corporations for commercial enter- 
prises. The leases may not exceed 20 years and the Sec’y must determine that the enterprise 
provides meaningful jobs and wages for inmates. Requires consultation with Joint Legislative 
Comm’n on Governmental Operations before entering into a lease, and each lease must be ap- 
proved by the Governor and the Council of State. Provides that a lessee must adhere to the 
following provisions: (1) all persons employed in the enterprise must be prison inmates approved 
by Sec’y, except lessee’s supervisory employee and necessary training personnel; (2) enterprise 
must observe specified security requirements; and (3) enterprise is subject to all laws and rules 
governing the operations of similar business enterprises elsewhere, except GS 66-58 (which pro- 
hibits state competition with private business). Except as prohibited by federal statute, provides 
that inmates may be employed in preparing products that will be introduced into interstate com- 
merce as long as they are paid no less than the prevailing minimum wage. Amends GS 148-2(b) 
to exempt revenue from prison enterprises, except lease and rental income, from deposit in 
Prison Enterprise Fund. Amends GS 148-18(a) to exempt wages paid by private prison enterprises 
from limits on compensation for inmates. Amends GS 148-33.1 to make provisions on deductions 
from inmate compensation apply to inmates employed by private prison enterprises. Amends GS 
148-33.1 further to provide that those inmates are not agents of the state and they are not en- 
titled to any employment benefits under GS Ch. 96. Amends GS 148-70 to require state agencies 
to give preference to the Dep’t of Correction in purchasing “products” as well as already man- 
dated preference for "articles and commodities.” Effective date changed to July 2, 1992. 


S 726. WORKERS’ COMP. SECURITY FUND. Intro. 4/22/91; amended 5/9/91. House committee 
substitute completely rewrites bill. Repeals Art. 3 ("Security Funds”) of GS Ch. 97, which now 
governs the operation of funds created for the protection of workers’ compensation claimants 
against insolvent insurers, transfers those funds to the North Carolina Insurance Guaranty Ass’n, 
which performs a similar function with respect to life, accident, health, title, credit and many other 
types of insurance, and: (1) amends GS 58-48-10, -20, and -25 to create the workers’ compensa- 
tion account within the Ass’n; (2) adds new GS 58-48-105 to transfer all assets of the Stock 
Workers’ Compensation Security Fund and the Mutual Workers’ Compensation Security Fund (the 
current funds under Art. 3 of GS. Ch. 97) to the Ass’n and adds new GS 58-48-115, -120, and 
-130 to establish corresponding funds within the Ass’n and to provide for payments of current 
liabilities of the old Art. 3 funds; and (3) amends GS 58-48-35 (which sets limits on payments by 
the Ass’n to persons claiming against insolvent insurers) to provide that the Ass’n is to pay the 
full amount of the claim under workers’ compensation insurance (even in the face of self-insured 
retention) and up to $10,000 per policy for a covered claim for the return of unearned premium. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1993. 


S 1011. FUEL TAX CHANGES. Intro. 5/28. Senate committee substitute changes GS 105- 


130.27(g) and -151.6(g) to make act applicable only to costs incurred during taxable years begin- 
ning prior to Jan. 1, 1996 (was, 1994). 
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S 1016. STOCK BROKER PRIVILEGE LICENSE TAX. Intro. 5/28. Senate committee substitute 
makes stylistic changes and the following substantive changes in persons required to obtain privi- 
lege license: (1) adds opthalmologist and deletes oculist; and (2) deletes requirement that un- 
specified persons who practice a professional art of healing must charge a fee or receive a 
reward before becoming obligated to pay tax. 


S 1026. SCHOOL OF SCIENCE AND MATH TRUSTEES. Intro. 5/28. Senate committee substitute 
changes title to read “AN ACT TO INCREASE THE NUMBER OF MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE SCHOOL OF SCIENCE AND MATH TO CONFORM TO THE NUMBER OF 
CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICTS WHICH RESULTED FROM THE 1990 CENSUS; TO MAKE 
ADMINISTRATIVE CHANGES PERTAINING TO THE NORTH CAROLINA CENTER FOR NURSING; AND 
TO PROVIDE FOR STAGGERING THE TERMS OF MEMBERS OF THE NURSING SCHOLARS 
COMMISSION." |dentical to original bill, but adds amendment to GS 90-171.71 to place NC 
Center for Nursing under UNC administration and makes conforming change to GS 126-5(c1) to 
exclude Center director and associate director from State Personnel Act. Also amends GS 90- 
171.60(d) to provide for staggered terms of Nursing Scholars Comm’n. 


S 1032. NO DISCRIM. FOR OFF DUTY ACTIVITY. Intro. 5/28. Senate committee substitute de- 
fines “employer” to mean the State and all political subdivisions of the State, public and quasi- 
public corporations, boards, bureaus, commissions, councils, and private employers with at least 
three employees. Adds GS 95-28.2(d) to provide that it is not a violation of the act for an em- 
ployer (1) to restrict the lawful use of lawful products by employees during nonworking hours if 
the restriction relates to a bona fide occupational requirement and is reasonably related to the 
employmeni activities, or (2) to discharge, discipline, or take any action against an employee be- 
cause of the employee’s failure to comply with the requirements of the employer’s substance 
abuse prevention program or the recommendations of substance abuse prevention counselors 
employed or retained by the employer. 


S 1048. CHARLOTTE FIREFIGHTER FUNDS. Intro. 6/1. Senate amendment makes technical 
corrections. 


S 1154. UNC CAPITAL PROJECTS. Intro. 6/3. Senate committee substitute adds $994,700 for 
Health Affairs bookstore at UNC-CH to list of authorized self-liquidating projects. 


S 1178. INCREASE RETIREMENT ALLOWANCES. Intro. 6/3. Senate committee substitute re- 
places blank bill with one entitled "TO INCREASE THE RETIREMENT ALLOWANCES IN THE LOCAL 
GOVERNMENTAL RETIREMENT SYSTEM, THE TEACHERS’ AND STATE EMPLOYEES’ RETIREMENT 
SYSTEM, THE CONSOLIDATED JUDICIAL RETIREMENT SYSTEM, AND THE LEGISLATIVE 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM, AND TO ADJUST THE EMPLOYER CONTRIBUTION RATE." Increases retire- 
ment allowance for all state and local retirement systems by 1.6% on and after July 1, 1992, for 
all beneficiaries whose retirement commenced on or before July 1, 1991, with prorated increases 
for beneficiaries who retired between those dates. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 188(c) to 
increase employer contribution rates for University Employees’ Optional Retirement Program from 
8.66% to 8.88%. 


S 1200. NCSU CAPITAL PROJECTS. Intro. 6/4. Senate amendment requires the UNC Board of 
Governors to report annually to the General Assembly beginning July 1, 1993 on all self-liquidated 
projects. Requires the report to include all receipts, expenditures, balances on hand, amounts 
estimated to complete each project, source of all receipts, terms and balances of any loans, and 
each project’s stage of completion. 
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S 1202. UTILITY SYSTEM ORDINANCES. Intro. 6/4. Senate amendment provides that city under 
160A-312 has authority to regulate any public enterprise system belonging to or operated by it 
(underlined words added). 


S 1223. MOTOR VEHICLE AMENDMENTS. Intro. 6/8. Senate committee substitute amends GS 
20-16.1(b)(1) to provide that a limited driving privilege or license granted after a first conviction for 
exceeding the speed limit by more than 15 miles per hour and driving in excess of 55 miles per 
nour is limited to noncommercial motor vehicles. Amends GS 20-16.1(b)(3) to Impose same Iimita- 
tion if the conviction is from another jurisdiction. 


S 1229. HISTORICAL ATTRACTIONS PLATES. Intro. 6/8. Senate committee substitute retains all 
provisions of original bill (with technical correction) and adds new GS 20-81.14 containing sub- 
stantially identical provisions with respect to license plates depicting Old Salem. Changes bill’s 
title accordingly. 


S 1233. UNC-CH CAPITAL PROJECT. Intro. 6/8. Senate amendment raises authorized expendl- 
ture for self-liquidating EPA bullding from $37 to $40 million.

OFFICE OF STATE BUDGET AND MANAGEMENT 


Onslow Museum Funds/New Purpose. No change. 
Reserve for Integrated Tax Accounting System. Provides that funds appropriated to the 


Office of State Budget and Management for the Integrated Tax Accounting System Reserve are 
to be made available beginning Jan. 1, 1993 to the Dep’t of Revenue for expenditures for system 
design, testing, and implementation of the system. The funds are not to be used for purchase of 
computer equipment. 

Savings Reserve Account Technical Change. Amends GS 143-15.2 and -15.3, which now 
provide that the General Assembly is to appropriate up to one-fourth of the anticipated credit 
balance remaining in the General Fund at the end of the fiscal year to the Savings Reserve 
Account. As amended, the sections would direct the State Controller to reserve up to one-fourth 
of the credit balance as determined on a cash basis for the Savings Reserve Account. Also 
amends GS 143-15.2 to specify that the first purpose for which credit balances which are not 
expected to be so reserved may be appropriated is to reduce and eliminate the state’s liability for 
payroll deferrals for state employees and community college employees and for deferral of the 
12th month of teacher payroll. 

Budget Reform Statements. GS 143-15.1 requires that the General Assembly, In adopting 
the Current Operations Appropriations Act, state the amount of the General Fund appropriations 
availability upon which the General Fund is based. This special provision states that the availabil- 
ity Is $161,940,000, which is composed of a beginning revenue availability of $151,500,000 and 
$10,440,000 in additional revenues from fees and transfers. 

Limitation on the Sale or Exchange of Property. Provides that no land titled in the name of 
the state or In any state agency may be exchanged or traded for other land before July 1, 1993.. 
Does not apply to land owned by the Wildlife Resources Comm'n or UNC (or a constituent institu- 
tion) or located in Burke County and under the conirol of the Dep’t of Agriculture. Also does not 
apply to obtaining or granting utility or drainage easements or road right-of-ways and the disposi- 
tion of lands which have previously been approved by the Governor and the Council of State. 
Provides additionally that no real property or interest in property consisting of railroad right-of-way 
or used for railroad purposes in Carteret County may be sold or otherwise disposed of by the 
state or any agency before July 1, 1993. Effective on ratification.

Creates commission as indicated in subhead- 
ing title to be composed of nine persons: three Senators appointed by the President Pro 
Tempore, three Representatives appointed by the Speaker, and three others appointed by the 
Governor, all to serve until termination of the Comm’n. Comm'n is to study all aspects of the 
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present system of transferring, allocating, or disposing of real property by the state or any of its 
agencies. Provides for professional and clerical staff through the Generai Assembly. Calls for final 
written report before the convening of the 1993 General Assembly. Allocates $15,000 from funds 
appropriated to the General Assembly’s Legisiative Services Commission’s studies reserve to the 
Comm'n. 


DEP’T OF REVENUE 

Controlled Substances Tax Proceeds. No substantive change. 

Local Tax Reimbursement Technical ( Change. Adds new GS 105-248.1 providing that If the 
amount appropriated to the Reserve for Reimbursements to Local Governments and Shared Tax 
Revenues for a fiscal year is less than the amount of the distributions required by law to be made 
from that reserve for the fiscal year, the deficlency Is to be credited to the reserve from the 
Generali Fund. If the amount appropriated to the reserve is greater than the amount of the distri- 
butions required, the excess reverts to the General Fund. Effective July 1, 1991. 


DEP’T OF ADMINISTRATION 

Indian Cultural Center. Adds a provision that the Riverside Golf Course may continue in 
operation pending a final disposition by the General Assembly as to the use of lands covered by 
this special provision. Adds a provision directing the Legislative Research Comm'n Study 
Committee on the NC indian Cultural Center, Inc., to study the provisions of the charter of the 
the NC Indian Cultura! Center, Inc. relating to membership on the board of directors and report 
its findings to the 1993 General Assembly. Adds a provision directing the Office of State Auditor 
to conduct a financial audit of the center and report to the 1993 session. Adds a provision direct- 
ing the Dep’t of Administration to complete its previously-required environmental impact 
assessment by Oct. 1, 1992. 

Motor Fleet Management/Return of General Fund Investment. Provides that on April 1, 1993 
the Dep’t of Administration (Dep’t) is to credit to the Office of State Treasurer, Nontax Revenues, 
$1,600,000, representing a partial return to the General Fund of its investment of $5,100,000 for 
the upgrading of the state motor fleet. 

Surplus Property Warehousing Fees/Generai Fund. Amends GS 143-64.05 to provide that 
receipts of the state agency for surplus property from the transfer or sale of surplus, obsolete, or 
unused equipment of state departments and agencies are to be credited to the Office of State 
Treasurer, Nontax Revenues. 

Agency for Public Telecommunications Budget Code. Provides that effective July 1, 1992, 
the program-generated receipts of anc appropriations to the agency are to be accounted for 
within a single General Fund purpose code. 

Naming the New Revenue Building. Provides that the building is to be named the Kenneth 
C. Royall, Junior, Revenue Building and directs that $10,000 be used for signs to this effect. 

Aquarium Society Lease Exemption. Provides that the Dep’t may enter Into leases with the 
NC Aquarium Society, a non-profit corporation, exempt from GS 146-29.1.

Assistant and Deputy Clerks of Court Salary Increase/Repeal Incremental Salary Plan. 
Identical to House version, except repeals GS 7A-102(c), which established an incremental salary.

Retains House version of the salary schedule but sets different 
longevity schedule: 1% of base salary for 10 to 14 years service; 1.5% for 15 to 19 years; 2% for 
20 to 24 years; and 2.5% for 25 years. Specifies that longevity payments are to be made in lump 
sums once a year. 

Preliminary Scholastic Aptitude Test Opportunities. Provides that the State Board of 
Education may allocate up to $250,000 of ald to local school funds to give students the opportu- 
nity to take the PSAT. Expresses the intent of the General Assembly to put funds for this purpose 
in the continuation budget for the coming biennium. 

Public School Tultion/Out-of-State Students. (1) Amends GS 115C-366.1 to add a provision 
that for all persons of school age who are not domiciliaries of NC and who neither reside on a 
military or naval reservation In NC, nor are dependents of military or naval personnel assigned to 
such a reservation, the tuition charge for a student Is not to exceed ithe amount of per pupil state 
and local funding.

Management Flexibility for Local Boards of Education and Individual Schools. (1) Budget 
category consolidation. Consolidates 35 existing funding categories in Public School Fund into 


15 categories, transfers four categories from Public School Fund to Reserves and Transfers, and 
directs Office of State Budget and Manac»iment to reorganize existing and newly consolidated 
categories in more rational and orderly manner. (2) Local school Improvement plans. Amends 
GS 115C-238.3 and -288.8 to change the method by which a local school board adopts a school 
improvement plan for the entire administrative unit: (a) Requires a board that participates in 
Performance-based Accountability Program (commonly known as Senate Bill 2) to submit a unit- 
wide school improvement plan. (b) Requires that the board use an advisory panel to develop 
unit-wide student performance goals for the local school Improvement plan. The panel must in- 
clude parents, at least half of the staff-member contingent on the panel must be teachers, and

and local school cannot agree on bullding-level plan by March 15, board may develop a plan.

Also amends GS 115-238.3 
to require locul board to develop a plan for differentiated pay for all central office personnel 
eligible to receive differentiated pay. Requires same procedures to be followed after pay plan is 
in effect for three years to continue, discontinue, or modify plan. Amends GS 115-238.4 to author- 
ize use of differentiated pay funds for staff development and planning activities and to pay substi- 
tute teachers while teachers participate in these activities. Deletes specific percentage limits on 
funds available for differentiated pay and substitutes limitation based on amount appropriated for 
this purpose. States that General Assembly intends that amount available for differentiated pay 
will never be less than the percentage for filled positions of teacher and administrator salaries 
and employer’s contributions for social security and retirement appropriated by the General 
Assembly for the prior fiscal year, and that it intends to Increase this amount by 7%. Effective 
upon ratification and applies to all local school improvement plans in effect for school years be- 
ginning with 1993-94 school year. 

Schoo! Site-Based Management. Adds new 115C-238.7 to create Task Force on Site-Based 
Management, to consist of 15 members as follows: Superintendent of Public Instruction; one 
member of State Board of Education; four members appointed by General Assembly, two recom- 
mended by President Pro Tem. and two by Speaker; two members of local boards of education;

Piedmont Triad Engineering Research Center. Amends Art. 31 of GS Ch. 116 to eliminate 
the Piedmont Triad Research Institute and Graduate Engineering Program. Requires UNC Board 
of Governors to establish Piedmont Triad Engineering Research Center to further graduate edu- 
cation and research In engineering within the Triad and Its principal municipalities. Creates a 
14-member board of directors composed primarily of specified university administrators and 
faculty members, but also Including three private citizen members. Requires UNC Board of 
Governors to appoint a director on the nomination of the UNC President and after consulting with 
the cenier’s board of directors. The director serves at the pleasure of the board of directors and 
must make an annual report to the Board of Governors. Permits board of directors to employ 
other administrative officers and professional staff members, all of whom are exempt from the 
State Personnel Act and whose employment is governed by policies established by the board. 
Provides thai all other employees are subject to the State Personnel Act. Provides that center 
employees are considered state employees and are covered by provisions of GS Ch. 97 (Work- 
ers’ Compensation Act), GS Ch. 135 (Retirement System), and Art. 31A of GS Ch. 143 (Defense 
of State Employees). Requires comprehensive budget for the center to be based on state appro- 
priations and grants from governmental entities In the Triad, federal agencies, private industries, 
and from any other available receipts.

Chinqua-Penn Plantation. Permits UNC Board of Governors to lease Chinqua-Penn

AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 
HOUSE BILLS 


H 1322. ABC LAW CHANGES. Senate committee substitute amends GS 18B-1104(7) to allow a 
brewery that holds a permit under GS 18B-1001(1) to sell its own mali beverages at the brewery 
if it sells fewer than 310,000 gallons of malt beverages (was, no limit) to consumers at the 
brewery, to wholesalers, and to exporters (was, importers). Amends GS 18B-101(13a) to define 
"special ABC area” as area in city or county (adds city) with fewer than 500 permanent residents 
(was, fewer than 100). Amends GS 18B-603(h) to authorize the ABC Comm'n to issue beverage 
permits to a sports club located in a county adjacent to a county that has approved sale of mixed 
beverages, if the county in which the sports club is located borcers another state and has at 
least one city that has approved the sale of mixed beverages. Amends GS 18B-1006 to authorize 
the Comm’n to issue special private club permits in a county of less than 45,000 with either three 
or four cities that have approved the sale of malt beverages or unfortified wine; specifies other 
requirements for permits. Amends GS 18B-603(f2) to add off-premises unfortified and fortified 
wine permits to the permits that the Comm'n may issue to establishments (now, establishments 
open to public) located in special ABC areas that meet specified conditions. 
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H 1340. CURRENT OPERATIONS APPROP. 1992. Comm. sub. adopted 6/11; amended 6/11, 6/ 
12; comm. sub. adopted 6/19. 

Senate amendments #1 and #3 add $64,700 to the Dep’t of Revenue’s current operations 
appropriation to support three new positions in the Controlled Substance Tax Section and reduce 
the overall appropriation to Dep’t by $643,116. Amendment #1 provides funds remaining in State 
Controlled Substance Tax Fund that are unencumbered and not required to be remitted to law 
enforcement agencies as of July 1, 1992 shall be transferred to the General Fund. Amends GS 
105-113.113 to delete the provision requiring Sec’y of Revenue to draw proportionally from the 
tax proceeds allocated to law enforcement agencies to administer the tax. 

Senate amendment #4 provides that the President Pro Tempore and the Speaker shall 
each appoint one member from the Finance Committee of their respective chambers as addi- 
tional members of the Legislative Research Comm’n’s Committee on the State Government 
Performance Audit. 

Senate amendment #5 provides that the act does not become effective until H 945 (Uni- 
form Jail Fees) has been ratified. Makes clarifying amendment. 

Senate amendment #6 amends GS 143B-426.21 to reconstitute the Information Technology 
Comm'n as the Information Resource Management Comm’n (Comm'n), consisting of four mem- 
bers of Council of State, appointed by Governor; Sec’y of Administration; State Budget Officer; 
two members of Cabinet, appointed by Governor; two citizens with background in information 
systems or telecommunications, appointed by General Assembly, one upon recommendation of 
President Pro Tempore and one upon recommendation of the Speaker; chair of Governor’s 
Committee on Data Processing and Information Systems; and chair of State Information 
Processing Services Advisory Board. Requires Comm’n to develop statewide information tech- 
nology strategy, to be updated annually and submitted to General Assembly; to develop and 
sponsor statewide technology initiatives; to review information technology plans of executive 
agencies and recommend priorities; to establish quality assurance policy for agency information 
systems; to review expenditures from appropriations made to Office of State Budget and 
Management for purpose of creating Computer Reserve Fund; to promote policies for fair and 
competitive procurement of information technology. 

Appropriates $2.2 million from General Fund to Office of State Controller for 1992-93 to 
continue development of new state accounting system. Prohibits expenditure of these funds until 
Comm'n has reviewed and approved state accounting system plans. Requires Comm’n to report 
on the review to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations (JLCGO), Fiscal Research 
Div’n (Fiscal), and State Gov’t Performance Audit Committee (SGPAC). 

Allocates $2,944,922 of 1992-93 appropriation from the Highway Fund to the Dep’t of 
Transportation (DOT) for completion of its financial accounting and reporting system. Prohibits 
expenditure of these funds until Comm’n has reviewed and approved system plan. Requires 
Comm'n to report on the review to JLCGO, Fiscal, and SGPAC. 

Requires contracts related to the DOT accounting systems to place specific performance, 
testing, and acceptance criteria on vendors and to set a deadline by which those criteria must be 
met. Requires vendors to accept liability for consequential and other damages resulting from a 
failure to meet the criteria or the deadlines, and to post a performance bond. 

Allocates $2,948,600 of 1992-93 appropriation from the Highway Fund to the DOT to be 
used for the drivers’ license computer system. Prohibits expenditure of these funds until Comm’n 
has reviewed and approved system plan. Requires Comm'n to report on the review to JLCGO, 
Fiscal, and SGPAC. 

Allocates $1,400,000 of 1992-93 appropriation from the General Fund to the Reserve for 
Integrated Tax Administration System to be used for that system. Prohibits expenditure of these 
funds until Comm’n has reviewed and approved system plan. Requires Comm’n to report on its 
review to JLCGO, Fiscal. and SGPAC. 


20 June 1992 
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Sections creating Comm'n effective Sept. 1, 1992, except General Assembly appointments 
may be made any time after ratification. Appropriations effective July 1, 1992. 

Senate amendment #8 amends GS 147-11(a) and sets Governor’s salary at $123,822 per 
year, but, effective Jan. 1, 1993, reduces it to $91,938 per year. 

Senate amendment #9 deletes provision dealing with funds for integrated tax accounting 
system, which is now governed by amendment #6, digested above. 

Senate amendment #11 amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 188(c) to increase the state’s 
contribution to the University Employee’s Optional Retirement Program from 8.66% to 8.88%. 
Amendment also increases by 1.6% the retirement allowance to or on account of all beneficiaries 
under the various state retirement systems who retired on or before July 1, 1991. 

Senate amendment #14 appropriates $250,000 for 1992-93 to NCSU from its overhead 
receipts to provide state matching funds for the Nonwovens Cooperative Research Center.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 163. STATE PORTS TAX CREDIT. Intro. 2/25/91; amended 5/21/91; comm. sub. adopted 6/24. 
House amendments make act effective for taxable years beginning on or after July 1, 1992 and 
ending on or before Feb. 28, 1996 (originally, Jan. 1, 1992 to Dec. 31, 1995). 


H 192. PARENTAL RIGHTS TERMINATION. Intro. 2/28/92, amended 6/2/92. Senate amendment 
requires court to find before it orders termination of parental rights for leaving child in foster care 
for 12 months that (1) no progress has been made within 12 months towards correcting condi- 
tions that lead to the removal of the child; (2) the parent has shown no serious interest in correct- 
ing the conditions; and (3) the parent does not suffer from a temporary physical or mental 
disability that prevents the parent from correcting the conditions. Amendment changes title ac- 
cordingly. Amendment also prohibits termination of parental rights if the parent’s imprisonment is 
the sole reason for termination. } 


H 916. RESTORE LOCAL GOV’T EARMARKING. Intro. 4/18. House committee substitute deletes 
portions of original bill concerning distribution of portion of proceeds of beer and wine tax and 
utility franchise tax.

Senate committee substitute adds requirement 
that county must publish one-half page newspaper notice of proposed zoning classification action 
once a week for four weeks in lieu of individual mail notice. Provides that published notice is only 
effective for those land owners residing within area of newspaper circulation, with those outside 
get individual mailed notice. 


H 1481. IMPROVE UNC GOVERNANCE. Intro. 6/2. House committee substitute completely re- 
writes bill and changes its title to read, "AN ACT TO CREATE THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH 
CAROLINA GOVERNANCE STUDY COMMISSION." Creates study commission to recommend im- 
provements in the functioning and effectiveness of the UNC Board of Governors (Board) and the 
boards of trustees of the UNC constituent institutions.

House amendment de- 
letes proposed new GS 153A-277.1 (Collection of fees for subsurface discharge wastewater 
management systems and services), replacing it with amendment to GS 153A-277(a) that provides 
that a county may include a fee for subsurface wastewater management systems and services on 
the property tax bill of the property on which the system is located. 


S 597. STATUTORY LIEN ACTIONS/STUDY. Intro. 4/15/91; comm. subs. 4/30/91, 7/4/91. House 
committee substitute rewrites the bill and changes title to read, "AN ACT TO CLARIFY 
SUBCONTRACTORS’ LIENS AND DIRECT THE GENERAL STATUTES COMMISSION TO CONDUCT A 
STUDY OF STATUTORY LIENS OF MECHANICS, LABORERS AND MATERIALMEN AND MODEL 
PAYMENT AND PERFORMANCE BONDS AS SET FORTH IN ARTICLES 2 AND 3 OF CHAPTER 44A 
OF THE GENERAL STATUTES." Amends GS 44A-23 to specify the notice and filing requirements 
necessary for a second or third tier subcontractor to perfect a lien. Deletes provision allowing an 
award of attorneys’ fees in lien actions under GS Ch. 44A, Art. 2 or Art. 3. Adds direction to 
General Statutes Comm'n to conduct study of statutory lien rights of contractors and subcontrac- 
_tors with report to 1993 General Assembly. Effective on ratification and applicable to actions filed 
on or after date of ratification. 


S 719. IMPROVE CONTRACTORS REGULATION. Intro. 4/22/91, comm. sub. 5/13/91. House com- 
mittee substitute deletes amendment to GS 87-14 that would require contractors with more than 
three employees to carry general liability insurance. 


S 732. PROJECT GENESIS ESTABLISHED. Intro. 4/22/91; comm. sub. adopted 5/1/91; amended 
6/27/91. Changes proposed GS 115C-238.22 to delete Cumberland and Wake school systems 
from coverage, eliminate reference to magnet schools, and reduce from four to two years the 
time for the school system to determine the feasibility and funding of the continuation of the 
project. Changes proposed GS 115C-238.23 to (1) require that at least 25% of the leadership 
team be certified in accordance with regulations of the State Board of Education or pursuant to 
GS 115C-238.6, (2) provide that students be assigned on a geographical basis, (3) provide that 
the mission of the school shall not establish religion nor prohibit the free exercise thereof, (4) 
provide that contract negotiations and bid award be made in open session, (5) provide that the 
term of the contract shall be for not more than four years, (6) specify the condition and timing of 
contract termination, (7) specify that all teachers hold or be qualified to hold certification (noncer- 
tified persons may be hired on a temporary basis or for special projects), and (8) specify stan- 
dards for selection of a second school. Changes proposed GS 115C-238.24 to provide that GS 
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Ch. 150B, Art. 2A (adoption of administrative rules) does not apply to grants of management 
flexibility under this subsection. Changes proposed GS 115C-238.25 to add requirement that 
State Board of Education conduct an independent evaluation of each Genesis school and the 
overall project with a report to the General Assembly and the Joint Legislative Oversight 
Committee no later than Jan. 15, 1998. 


S 997. SAVINGS INSTITUTIONS AMENDMENTS. Intro. 5/27; amended 6/4. House amendment 
makes the following changes: (1) requires notice to depositors before closing a branch office of a 
savings and joan association or a savings bank; and (2) amends GS 54C-63 to require deposit in 
General Fund of all civil penalties, plus interest and costs, collected from directors, officers, and 
employees of savings banks. 


S 1010. ELECTRONIC FUNDS TRANSFER. Intro. 5/28. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes: (1) amends GS 105-241 to provide that Sec’y of Revenue may not require 
electronic transfer of funds to pay tax unless the taxpayer paid $20,000 (originally, $10,000) or 
more of the tax in question in the previous year; (2) deletes appropriation to Dep’t of Revenue to 
provide for collection of taxes by electronic funds transfer; and (3) prohibits Sec’y from. requiring 
payment by electronic funds transfer of motor fuels taxes and gasoline and oil inspection fees 
until July 1, 1994. 


S 1093. CAPITAL APPROPRIATIONS. Senate committee substitute replaces blank bill with "AN 
ACT T® MODIFY THE CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS APPROPRIATIONS FOR NORTH CAROLINA FOR 
THE 1992-93 FISCAL YEAR, TO MAKE OTHER CHANGES IN THE BUDGET OPERATION OF THE

Directs transfer of $4.4 million to Clean Water Revolving Loan and 
Grant Fund for 1992-93 from amounts that would otherwise have been distributed to counties and 
cities from franchise and beer/wine tax proceeds; $3.3 million to come from franchise tax distribu- 
tion, $1.1 million from beer/wine tax. 

Repairs & renovations, old education and revenue buildings. Directs Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations to study and make recommendations to Office of State Budget and 
Management (OSBM) and Office of State Construction with respect to timing and amount to be 
spent on repair and renovation of old education and revenue buildings to expedite relocation of 
agencies currently occupying leased space.

Assembly is in regular or special session or on any other day when one or more standing com- 
mittees of either house are meeting (now, only when in regular or special session). 

Railroad Advisory Comm’n membership. Reduces membership of Railroad Advisory Comm'n 
to 10 by deleting two members now appointed by Board of Directors of NC Railroad Company. 

North Carolina Aquariums Commission. Creates NC Aquarium Comm’n consisting of 12 
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members, three appointed by governor, three appointed by General Assembly on recommendation 
of Speaker, three appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of President Pro Tempore, 
and three appointed by NC Aquarium Soc’y, Inc. Directs Comm’n to establish uniform schedule 
of entrance fees for state aquariums and to recommend expenditures from Special Aquariums 
Fund. Establishes such a fund to hold unbudgeted entrance fee receipts to be used for repair, 
maintenance, and educational exhibit construction at state aquariums.

Modifies 1992-93 appropriations from 
Highway Fund for capital projects as follows: (1) eliminates $311,000 in 1992-93 for gas pump 
canopies; (2) eliminates $54,000 in 1991-92 for land acquisition in Siler City; (3) eliminates offset- 
ting receipts for Greensboro office addition and Asheville warehouse and truck shed; (4) elimi- 
nates $67,00° in 1992-93 for salt storage buildings; (4) increases 1992-93 funding for Albemarle 
district office building to $333,000; (5) eliminates $725,000 in 1992-93 for sign shop in Town of 
Union; (6) eliminates $81,000 in 1992-93 for bridge maintenance building in Town of Union; and 
(7) increases or adds the following projects for 1992-93:

Dep't of Transportation reversions. Reverts to Highway Fund the following capital project 
appropriations made in prior years: (1) $54,000 in 1991-92 for land acquisition in Siler City; (2) 
balance of $119,900 in 1989-90 for landscaping in Graham; (3) balance of $53,566 in 1985-86 for 
maintenance complex in Craggy (Buncombe County). 

Roadway improvements for Centennial Center. Directs Dep’t of Transportation (DOT) to use 
$3.3 million of 1992-93 appropriation for roadway improvements for NCSU Centennial Center. 

Mobile crane study. Directs DOT to study requests of mobile crane industry as compared to 
current rules, regulations and policies regarding permitted movement of self-propelled truck 
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cranes and to report results to Joint Legislative Highway Oversight Committee before 1993 
session convenes. 

Traffic control funds. Amends GS 20-79.7 to delete provision that DOT’s cost of traffic con- 
trol at major events shall be paid from special registration plate fund, and amends GS 136-44.2 
to provide that this cost shall be covered from regular appropriations for maintenance of primary, 
secondary and urban road systems. 

Prison bond reallocation. Revises 1991 appropriations from prison bond proceeds as fol- 
lows: (1) changes custodial level at Nash, Marion, and Pasquotank facilities from medium to 
close; (2) reduces number of beds in Marion facility and increases them at Pasquotank; (3) elimi- 
nates close facility at Central Prison, medium facility at Hyde, and Columbus sewing facility; (4) 
adds provision of dayrooms at 49 units to comply with Small v. Martin lawsuit. Reduces contin- 
gency appropriation to $2 million. Total appropriation unchanged. 

Directs OSBM to involve Office of State Construction and Dep’t of Correction in prison 
project construction. Requires that any unresolved concerns of Office of State Construction, Dep’t 
of Insurance, and Dep’t of Correction shall be reported to Comm’n on Governmental Operations. 

Vocational rehabilitation motor pool exemption. Authorizes Div’n of Vocational Rehabilitation 
Services to use, without regard to GS 143-341(8)i.3, motor vehicles under its control and used 
primarily to transport clients served under federal Rehabilitation Act of 1973. 

Eastern regional vocational rehabilitation facility funds. Allocates $300,000 for 1992-93 from 
reserve for repairs & renovations to Div’n of Vocational Rehabilitation for improvements at Eastern 
Regional Vocational Rehabilitation Facility. 

Dobbs School relocation funds. Directs that funds allocated to Dep’t of Human Resources 
from prison bond funds for renovations to Dobbs School be used to begin process of constructing 
facilities for relocation of School to land currently allocated to Dep’t adjacent to Caswell Center. 

Water resources development funds. Directs that $2 million of funds appropriated to Dep't 
of Environment, Health & Natural Resources for 1992-93 shall be used for following water re- 
sources development projects: 


Wilmington Harbor deepening study 750,000 
Aquatic plant control 35,000 
Jordan Lake water supply repayment & operation 110,000 
Lower Creek flood control, Lenoir 161,000 
Morehead City harbor deepening 165,000 
Beaufort harbor 80,000 
Wilmington harbor navigation 449,000 
Cape Fear River above Wilmington navigation 100,000 
State-local water resources development projects 150,000 


Farmers market study. Authorizes Comm’n on Governmental Operations to study current 
farmers markets and feasibility of funding additional ones. Authorizes report to 1993 session. 

Reserve for advance planning. Directs OSBM to report to Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations and Fiscal Research Div’n on how it intends to spend funds from reserve for advance 
planning at least 45 days before spending the funds. 


TITLE Il. STATE LOTTERY. 

Subject to a statewide referendum at the 1992 general election, adds new GS Ch. 143C 
providing for a state lottery. Effective Jan. 1, 1993, creates five-member State Lottery Comm'n to 
oversee lottery; comm’rs to be appointed by governor for staggered five-year terms. Governor is 
to appoint director to manage lottery operations. Comm'n is to promulgate rules specifying types 
of games to be played (subject to certain restrictions), number and value of prizes, method of 
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determining winners, sale price of tickets, validation procedures for winners, procedures for dis- 
tributing tickets directly to purchasers or through retailers. Requires advertising material promot- 
ing a particular game to state odds of winning. imposes certain restrictions on who may be 
chosen as retailer; Comm’n to determine compensation to be paid to retailers. Makes sale of 
ticket to person under 18 a misdemeanor. Creates State Lottery Fund within State Treasury. At 
least 50% of lottery revenue must be allocated for prizes; no more than 16% may be used for 
expenses. Specifies disposition of net revenues after prizes and expenses: each month, 50% of 
net proceeds must be transferred to Savings Reserve Account; at end of fiscal year, State 
Treasurer to transfer to General Fund amount by which balance in Savings Reserve Account ex- 
ceeds 8% of General Fund operating budget for that year; remaining 50% of net proceeds to be 
transferred monthly to Capital Maintenance Account. Earmarks 80% of Capital Maintenance 
Account for capital improvements and general obligation bond debt service, remaining 20% ear- 
marked for maintaining capital improvements. Start-up funds for lottery to be provided by internal 
borrowing from other available state funds. 


TITLE It. JUDICIAL SELECTION. 

Constitutional amendment. Subject to voter approval at 1992 general election, amends Art. 
IV of NC Constitution to provide for the appointment of appellate judges by the governor, with the 
advice and consent of the General Assembly, and to authorize the General Assembly to provide a 
procedure to determine if judges so appointed should be retained in office. Courts affected by 
amendments are Supreme Court and Court of Appeals (now, both courts filled by statewide elec- 
tion for eight year terms.) Requires confirmation of gubernatorial appointee by majority of those 
present and voting in both House and Senate. Authorizes General Assembly to prescribe by law 
procedures for governor to following in making nominations. Prescribes initial term for persons 
appointed oi four years, followed by subsequent terms of eight years. Allows General Assembly to 
allow service by nominee pending confirmation. Allows General Assembly to extend terms of sit- 
ting appellate judges if necessary for transition to appointment system. If approved, effective Jan. 
15, 1993. 

Implementing legislation. Adds new GS Ch. 7A, Art. 1A, subject to passage of constitutional 
amendment digested above, dealing with appointment, confirmation, and reconfirmation of 
Supreme Court and Court of Appeals judges. In general, replaces current system of election of 
appellate judges in statewide, partisan elections with system in which those judges are appointed 
by Governor, subject to confirmation by General Assembly and reconfirmation upon recommenda- 
tion of Judicial Selection and Retention Commission (Comm’n) and approval by General 
Assembly. 

Appointment and confirmation. Adds new GS 7A-4.1 giving Governor power to appoint ap- 
pellate judges (Supreme Court Chief Justice is separate office for this purpose). Adds 7A-4.2 to 
require Governor to make nominations from current and former state court judges and nominees 
of district bar organizations. Adds GS 7A-4.3 to require Governor to submit to Comm'n three to 
five names he is considering for nomination; Comm'n, within 30 days, is to provide Governor with 
its determination that potential nominee is "Well Qualified”, “Qualified,” or "Not Qualified.” 
Comm'n proceedings not open to public, and its determinations are confidential, except for that 
of person whose name is submitted to General Assembly. 

GS 7A-4.4 provides that nomination subject to confirmation by General Assembly, normally 
in first regular session in which nomination could be considered. Allows consideration in special 
or extra session. Requires majority vote of both House and Senate to be confirmed. If confirmed, 
allows nominee to begin service immediately, but term of office begins on first Sept. 1 occurring 
in an odd-number year and after the confirmation. Initial term is four years. 

Reconfirmation. Adds GS 7A-4.4 dealing with reconfirmations. Requires sitting appellate

judge to notify Governor and Comm’n of, desire to continue to serve. Requires Comm'n to con- 
duct public hearing on issue of judge’s fitness to continue service. Comm'n to make recommen- 
dation to General Assembly on whether judge should continue in office. Requires 60% majority in 
both Senate and House to reverse Comm’n recommendation. Term of office for reconfirmed 
judge is eight years. 

Judicial Selection and Retention Commission. Adds GS 7A-4.5 creating Comm’n composed 
of 19 members. Four each are appointed by Governor and State Bar President, with one from 
each judicial division. Bar appointees must be lawyers, Governor’s cannot be. Provides for two 
appointees from Senate and and two from House,and one appointee each by NC Bar Ass'n, 
Ass'n of Women Att’ys, Academy of Trial Lawyers, Ass’n of Black Lawyers, Ass’n of Defense 
Att’ys, District Atty’s Ass’n, and Public Defenders Ass’n. Requires Comm'n to consider bar mem- 
bership, reputation for integrity, health, legal ability, and probable judicial temperament in evaluat- 
ing candidates. Requires governor and State Bar president to consider racial and gender 
composition of state in making appointments to Comm’n. Disqualifies active judges and justices 
from service on Comm'n. 

Transitional provisions. Adds GS 7A-4.7 to provide that judges in office on effective date are 
subject to reconfirmation provisions, but not to original confirmation proceedings. If judge has 
been in office four or more years, provides for reconfirmation in regular session convening in year 
immediately after expiration of term, and extends term until Aug. 31 of that year following term. If 
term expires before judge has four years in office, reconfirmation to be in regular session conven- 
ing after judge has four years in office and extends term to Aug. 31 of that year. 

Effective date. If constitutional amendment approved, effective Jan. 15, 1993. 


TITLE IV. EDUCATION GOVERNANCE. ; 

Subject to voter approval at the 1992 general election, amends NC Constitution, Art. 1X, 
Sec. 4, subject to voter approval at 1992 general election, to remove Lt. Governor and Treasurer 
from State Board of Education and provides Board to consist of six members appointed by 
Governor, six elected by Senate, six by House. (Provision made for filling vacancies in each 
group.) Each elected member chosen from an educational district (same as congressional dis- 
trict). Four-year terms, except three from each group initially chosen for 2-year terms. Sup’t of 
Public Instruction to be appointed by and serve at pleasure of Board. Applies limitations on Board 
service to elected as well as appointed members. No member of General Assembly eligible for 
Board for two years after term. 

Makes constitutional amendments effective upon certification of favorable election results. 
Implementing statutory changes effective March 31, 1993 if amendments are approved. Provides 
that Sup’t of Public Instruction elected in 1992 will serve only until March 31, 1993, or until State 
Board of Education chooses a superintendent, whichever occurs later. 


S 1113. NCSU CENTENNIAL CENTER BONDS. Senate committee substitute replaces original bill 
with "AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE CONSTRUCTION AND FINANCING OF A CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENTS PROJECT AT NORTH CAROLINA STATE UNIVERSITY IN RALEIGH." Authorizes . 
construction of the Centennial Center at NCSU at total cost of $66 million, to be financed as a 
self-liquidating project with proceeds of revenue bonds issued under GS Ch. 116, Art. 21, gifts, 
grants, or any other available funds. If revenue bonds are issued, authorizes UNC Board of 
Governors to pledge, in addition to revenues of Centennial Center, any other lawfully available 
revenues including appropriated funds and the revenues of any other self-liquidating projects. For 
financing purposes, authorizes UNC Board of Governors to combine the Centennial Center pro- 
ject with any other project that may be financed under the University Revenue Bond Act and to 
pledge the combined revenues of such projects. 
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S 1147. MODIFY DARE TAX PENALTIES. Senate committee substitute replaces blank bill with 

"AN ACT TO PROVIDE A MAXIMUM PENALTY FOR THE DARE ROOM TAX AND MEALS TAX AND 
TO MAKE CLARIFYING CHANGES TO THE PENALTIES." Places cap on civil penalty for failure or 
refusal to file Dare County room and meals tax return of $100 per month or fraction thereof. 


S 1182. LAKE ROXBORO PROPERTY DISPOSITION. Intro. 6/3. Senate amendment completely 
rewrites original bill and changes title to read, "AN ACT RELATING TO DISPOSITION OF 
PROPERTY BY THE CITY OF ROXBORO AT THE LAKE ROXBORO PROJECT IN CASWELL COUNTY." 
Amends SL 1989, Ch. 515, Sec. 5 to authorize conveyance of excess property to original owners 
and remove July 1, 1992 deadline for those owners to present notice of intent to purchase. 
Amends SL 1989, Ch. 515, Sec. 7 to remove time limit for conveyance and add authority to grant 
utility easements across this property. 


S 1229. HISTORICAL ATTRACTIONS PLATES. Intro. 6/8; comm. sub. 6/19. Senate committee 
substitute revises the bill, integrating its provisions into existing GS 20-79.4 and 20-79.7 on motor 
vehicle registration plates. Provides that 300 or more applications must be made before historic 
attractions plate may be issued. Adds Spencer Shops to potential historic plates. Removes 
requirement that college or university be within NC to be eligible for collegiate plate. Provision 
allowing fund raising for low number Cape Hatteras and Old Salem plates effective on ratification, 
remainder of bill effective Jan. 1, 1994.

House committee substitute 
makes the following changes: (1) deletes authorization for county to collect delinquent fire protec- 
tion district fees in the same manner as delinquent real property taxes; (2) clarifies that county 
may include such a fee on the property tax bill for the real property on which the fee is imposed, 
without a resolution (originally, required a resolution); and (3) makes technical change. 


S 1159. LOCAL GOV’T SOLID WASTE CONTRACTS. Intro. 6/3; comm. sub. 6/15. Senate com- 
mittee substitute repeals GS Ch. 153A, Art. 15, Part 4 (which allows certain cities and counties to 
enter into long term contracts for disposal of solid waste) and amends GS 160A-319 to allow all 
cities to grant franchise for solid waste collection for no longer than 30 years; makes conforming 
change in title; and specifies that act does not invalidate existing franchise for longer period of 
time. Amends GS 153A-136 and adds GS 160A-325 to require that solid waste contracts be con- 
sistent with GS Chap. 130A (original bill made same change to GS 153A-299.3). 


S 1169. UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANK AMENDS. Intro. 6/3; comm. sub. 6/11. House amend- 
ment clarifies citations and requires current landowner who seeks reimbursement from 
Commercial Fund for cleanup to submit documentation of expenditures. 


S 1216. CHARLOTTE-MECK. TEACHER ASST’S. Senate committee substitute rewrites bill as "A 
BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT TO ALLOW THE STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION TO USE FUNDS 
APPROPRIATED FOR TEACHER ASSISTANTS FOR TEACHERS UNDER CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES.” 
Allows State Board of Education to authorize two-year pilot project in Mecklenburg County school 
unit to reduce class size in grades K through 3 by using state funds appropriated for teacher 
assistants for certified teachers. Allows school to implement pilot project only if parents and certi- 
fied teachers, by secret ballot, approve plan. Limits project to 18 schools; prohibits teacher 
assistant position filled on June 1, 1992 from being abolished and limits number of positions that 
may be abolished to 75. Requires State Board to report on impact of project to Joint Legislative 
Education Oversight Committee by Jan. 1, 1995. Effective July 1, 1992 and expires July 1, 1994.

H 47. SCHOOL DISCIPLINE BY PARENT. Intro. 2/11/91; comm. sub. 5/14/91. Senate committee 
substitute rewrites bill, giving it new title, "TO CREATE SAFER SCHOOLS BY SUPPORTING THE 
EFFORTS OF TEACHERS TO CONTROL THEIR CLASSES AND REQUIRING PARENTS TO ASSIST IN 
DISCIPLINING THEIR CHILDREN AT SCHOOL; AND BY MAKING IT UNLAWFUL FOR A PARENT TO 
ALLOW A MINOR CHILD TO POSSESS A FIREARM ON SCHOOL PROPERTY, FOR A PERSON TO 
KEEP A FIREARM WHERE A MINOR MAY OBTAIN IT AND CARRY IT ON SCHOOL PROPERTY, AND 
FOR A PERSON TO DISPOSE OF A FIREARM TO A MINOR." Contains all provisions in House 
committee substitute and clarifies in GS 115C-391(b) that principal may suspend student for up to 
10 school days. Adds new GS 14-316.2 making it a misdemeanor for a parent, legal guardian, or 
person standing in loco parentis knowingly to allow a minor child to possess or carry a firearm on 
school property in violation of GS 14-269.2. Makes first conviction punishable by fine or up to 
$250, imprisonment of up to 30 days, or both. Makes second or subsequent conviction punish- 
able by a fine of up to $500, imprisonment of up to 60 days, or both. Requires that a term of 
imprisonment be suspended on condition that defendant perform community service for at least 
24 hours for first conviction and at least 48 hours for second or subsequent conviction. Adds new 
GS 14-316.3, with same punishment provisions as those described above, making it unlawful for a 
person to keep a firearm on premises under that person’s custody or control in a manner that 
allows a minor to gaiii access to the firearm and to carry, or allow another minor to carry, the 
firearm on school property; specifies the following affirmative defenses: (1) The minor obtains the 
firearm as a result of his or another person’s illegal act; (2) The firearm is kept in a locked 
container or a location that a reasonable person would believe to be secure; (3) The person is a 
law enforcement officer and the minor obtains the firearm while it is carried on the officer or in 
such close proximity to the officer that the officer can readily retrieve and use it as if carried on 
the officer. Adds “firearm” to weapons covered by the offense defined in GS 14-315 ("Selling or 
giving weapons to minors.”). Makes criminal provisions effective August 15, 1992, and applicable 
to offenses occurring on or after that date. Other provisions effective upon ratification and apply 
to all school years beginning with the 1992-93 school year.

House amend- 
ment alters proposed new GS 40A-70, regarding return of condemned property, making it applica- 
ble to public condemnor regardiess of whether condemnor has inade improvemenis to the 
property. When selling unneeded property back to original owner, public condemnor must charge 
cost of any improvements made as well as original price paid plus interest.

N.C. STATE LIBRARY 
H 1676. FAYETTEVILLE PARKING REGULATIONS. "TO PROVIDE FOR ENFORCEMENT FOR 
PARKING VIOLATIONS ON PUBLICLY OWNED PARKING LOTS IN FAYETTEVILLE.” Amends GS 
160A-301(d) as it applies to Fayetteville only, to provide that the city may, by ordinance, regulate 
stopping, standing, and parking in any parking area or driveway of a government office complex 

or public-owned vehicular area. 

Introduced by Hurley. Referred to Local Government II. 


H 1677. NC SERVICES MEDAL. "TO PROVIDE THAT THE VETERANS’ AFFAIRS COMMISSION 
SHALL ISSUE RULES FOR THE AWARDING OF THE NORTH CAROLINA SERVICES MEDAL TO 
VETERANS WHO HAVE SERVED IN ANY WAR.” Amends GS 143B-399 to direct the Veterans’ 
Affairs Comm'n to promulgate rules as title indicates. Directs that the award is to be paid for by 
those wishing to be awarded the medal. 

Introduced by Morgan. Referred to Finance. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 1265. AMEND DAY CARE DEFINITION. "7O CLARIFY THE EXCLUSION OF NONPUBLIC 
SCHOOLS FROM THE DAY CARE LAW." Amends GS 110-86(3) to exclude from the definition of 
"child day care facility” nonpublic schools offering grade school instruction unless they also offer 
child care arrangements or operate child day care facilities or homes (now, excludes nonpublic 
schools which "regularly and exclusively” provide grade school instruction to children of public 
school age). 

Introduced by Daniel. Referred to Education. 


S 1266. IMPAIRED DENTIST PEER REVIEW. "TO AUTHORIZE THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
BOARD OF DENTAL EXAMINERS TO COLLECT A SPECIAL FEE FROM NORTH CAROLINA 
LICENSED DENTISTS, WITH THE RESULTING FUNDS TO BE USED TO PAY EXPENSES OF NEWLY 
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AUTHORIZED STATE-SANCTIONED PEER REVIEW ORGANIZATIONS TO OPERATE PROGRAMS FOR 
iVIPAIRED DENTISTS." Adds GS 90-48.2 to authorize State Board of Dental Examiners to enter 
into agreements with special impaired dentist peer review organizations formed by NC Dental 
Soc’y; such organizations io provide program for impaired dentists in order to identify, review, 
and evaluate their ability io function as dentists and to provide programs for treatment and reha- 
bi! ation. Provides that impaired dentist peer review organization shall report to State Board de- 
tailed information abcut a dentist under investigation or upon receipt of a complaint if (1) the 
dentist constitutes imminent danger to public or himself, (2) dentist refuses to cooperate with 
program, refuses treatment, or is still impaired after treatment and exhibits professional incompe- 
tence, or (3) there appear to be other grounds for disciplinary action. Makes confidential informa- 
tion obtained by peer review organization about patients and dentists under review, and grants 
immunity from civil actions and antitrust laws for activities conducted in good faith. Amends GS 
90-39 to add $50 license renewal fee to fund activities of such peer review organizations. 
Introduced by Johnson. Referred to Finance. 


AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 
HOUSE BILLS 


H 725. VOLUNTEER RESCUE/EMS GRANTS. Intro. 4/11/91. House committee substitute changes 
title: "TO CHANGE THE ELIGIBILITY REQUIREMENTS FOR GRANTS UNDER THE VOLUNTEER 
RESCUE/EMS FUND, TO MAKE ONE-TIME GRANTS FROM THIS FUND TO ALL VOLUNTEER 
RESCUE/EMS UNITS, TO ADJUST THE AMOUNT OF REVENUE IN THIS FUND AND IN THE RESCUE 
SQUAD WORKERS’ RELIEF FUND, AND TO INCREASE THE PERCENTAGE OF THE RELIEF FUND 
THAT CAN BE USED FOR ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES." Amends GS 20-183.7(c) (allocation of 
fees collected for vehicle inspection) to reduce allocation to Volunteer Rescue/EMS Fund by $.03 
and increase allocation to Rescue Squad Workers’ Relief Fund by $.03. Removes amendment to 
eligibility of rescue/EMS unit for grant under GS 58-87-5(a). Amends GS 58-88-30 to increase 
from 8% to 10% amount that Rescue and EMS Services Ass’n must withhold for administration of 
Relief Fund. Appropriates $500,000 for 1992-93 from Volunteer Rescue/EMS Fund to Rescue 
Squad Workers’ Relief Fund for purposes specified in GS 58-88-5(c). Requires Dep’t of Insurance 
to grant $3,000 for 1992-93 to each volunteer rescue unit eligible to apply for grant from Relief 
Fund under GS 58-87-5, in addition to other grants received under that section; match not re- 
quired. Makes amendments to GS 58-87-5 effective July 1, 1993; remainder of act effective on 
ratification. 


H 1320. SCRAP TIRE DISPOSAL TAX CHANGE. Intro. 5/27; comm. sub. adopted 6/9. Senate 
amendment changes effective date to July 15, 1992. 


H 1361. ED. LEADERSHIP TASK FORCE. Intro. 5/28. Senate amendment changes effective date 
from July 1, 1992, to upon ratification. 


H 1446. NON-VOTED TAXES FOR PUBLIC TRANSPORT. Intro. 6/1; comm. sub. adopted 6/17; 
amended 6/19. Senate amendment corrects statutory reference. 


H 1514. STATE EMPLOYEE PAY RAISE TO $600. House committee substitute completely deletes 
original text and replaces it with a new bill entitled "AN ACT TO CLARIFY THE PROVISIONS OF 
THE STATE BUDGET FOR THE 1991-93 FISCAL BIENNIUM BY ADJUSTING SALARIES AND 
BENEFITS OF STATE EMPLOYEES AND RETIREES UNDER VARIOUS RETIREMENT SYSTEMS". 
Effective only if H 1340 ("Current Operations Appropriations 1992") is ratified.

Pay raise hike. The new bill repeals specified provisions of H 1340 which collectively pro- 
vide a pay raise of $522 a year (or, where appropriate, $43.50 per month) for state employees, 
and replaces those provisions with substantially similar provisions providing a pay raise of $600 a 
year (or $50 per month). These provisions apply to all employees specifically listed in H 1340— 
such as Governor, Council of State members, nonelected dep’t heads, executive branch officials, 
General Assembly members and employees, judicial branch employees, clerks of court and their 
assistants and deputies, magistrates, community college employees, university employees (with 
the money to be distributed under rules to be adopted by UNC Board of Governors), and public 
school central office 
employees and noncertified employees—and, generally, to all permanent full-time state em- 
ployees. Also raises retirement allowances on account of beneficiaries who retired on or before 
July 1, 1992 by 1.8% (H 1340 provided a 1.6% increase). Also directs local boards of education 
to raise school bus drivers’ pay by 2.3% (H 1340 called for 2.0%). Leaves teachers’ pay raise 
unaffected. Appropriates $9,294,484 from General Fund and $1,001,000 from Highway Fund to a 
reserve for salary increases to provide the pay raises set out in the bill. 

State’s salary-related contributions for retirement and related benefits. Adds a new provision 
amending SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 188(c) (as amended by Sec. SL 1991, Ch. 812, Sec. 5) to 
lower the state’s employer contributions rates for retirement and related benefits as a percentage 
of salaries as follows: for teachers and state employees, from 10.93% to 10.83% and for state 
law enforcement officers, from 15.93% to 15.83%. Contributions under university employees’ op- 
tional retirement program, under the Consolidated Judicial Retirement System, and under the 
Legislative Retirement System are unaffected. Adjusts the appropriations to various state depart- 
ments, institutions, and agencies downward to reflect this decrease in employer salary-related 
contributions. 


H 1550. ROCKINGHAM, REIDSVILLE ORDINANCES. Intro. 6/3/92. Senate amendment adds a 
provision making GS 160A-443(5a) applicable to Reidsville. (That statute permits a city with a 
population in excess of 163,000 to order an owner of a dwelling to repair or remove the dwelling 
if it was more than one year earlier ordered closed and if the council determines that the owner, 
in leaving the dwelling closed, has abandoned any intent to repair the dwelling). Changes short 
title accordingly. 


H 1557. IREDELL SCHOOL ACQUISITION. Intro. 6/3. Senate amendment adds phrase "AND TO 
CLARIFY THE LAW RELATING TO SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS IN IREDELL COUNTY" to bill 
title. Provides that if the description of city school administrative unit boundaries refers to a mu- 
nicipality, the description, unless it specifically states otherwise, must be construed to mean the 
boundaries in effect on the effective date of the order of the State Board of Education or General 
Assembly act establishing the boundaries. Requires, however, that if the boundaries of the school 
unit have expanded as the municipality expands, then additions to the school unit made prior to 
Jan. 1, 1991, are to be construed to expand the territory of the school unit, unless an order of 
the Board or a local act provides otherwise. ) 


H 1567. SURRY ANIMAL SHELTER EXEMPTION. Intro. 6/4. Senate amendment makes act expire 
Dec. 31, 1994. 


H 1621. AUTO INSURANCE AMENDS. Intro. 6/5. House committee substitute (7) removes ali pro- 


visions of bill affecting GS Ch. 20; (2) retains amendments to GS 58-36-75(d) (elimination of Safe 
Driver Incentive Plan surcharges for accidents or speeding violations by emergency vehicle opera- 
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tors), but narrows the elimination to surcharges for accidents (thus removing surcharges for 
speeding violations); (3) removes provision setting rate for insurance regulatory charge under GS 
58-6-25; and (4) amends title accordingly. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 26. MODIFY FIRE RELIEF FUNDS. Intro. 2/6/91. Senate committee substitute amends GS 58- 
84-35 to forbid changing “existing local bills” without approval of majority of members of local 
board. Revises membership of Relief Fund Board; forbids this board to consolidate existing local 
funds without approval of majority of local board. Transfers funds in possession of Treasurer of 
State Firemen’s Ass’n designated as "Firemen’s Relief Fund” to Dep’t of State Treasurer for 
State Fire Service Relief Fund. Changes effective date to make all provisions effective Oct. 1, 
1992. 


S 1105. SAFEKEEPER CHANGES. Intro. 6/2. Senate committee substitute changes effective date 
of amendment to GS 162-39 that requires counties to pay the Dep’t of Correction for extraor- 
dinary medical care of safekeepers from July 1, 1990 to upon ratification. Changes effective date 
of other provisions from June 30, 1992 to upon ratification. 


S 1175. LOCAL SCHOOL ACQUISITION. Intro. 6/3. House amendments make act applicable to 
Carteret and Duplin Counties and changes titles accordingly. 


S 1233. UNC-CH CAPITAL PROJECT. Intro. 6/8; amended 6/19. House amendment corrects typo- 
graphical error. 


S 1264. NO PROPERTY TAX ON SOFTWARE. Intro. 6/30. Senate amendment provides that defi- 
nition of computer software applies to manufacturers and merchants.

S 1267. LOCAL SCHOOL FUNDS BEFORE MERGER. "TO PROVIDE FOR A MAINTENANCE OF 
FUNDS APPROPRIATED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS TO THE LOCAL CURRENT 
EXPENSE FUND OF LOCAL SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE UNITS IN FISCAL YEAR 1992-93 BEFORE 
MERGER BECOMES EFFECTIVE ON JULY 1, 1993, IF THE MERGER DID NOT REQUIRE APPROVAL 
OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS." 

Limited applicability. Adds a new GS 115C-431.1 applicable only (1) to budgets for fiscal 
1992-93, (2) to a local school administrative unit scheduled to be merged with ancther unit on 
July 1, 1993, and (3) where the merger is pursuant to a plan adopted by the State Board of 
Education before July 1, 1992 under GS 115C-68.2 (merger of units by the local boards of edu- 
cation), or pursuant to an act of the General Assembly ratified before July 1, 1992 that did not 
require that the merger be approved by the board of county comm’rs. 

Obligation to fund for 1992-93 at rate equal to highest of last three years. Permits board of 
education to determine that the amount of local tax monies appropriated by the county comm’rs 
to the current expense fund of the school unit for fiscal 1992-93 (1) is less, at a per student rate 
(based on average daily membership reflected in county budget documents), than the amount 
appropriated to that unit for that fund in any one of the three previous years (the "three-year 
highest level”) and (2) is insufficient, in the sole opinion of the board of education, to maintain 
the quality of the school programs in the unit or the capacity, efficiency, or integrity of the school 
system prior to merger. 

Procedure to insure obligation is met. If the board makes that determination, it may call a 
joint meeting with the comm’rs within seven days after the comm’rs make their appropriation. If 
no agreement on funding is reached at that meeting, the board of education may, within 10 days, 
start an action in the superior court seeking an amount of money equal to that three-year highest 
level. The trial is to be set at the next term of court in the county (or, on proper certification by 
the presiding judge, at a special term to be called just for this purpose) and is to take prece- 
dence over all other business. At trial, sole issue to be determined by the judge is what the 
three-year highest level is. Upon making that determination, the court will order the comm’rs (1) 
to appropriate a sum equal to 90% of the difference between the amount that the comm’rs ap- 
propriated and the three-year highest level found by the court and (2) to levy such taxes on prop- 
erty as may be necessary to make up this sum. Appeals lie directly to the Supreme Court. The 
order to make the appropriation may be effective during the appeal and the court may order a 
special levy of taxes after the regular time for levying property taxes, if necessary. Irrespective of 
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the time limits set out for calling the special meeting or beginning the law suit, either such action 
may be taken within 14 days of the effective date of the act. If by the time of ratification the 
dispute has already been referred to the superior court by reference of or appeal from the clerk 
of superior court under GS 115C-431, then new GS 115C-431.1 will control the action and not 
-431.

H 561. COMPANY POLICE ACT. Intro. 4/1/91; comm. sub. adopted 5/27/91. House committee 
substitute makes numerous stylistic changes and the following substantive changes: (1) provides 

) that company police officer commissions must be renewed annually and provides for renewal fee 
of $50; (2) reduces fee for application and renewal of certification of company police agency from 
$2000 to $1000 and adds fee of $150 for reinstatement of individual officer's commission; (3) 
removes provisions for special Company Police Fund; and (4) changes effective date of program 
from Jan. 1, 1992 to Jan. 1, 1993. 





H 1321. REVENUE LAWS TECHNICAL CHANGES. Intro. 5/27; comm. subs. adopted 6/9, 7/1. 
| Senate amendment to GS 20-127(h) provides that the restrictions on darkened, smoked, or tinted 
| motor vehicle windows apply to those installed after factory delivery and after July 1, 1988 (now, 
July 6, 1987) (original bill eliminated those limitations). 


H 1390. STATE EMPLOYEES SAFETY PROGRAM. Intro. 5/28/92. Senate amendment clarifies 
that bill’s provisions apply to any state dep't, comm’n, div’n, board, or institution within the execu- 
tive branch of government and also to the Office of Administrative Hearings. Authorizes Legislative 
| Services Comm'n and Administrative Office of the Courts (AOC) separately to establish safety and 
health programs for their employees. Directs AOC to report annually to the Joint Legislative 
) Comm'n on Governmental Operations on AOC safety and health program activities. 
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b, 1891. SPECIAL OSHA INSPECTIONS. Intro. 5/28. Senate committee substitute removes refer- 


ences to frequency of inspection from the definition of special emphasis inspection, requires pub- 
‘icity of the programm before its implementation (originally, at least 30 days before implementation), 
and requires initic’ report on program by Mar. 1, 1995 (originally, two years after implementation). 


4 1395. SAFETY REORGANIZATION TASK FORCE. Intro. 5/28. Senate committee substitute 
adds two persons to Interagency Task Force on State Agency Oversight of Workplace Safety and 
Health - an employee selected by ihe AFL-CIO and a business owner selected by Citizens for 
Business and Industry. Also requires Task Force to make final report to Joint Legislative 
Commission on Governmental Operations by June 1, 1993; and amends title accordingly. 


4 1455. REAL ESTATE APPRAISERS PRIV. LIC. Intro. 6/2; comm. sub. adopted 6/12. Senate 
committee substitute restructures GS 105-41 but makes no substantive changes from House com- 
mittee substitute. 


H 1514. LOTTERY/PAY RAISE INCREASED. Comm. sub. adopted 7/2. Senate committee substi- 
tute makes the following major changes in House committee substitute. 

State Employee Benefits. Authorizes board of trustees of NC School of Science and 
Mathematics to adopt its own rules for the allocation of salary increment funds received for its 
employees who are exempt from the State Personnel Act. 

State Lottery. Subject to a statewide referendum at the 1992 general election, adds new 
GS Ch. 143C providing for a state lottery. Effective Jan. 1, 1993, creates five-member State 
Lottery Comm'n to oversee lottery; comm’rs to be appointed by governor for staggered initial 
five-year terms expiring as specified on December 31, 1994 through December 31, 1997. 
Governor is to appoint director to manage lottery operations. Comm’n is to promulgate rules 
specifying types of games to be played (subject to certain restrictions), number and value of 
prizes, method of determining winners, sale price of tickets, validation procedures for winners, 
procedures for distributing tickets directly to purchasers or through retailers. Requires advertising 
material promoting a particular game to state odds of winning. Imposes certain restrictions on 
who may be chosen as retailer; Comm'n to determine compensation to be paid to retailers. 
Makes sale of ticket to person under 18 a misdemeanor. Creates State Lottery Fund within State 
Treasury. At least 50% of lottery revenue must be allocated for prizes; no more than 16% may be 
used for expenses. Specifies disposition of net revenues after prizes and expenses: each month, 
50% of net proceeds must be transferred to Savings Reserve Account; at end of fiscal year, 
State Treasurer to transfer to General Fund amount by which balance in Savings Reserve 
Account exceeds 8% of General Fund operating budget for that year; remaining 50% of net pro- 
ceeds to be transferred monthly to Capital Maintenance Account. Earmarks 80% of Capital 
Maintenance Account for capital improvements and general obligation bond debt service, remain- 
ing 20% earmarked for maintaining capital improvements. Start-up funds for lottery to be provided 
by internal borrowing from other available state funds. 

1% Pay Raise If Lottery Approved. If the lottery is approved, the State Treasurer must 
transfer $4,600,000 each month to a reserve for salary increases to pay for a 1% cost-of-living 
increase for teachers and state employees (but not legislators), effective April 1, 1993. Requires 
the transfer of sufficient funds in June 1993 so that the total transfer for 1992-93 is $13,800,000. 


H 1596. ENV. POLICY ACT COVERS PUBLIC LANDS. Intro. 6/4; comm. sub. adopted 6/19; 
amended 7/1. Senate committee substitute makes the following changes: (1) defines "minimum 
criteria” to mean a rule that designates a particular action or class of action for which the prepa- 
ration of environmental documents is not required; (2) deletes provision from proposed H 1583 
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(State Environmental Policy Act Rules), if ratified, that requires agency to make specific finding 
that action has no significant impact on environment before including the action in its minimum 
criteria; and (3) makes technical and conforming changes.

S 182. PARENTAL CONTROL ACT ENFORCEMENT. Intro. 2/25/91; comm. sub. adopted 5/16/91. 
House amendment (1) deletes proposed GS 110-44.5 governing the pro se representation by 
parents; (2) amends title accordingly; and (3) changes effective date from Oct. 1, 1991, to Oct. 1, 
1992. 


S 393. UNIFORM CUSTODIAL TRUST ACT. Intro. 4/1/91. House amendment makes following 
changes: (1) raises from 18 to 21 the minimum age of a natural person who is allowed to create 
a custodial trust or serve as a trustee; (2) reduces from $20,000 to $10,000 the value of property 
that may be transferred to a custodial trustee by a fiduciary or obligor without the authorization of 
a court; (3) amends GS 33B-15(a) to require custodial trustee to provide a written statement that 
the trust property is held pursuant to this act; (4) amends GS 33B-15(d) to allow a custodial 
trustee or the trustee’s legal representative to petition the court for approval of annual or final 
accounts (now, final accounts only); (5) adds to language amending GS 32A-1(Statutory Short 
Form of General Power of Attorney) direction that if the power of attorney is to be effective to 
determine whether a beneficiary under this act is incapacitated or ceases to be incapacitated, 
then specified language in the act is to be added to the power of attorney document; and (6) 
changes effective date from Oct. 1, 1991, to Oct. 1, 1992. 


S 452. DEVELOPMENT FINANCING BONDS. Intro. 4/1. House committee substitute makes follow- 
ing substantive changes from original bill: (1) Limits use of development financing bond proceeds 
to following purposes: parking facilities, sewer systems, storm sewer systems, water systems, 
public transportation facilities, industrial parks, electric systems, gas systems, streets and side- 
walks, and telephone system improvements. (2) Adds provisions permitting special obligation and/ 
or revenue pledge as additional security for development financing bonds. (3) Requires develop- 
ment financing plans, which are condition of issuing bonds, to include description of benefits of 
development in district on residents and business owners of district, and of ameliorative activities 
to be undertaken if effect on residents and business owners is negative; further requires Local 
Government Comm'n to find that there are benefits, or that there are to be ameliorative activities, 
as condition of approving bonds. (4) Modifies permissible uses of moneys in Revenue Increment 
Fund, as follows: (a) permits funding capital reserves; (b) permits repaying any special obligation 
or revenue moneys used to meet debt service, before increments adequate to do so; and (c) 
requires that at least 20% of net moneys, after all bond order requirements are met, be paid to 
NC Housing Trust Fund. Provides for expenditure of moneys so paid to Trust Fund. (5) Requires 
relocation assistance be paid persons displaced as a result of public or private activities in devel- 
opment financing district. (6) Amends definition of “economic development project” (under pro- . 
posed GS 158-7.3) to require that project increase net employment opportunities for residents of 
the development financing district or within two-mile radius of district; and to exclude projects 
undertaken with a city’s central business district from the 20% limitation on commercial projects. 
(7) Requires mailed notice of public hearing on development plan to be sent to all property 
owners and mailing addresses in proposed development financing district. 


S 597. ATT’Y FEES STATUTORY LIENS. Intro. 4/15/91; comm. subs. adopted 4/30/91, 7/4/91, 
6/25/92. House amendment makes technical change. 
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S 811. EDUC. INSTITUTION TAX EXEMPTION. Intro. 4/24; comm. sub. adopted 5/29. House com- 
mittee substitute completely deletes original text and replaces it with a new bill entitled “AN ACT 
CONCERNING PROPERTY OWNED BY A NONPROFIT EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTION AND USED FOR 
SPORTS OR RECREATION." Amends GS 105-278.4(f) to provide that the operation of a golf 
course, a tennis court, a greenway, a sports arena, or a similar sport or recreational property for 
use by students or faculty is an educational purpose and is therefore exempt from taxation, and 
provides further that the property is exempt even if it is available to and used by the general 
public. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after July 1, 1992. 


S 969. NO SALES TAX ON DONATED FOOD. Intro. 5/27; amended 6/16; comm. sub. adopted 
6/30. House amendment changes effective date from July 1 to Aug. 1, 1992. 


S 1012. SALES TAX CHANGES. Intro. 5/28. House committee substitute amends GS 105- 
164.3(20) to exclude from definition of tangible personal property “access to a computer program 
or a database when the user of the computer program or database receives a separately stated 
fee or other charge for the access” and amends title accordingly. 


S 1016. STOCK BROKER PRIVILEGE LICENSE TAX. Intro. 5/28; comm. sub. adopted 6/19. 
House committee substitute rewrites bill and renames it an act "TO REPEAL THE PRIVILEGE 
LICENSE TAX ON SECURITY DEALERS, TO INCREASE THE REGISTRATION FEE FOR SECURITY 
SALESMEN, AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES." Repeals GS 105-67 (establishes privilege li- 
cense taxes on security dealers) and makes repeal applicable to the 1992-93 tax year and sub- 
sequent yeais. Rewrites GS 78A-37(b) to increase the registration fee for security salesmen from 
$45 to $55, etiestive Jan. 1, 1993. Makes other technical changes to GS 105-83. 


S 1046. COUNTY STREET NAMING. Intro. 6/1; amended 6/4; comm. sub. adopted 6/30. House 
amendment makes technical correction. 


S 1050. CHANGE DAY CARE DEFINITION. Intro. 6/1/92; amended 6/18/92. House amendment 
makes technical change. 


S 1085. LOCAL RETIREMENT iNCENTIVES. Intro. 6/2/92. Senate amendment makes technical 
change. 


S 1213. RESTORE LOCAL GOV’T EARMARKING. Intro. 6/8. Senate committee substitute deletes 
portions of original bill concerning distribution of portion of proceeds of beer and wine tax and 
utility franchise tax. Amends the several statutes that provide for reimbursement to counties and 
cities for revenues lost by changes in the property tax and intangibles tax base to convert the 
basis of the transfers from appropriations to entitlements. Retains provisions enacted in 1990 that 
freeze the amount of payments on basis of collections in 1989-90 fiscal year. Directs Fiscal 
Trends and Reform Comm'n to continue to review fiscal relationship between state and local 
governments by examining local revenue sources and allocation of responsibility among state and 
local governments. Directs Comm’n to report recommendations to 1993 session. 


S 1262. MODIFY PROPERTY TAX APPEALS. Intro. 7/1. Senate committee substitute makes the 
following changes: (1) provides that the fee for appealing to the Property Tax Comm'n shall be 
credited to the General Fund as nontax revenue; (2) provides that the President Pro Tempore 
rather than the Lt. Governor shall appoint one member of the Comm’n; and (3) changes effective 
date from July 1, 1992 to Aug. 1, 1992.

In the digest beginning here, General Fund, Highway Fund, and Highway Trust Fund appro- 
priations are listed as they appear in the conference version; they are not compared with the 
appropriaiions contained in the earlier versions. 

Block grant appropriations are digested by comparing them to the Senate version.

Allocates $3 mil- 
lion of Dep’t Public Education (DPE) funds for 1992-93 for small school supplemental funding in 
addition to the $4 million appropriated for this purpose in Ch. 689, SL 1991. 

Allocates $9 million of DPE funds for 1992-93 for supplemental funds in low-wealth coun- 
ties. Adds staff development and textbooks to permissible uses of these funds. Provides that 
counties that received this funding in 1991-92 will receive at least as much funding for 1992-93. 
Provides that in 1992-93 only, Edgecombe County’s funds will be allocated to each school admin- 
istrative unit located in whole or in part in the county including the Nash-Rocky Mount School 
Administrative Unit, based on the average daily membership of Edgecombe county students in the 
school units. Requires counties that receive funds to report to State Board of Education annually 
and requires State Board to report to Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee. 

States intent of General Assembly to include in continuation budget for the 1993-95 bien- 
nium funds appropriated for 1992-93 for supplemental! funds to low-wealth and small counties and 
intent to adopt comprehensive formula for distribution of funds. 

Creates Legislative Study Comm’n on Supplemental School Funding. Comm’n will have 
twelve members, six appointed by President Pro Tempore and six appointed by Speaker. 
Requires Comm'n to study distribution of supplemental funds to low-wealth and small counties, 
distribution of funds from the Critical School Facility Needs Fund, and whether current methods 
of allocating funds are appropriate. Requires report to the General Assembly by Mar. 1, 1993. 


Modifications to Appropriations to the Department of Public Education for the 1992-93 


Fiscal Year. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 812, Sec. 6(f) to set total for 1992-93 for Dep't of Public 


Instruction at $52,543,027 and aid to local school administrative units at $3,253,680,746. 
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Differentiated Pay. Adopts Senate version with additional provision stating General 
Assembly’s intent that, with regard to state funds appropriated in subsequent fiscal years for 
school units that were career ladder pilot units, any reduction in appropriations not result in 
teachers receiving less, in salary and state-funded bonus, than they received on monthly basis 
during prior fiscal year as long as teachers qualify for bonuses under local pay plan. 

Teacher Salary Schedule. Adopts Senate version but deletes provision relating to increases 
for teachers with certification based on academic preparation at six-year degree level or doctoral 
degree level. Adds provision specifying that first step on salary schedule for school psychologists 
is equivalent to Step 5 on schedule for certified personnel classified as "G”" teachers. Provides 
that certified psychologists will be placed on schedule based on their years of experience and will 
receive longevity pay in the same manner as teachers. 

Preliminary Scholastic Aptitude Test Opportunities. Senate version. 

Public School Tuition/Out-of-State Students. Requires the Joint Legislative Education 
Oversight Committee to study the issue of requiring out-of-state students who attend public 
schools in NC to pay the full cost of their education. Requires report to 1993 General Assembly. 

Management Flexibility for Local Boards of Education and Individual Schools. Adopts 
Senate version with following changes: (1) Combines 32 existing funding categories in the Public 
School Fund into 14 categories. 

(2) Transfers Teaching Fellows and Prospective Teacher Loan categories to Fund 1900 — 
Reserves arid Transfers. (3) Amends GS 115C-238.1 to state General Assembly’s intent that "the 
mission of the public school community is to challenge with high expectations each child to learn, 
to achieve, and to fulfill his or her potential.” Requires State Board of Education to adopt guide- 
iines for developing local school improvement plans with three-year (now, three to five year) stu- 
dent performaric? goals. (4) Amends GS 115C-238.4 to permit units electing to include 
differentiated »ay plans in school improvement plans to base their pay plan on a career develop- 
ment pilot program or a lead teacher pilot program, rather than The Career Development Pilot 
Program in GS 115C-363 et seq. or The Lead Teacher Pilot Program in GS 115C-363.28 et seq. 
(5) Deletes statement of General Assembly’s intent relating to amount to be appropriated for dif- 
ferentiated pay in the future. (6) Amends GS 115C-238.4 by deleting provision that attainment of 
the equivalent of Career Status | will be rewarded through a new salary schedule with a salary 
differential when a certified educator successfully compietes the probationary period. (7) Adds 
new GS 115C-12(9)c3 to require the State Board of Education to develop a system of school 
building improvement reports for each school building to measure improvement in student per- 
formance from year to year. Local school units must produce these reports by March 15, 1995, 
and annually thereafter. (8) Adds new GS 115C-47(35) to require local boards of education to 
produce school building improvement reports. (9) Amends GS 115C-81(a) by deleting require- 
ments relating to State Board of Education review of the Basic Education Program. (10) Amends 
GS 115C-81(a) and GS 115C-238.1 to add statement about mission of public school community 
quoted in (3) above. 

School Site-Based Management. Adopts Senate version to change composition, but not size 
of Task Force on Site-Based Management in several ways, including adding two teachers. 
Deletes amendment to GS 120-123, which would have prohibited members of the General 
Assembly from serving on Task Force. 

School Transportation System Penalty. Senate version. 

Soft Drink Sales. Senate version. 

Liability for School Property Use Limited. Amends GS 115C-524(b) to allow local boards of 
education to enier inio agreements permitting non-school groups to use school real and personal 
property, except for school buses, for other than school purposes. A board of education will not 
be liable for personal injury suffered through use of school property pursuant to such agree- 
ments. 
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Payroll Deduction Clarified. Adopts Senate version but specifies that authorization for de- 
duction remains in effect until revoked by employee. 

Ensure Adequate Textbook Funds. Adopts Senate version, but adds amendment to GS 
115C-238.5 (flexible funding under the Performance-based Accountability Program) to require that 
state funds for textbooks must be set out in a separate allotment category. Makes this amend- 
ment effective July 1, 1992.

H 192. PARENTAL RIGHTS TERMINATION. Intro. 2/28; amended 6/2, 6/25. Conference report 
removes provision barring termination of parental rights unless court finds (1) no progress has 
been made towards correcting problem conditions, (2) parent has shown no serious interest in 
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correcting problems, and (3) parent does not suffer from disability that keeps him or her from 
correcting problems, and forbidding termination for sole ground that parent is imprisoned. 


H 397. RETIREMENT EQUITABLE DISTRIBUTION. Intro. 3/28/91; comm. sub. adopted 5/9/91. 
Senate committee substitute changes the conditions for paying a distributive award in excess of 
50% of the benefits under an equitable distribution plan to the following: (1) other assets subject 
to equitable distribution are insufficient; (2) it is difficult to distribute any asset or interest in a 
business, corporation, or profession; (3) it is economically desirable for one party to retain an 
intact asset or interest that is free from any claim by the other party; (4) more than one retire- 
ment plan or fund is involved; but the benefits awarded cannot exceed 50% of total benefits of all 
the plans added together; or (5) both parties consent. Provides that no distributive award may 
exceed 50% if a plan prohibits an award in excess of 50% (originally, could not exceed 50% 
unless permitted by plan). 


H 599. SCHOOL TENURE CHANGES. Intro. 4/4/91; comm. sub. adopted 5/7/91. Senate amend- 
ments: (1) Change effective date to Oct. 1, 1992. (2) Revise GS 115C-325 to state that a “year” 
for purposes of time as probationary principal or supervisor is not less than 145 workdays per- 
formed as full-time permanent principal or supervisor in a contract year. (3) Provide that a prin- 
cipal or supervisor who has obtained career status in a NC public school system may be required 
by another system to serve additional 1-, 2-, or 3-year probationary period in that position before 
becoming eligible for career status, or may be granted career status immediately. If principal or 
supervisor with career status resigns and is reemployed by same system within five years, he 
need nct serve another probationary period of more than two years and may be reemployed im- 
mediately with career status; if employed for third consecutive year, he shall automatically have 
career siatus. (4) Amend GS 115CC-325(e)(4) (grounds for dismissal of career teacher) to exempt 
dismissal for sexua! misconduct toward students or staff from requirement that conduct on which 
dismissal is based must have occurred no more than three years before written notice of superin- 
tendent’s intent to recommend dismissal. 


H 628. LIMIT STUDENTS’ WORK HOURS. Intro. 2/21/91; comm. sub. adopted 5/14/91; amended 
5/32/91. Senate committee substitute changes maximum hours of work to no more than eight 
(was, five) on Sunday, and provides that when a student’s grade average drops below C, the 
student’s guidance counselor, teacher or principal may so notify the student’s employer. Changes 
effective date to Oct. 1, 1992. 


H 762. GUILFORD LOCAL DEVELOPMENT. Senate committee substitute completely deletes origi- 
nal text and replaces it with a new bill entitled "AN ACT TO MODIFY THE AUTHORITY OF 
GUILFORD COUNTY AND THE MUNICIPALITIES IN THE COUNTY TO UNDERTAKE LOCAL 
DEVELOPMENT ACTIVITIES." Amends GS 158-7.1 to provide that local government appropriations 
for local business development may be funded by the allocation of general fund and utility fund 
revenues. Clarifies that other unspecified revenues may be used for local development unless 
expressly prohibited (now, otherwise restricted) by law. Authorizes local governments to engage in 
the following economic development activities for publicly or privately-owned industrial properties 
or facilities: (1) the preparation of sites, and (2) the extension of water and sewer lines. Applies 
only to Guilford County and municipalities in Guilford County. 


H 1322. ABC LAW CHANGES. Intro. 5/27; amended 6/10; comm. sub. adopted 6/20; amended 
6/24. Conference report makes no change in Senate committee substitute. 

H 1388. WORKPLACE SAFETY COMMITTEES. Intro. 5/28; comm. subs. adopted 6/12, 7/8. 
Senate amendment provides that bill does not apply to employee leasing companies. 
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H 1394. RETALIATORY DISCRIMINATION. Intro. 5/28; comm. sub. adopted 6/19; amended 6/23. 
Senate committee substitute makes the following changes: (1) adds definition of “person,” which 
includes associations, corporations, and state and local governments; (2) adds adverse employ- 
ment action taken against privileges and benefits to definition of "retaliatory action;” (3) provides 
that prohibited discrimination applies only to specified good faith (added) actions or threats by an 
employee; (4) provides that the Comm’r of Labor (Comm’r) must forward a discrimination com- 
plaint to the alleged violator within a reasonable period of time (was, within 10 days) after its 
receipt; (5) provides that an employee may bring a civil action only if the Comm’r has issued a 
right-to-sue letter; (6) amends GS 95-25.20 to provide that restrictions on the inspection of 
records during pending investigations and proceedings of wage and hour violations do not 
impede the right to civil discovery; (7) amends GS 97-6.1 (protection against discrimination for 
good faith workers’ compensation complaint) to provide that it does not impair right or remedy for 
retaliatory discrimination provided by bill (originally, repealed GS 97-6.1); and (8) makes stylistic 
and clarifying changes. 


H 1645. 1992 STUDIES. House committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO 
AUTHORIZE STUDIES BY THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION, TO CREATE VARIOUS TASK 
FORCES, COMMITTEES AND COMMISSIONS, TO ESTABLISH AN OFFICE OF INSPECTOR GENERAL, 
AND TO MAKE OTHER AMENDMENTS TO THE LAW AND TO MAKE APPROPRIATIONS THEREFOR.” 

Legislative Research Comm'n (LRC) studies. Authorizes LRC to study emergency cardiac 
care; UNC governance; domiciliary care; Medicaid; county prison farms for nonviolent misde- 
meanants; allocations from Aid to Public Libraries Fund to local libraries; local occupancy taxes; 
establishment of chiropractic college; toll roads; workplace skills; students at risk; alternative 
medical practices; state government telecommunications; public access to government informa- 
tion; and management of low-level radioactive waste (implications of U.S. Supreme Court’s deci- 
sion in New York v. United States).

Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee. Requires Committee to study annual vaca- 
tion leave for teachers and report findings to 1993 General Assembly. 

Office of Inspector General. Creates office within Dep’t of Administration. By Feb. 1, 1993, 
and every five years thereafter, General Assembly must appoint Inspector General (IG) from three 
nominees of Council of State, or if Generally Assembly fails to act by May 1, Council’s first 
choice becomes IG. IG to serve 5-year term. Responsible for investigating inefficiency, waste, and 
fraud in state executive agencies and recommend remedial actions, and file quarterly reports with 
Speaker, Lt. Governor, Legislative Library, and Council of State. State Bureau of Investigation, 
upon request of IG, must investigate any alleged crime involving fraud, abuse or corruption within 
state executive agencies. Amends GS 126-85 (protection for reporting improper government activ- 
ity) to extend protection to state employees who report any activity authorized to be investigated 
by IG. 

Educational Leadership Task Force. Establishes Educational |eadership Task Force with 18 
members specified in bill to study training of superintendents, centra’ office program directors 
principals, and assistant principals. Task Force to report to Joint Legislative Fducation Oversigh' 
Committee by Feb. 15, 1993, and then cease to exist. Requires that for 1992-93 ''n to $60,000 
from funds appropriated to Dep’t of Public Instruction for aid to local schools must be used for 
work of Task Force. 
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Comm'n on the Family. Requires Comm'n established under GS 120-70.70 to study state 
government policy and programs on child care issues, considering issues in H 1381; Comm’n to 
report to General Assembly by Feb. 1 of each odd-numbered year and June 1 of each even- 
numbered year. 

Safety Reorganization Task Force. Creates Safety Reorganization Task Force with 10 mem- 
bers to study reorganization of regulatory responsibilities for occupational health and safety and 
fire safety network within state and local government. Must report recommendations in writing to 
LRC Study Comm. on Fire and Occupational Safety at Industrial and Commercial Facilities by 
Oclite gue: 

Voter Participation Study Comm'n. Creates Voter Participation Study Comm'n with 15 mem- 
bers to study participation in electoral process and design statewide computerized voter registra- 
tion system. Comm’n to report to General Assembly before Feb. 1 of each year, issue final report 
before March 15, 1994, and then cease to exist. Appropriates $250,000 from General Fund to 
Comm’n for 1992-93. 

Joint Legislative Select Committee on Comprehensive Compensation System for State 
Employees. Creates Committee with 12 members to consider issues in S 1035, 3rd ed. of 1991 
General Assembly; Committee to report findings to General Assembly by March 15, 1993, and 
then cease to exist. Appropriates $30,000 from General Fund to General Assembly for 1992-93 
for expenses of Committee. 

Comm’n on Access to Health Insurance. Requires Comm'n to study establishment of NC 
Health Care Access and Cost Control Plan as proposed in H 1458 of 1991 General Assembly, 
and issues in shortage of primary care physicians, considering H 1564 and S 1108 of 1991 
General Assembly. 

Cancer Control Study Comm'n. Creates Cancer Control Study Comm'n with 20 members to 
study cancer control! activities and services. Comm'n to report findings to General Assembly by 
March 31, 1993, and then cease to exist. Appropriates $10,000 from General Fund to General 
Assembly for 1992-93 for study. 

Effective date. Effective July 1, 1992. 


H 1656. GENERAL STATUTES TECHNICAL CHANGES. Intro. 6/17. Senate committee substitute 
makes the following changes: (1) amends SL 1991, Ch. 767, Sec. 5, to change the effective date 
of the provision indicating that the amendment validating school mergers is not intended to alter 
legislative intent on local funding level requirements from 30 days after ratification (pursuant to 
GS 120-20) to ratification; (2) amends GS 47-100 to provide that a deed conveying land is de- 
clared valid and recorded even though acknowledged by an officer who was a named grantor if it 
was dated before Jan. 1, 1980 (now, Jan. 1, 1951) and registered before Jan. 1, 1980 (now, Jan. 
1, 1951); and (3) makes several additional technical and stylistic changes. 


H 1662. ROADSIDE "PICK YOUR OWN” SIGNS OK. Intro. 6/22. Senate amendment adds fruit 
(was, only vegetables) to crops that may be advertised for sale with signs along the right-of-way 
of state highways. 


SENATE BILLS 
S 21. FIRE PENSION BENEFITS UPPED. Intro. 2/6. Senate amendment makes the following 
changes: (1) amends GS 58-86-55 to increase the monthly pension for fire and rescue squad 


workers from $100 to $110 (was, $150); and (2) changes effective date from July 1, 1991 to July 
1, 1992. 
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S 57. ELDERLY PROPERTY TAX DEFERRAL. Senate committee substitute changes title to "TO 
PROVIDE PROPERTY TAX DEFERRAL AS AN ALTERNATIVE FORM OF PROPERTY TAX RELIEF FOR 
THE ELDERLY AND DISABLED," and completely rewrites bill. Present GS 105-277.1, applicable to 
NC residents who are (1) at least 65 years old or totally and permanently disabled, and (2) had 
no more than $11,000 in disposable income the preceding calendar year, exempts from property 
tax first $12,000 of assessed value of real property or mobile home that is owner’s permanent 
residence. Bill retains this option but allows alternative option under which owner may defer pay- 
ment of part or all of future increases in the property tax unless property is subject to lien that 
under federal law or rule prohibits deferral of taxes or outstanding liens exceed 85% of assessed 
value. Makes act applicable to taxes imposed for taxable years beginning on or after July 1, 
1993. 


S 274. DOT SURPLUS RIGHT-OF-WAY SALES. Intro. 3/25/91; amended 5/8/91, 6/30/92. House 
committee substitute rewrites amendment to GS 136-19 to provide that when Dep't of 
Transportation (DOT) acquires by purchase, donation, or condemnation part of a tract of land for 
right-of-way and the property is no longer needed, DOT shall give first consideration to any offer 
to purchase the property made by the former owner. DOT may refuse the offer if it is less than 
the current market value of the property. Notwithstanding the foregoing, if DOT acquires the prop- 
erty by condemnation and determines that it is no longer needed for right-of-way, it may reconvey 
the property to the former owner upon payment by the owner of the full price paid when the 
property was taken, the cost of any improvements, together with interest at the legal rate to the 
date when the decision was made to offer the return of the property. Unless DOT acquired an 
entire tract, the former owner must own the remainder of the tract from which the property was 
acquired to purchase the property pursuant to the act. 


S 288. REEMPLOYED RETIREES BENEFITS. Intro. 3/27/91. Senate committee substitute changes 
amendments to GS 128-24(5) and GS 135-3(8) to change formula for suspension of retirement 
allowance: if reemployed beneficiary earns in any month more than 1/12 of 40% (formerly, 75%) 
of average final compensation, the allowance is suspended as of the month when reemployment 
earnings exceed this amount; retirement allowance to be reinstated as of any month when reem- 
ployment earnings drop below that level. Changes effective date to Jan. 1, 1993. 


S 340. ALARM SYSTEMS LICENSING AMENDS. Intro. 3/28/91; amended 5/1/91, 7/12/91, 6/30/ 
92. House amendments make technical changes and remove Alarm Systems Licensing Board’s 
authority to impose license fee for monitoring and responding. 


S 402. STATE TELEPHONE STUDY. House committee substitute rewrites bill, changing title to 
read: "AUTHORIZING THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY WHETHER OR NOT 
STATE TELECOMMUNICATIONS SERVICES SHOULD BE MANAGED. AND OPERATED BY PRIVATE 
CONTRACTORS AND TEMPORARILY PROHIBITING CONSTITUENT INSTITUTIONS OF THE 
UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA FROM ENTERING INTO CERTAIN TELEPHONE SERVICE 
CONTRACTS." As title indicates. Legislative Research Comm’n may report its findings to the 1993 
General Assembly or to the 1994 session, or to both. Prohibits UNC constituent institutions and 
NC School of Science and Mathematics from entering into contracts that will affect their use of 
the state telephone network or any contracts for long distance =o: cco in furtherance of the 
authority granted them by GS 62-110(d) and (e) until July 1, io va. 


S 556. MUNICIPAL INCORPORATION VOTING. Intro. 4/II/91; comm. sub. adopted 5/9/91, 6/18/ 
92. Conference report adopts House committee substitute. 
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S 707. RETURN OF CONDEMNED PROPERTY. Intro. 4/17/91; comm. sub. adopted 5/7/91; 
amended 5/9/91, 5/14/91, 7/1/92. House committee substitute provides that when a public con- 
demnor condemns property and thereafter decides the property is not needed, the condemnor 
may reconvey the property to the original owner upon payment to the condemnor of the full price 
paid to the owner when the property was taken by eminent domain, the costs of any improve- 
ments, together with interest at the legal rate to the date when the decision was made to offer 
the return of the property. Unless the condemnor acquired the entire lot, block, or tract of land 
belonging to the original owner, the original owner must own the remainder of the original tract 
from which the property was acquired to purchase the property. The condemnor shall specify a 
date by which the property must be reconveyed and the payment made, which may be not less 
than 30 days after written notification to the original owner that the public condemnor has de- 
cided to offer the return of the property. 


S 721. MV/HOME APPLIANCE SERVICE CONTRACTS. Intro. 5/22; comm. sub. adopted 6/6; 
amended 6/27; comm. sub. adopted 7/1. House committee substitute requires Comm’r of 
Insurance to impose a $50 per day late penalty (was, fine) on service agreement companies that 
fail to file financial statements. Provides that revenue from fees collected under act over the 
amount required to pay for new position reverts to General Fund. Amends GS 58-6-1 to add civil 
penalties to those revenues for which Comm’r must account to State Treasurer, and provides that 
all specified revenues revert to General Fund except as otherwise provided. 


S 811. EDUC. INSTITUTION TAX EXEMPTION. Intro. 4/24; comm. subs. adopted 5/29, 7/7. House 
amendment makes the following changes in specified educational purposes that are exempt from 
taxation: (1) deletes the operation of greenways; (2) substitutes "recreational sport property” for 
"recreational property;” and (3) makes clarifying change. 


S 886. PRISON BONUS. Senate committee substitute and amendment replace blank bill with "AN 
ACT TO APPROPRIATE THE BALANCE OF THE FUNDS FROM THE PROCEEDS OF THE ALREADY 
AUTHORIZED TWO HUNDRED MILLION DOLLARS IN GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS AUTHORIZED 
FOR THE CONSTRUCTION OF STATE PRISON AND YOUTH SERVICES FACILITIES AND TO MODIFY 
THE PRISON POPULATION CAP.” Committee substitute specifies that $87.5 million of remaining 
bond funds (total $200 million under SL 1989, Ch. 935) for building and renovating prison and 
youth services faciities are to be disbursed according to a schedule to be enacted by 1993 
General Assembly within 30 days of convening of 1993 Regular Session. Requires Dep't of 
Correction to develop masier plan to allocate funds; Governor must review master plan and pro- 
pose schedule for allocation when he submits proposed budget to 1993 General Assembly. No 
expenditures may be made or contracts entered into involving these funds until 1993 General 
Assembly enacts schedule, and agency may not expend funds until the Governor has approved 
an allotment. Once allocation schedule has been enacted, Office of State Construction of Dep't 
of Administration must report quarterly on the funds to Chairmen of Senate Appropriations 
Committee and Base Budget Committee, Chairman of House Appropriations Committee, Joint 
Legislative Commission on Governmental Operations, and Fiscal Research Div’n. 

Revises prison population “cap” statutes (GS 148-4.1(d), -(e), and -(f)) to raise cap from 
20,594 to 20,900, effective either Oct. 1, 1992 or when Sec’y of Correction finds that Brown 
Creek Correctional Institution is capable of housing at least 306 inmates, whichever date is later. 


S 971. RAILROAD REGULATION TO DOT. Intro. 5/27; comm. sub. adopted 6/18. Senate amend- 
ment makes following changes: (1) deletes proposed amendment to GS 62-3(23) that excluded 
from definition of “public utility” someone carrying people or property back and forth from Cape 
Lookout National Seashore under an agreement with the National Park Service; (2) appropriates 
from the Highway Fund to the Dep’t of Transportation (Dep't) $189,000 for 1992-93 to implement 
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transfer of railroad supervision from the NC Utilities Comm’n to the Dep't; (3) directs Legislative 
Research Comm’n’s Committee on Railroads and Other Public Transportation to study funding for 
railroad supervision and make a recommendation on future funding to 1993 General Assembly; 
and (4) makes technical and conforming amendment. 


S 928. EDUCATION BOND ACT. Senate committee substitute rewrites original bill, changing title 
to read: "AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF THREE HUNDRED NINETY-EIGHT MILLION 
DOLLARS GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS OF THE STATE, SUBJECT TO A VOTE OF THE QUALIFIED 
VOTERS OF THE STATE, TO PROVIDE FUNDS, WITH ANY OTHER AVAILABLE FUNDS, FOR CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENTS FOR CERTAIN OF THE CONSTITUENT OR AFFILIATED INSTITUTIONS OF THE 
UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA AND FOR CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS FOR COMMUNITY 
8) TES

Alters 
following capital projects: (1) deletes $2 million for civil works/water resources in Dep’t of | 
Environment, Health, & Natural Resources (DEHNR); (2) adds $750,000 for planning for Museum 
of Natural Science, $500,000 for Piedmont Triad Farmers’ Market, and $500,000 for Southeastern 
Farmers’ Market (Dep’t of Agriculture); (3) adds $150,000 for State Museum of the Albemarle and 
$645,000 for Thomas Wolfe Memoria! Visitors’ Center (Dep’t of Cultural Resources); (4) adds 
$300,000 for repairs and renovations to Eastern Regional Vocational Rehabilitation Facility (Dep't 
of Human Resources); (5) increases from $8,582,650 to $14,246,675 reserve for repairs and reno- 
vations (Office of State Budget & Management). 

Changes following nonrecurring appropriations from General Fund: (1) Reduces from 
$1,675,000 to $1,645,000 funds for link to CONCERT Communications (UNC Board of 
Governors); (2) adds $1,700,000 to buy equipment for end of year/end of course testing (Dep’t of 
Public Instruction); (3) adds $300,000 to grant $100,000 to each of Richmond, Chatham, and 
Wake Counties for waste management site designation review (DEHNR); (4) adds $1,760,000 for 
construction and capital improvements for Head Start Programs (but removes provision requiring 
Office of State Budget & Management to transfer $2,000,000 from reserve for repairs and renova- 
tions for this purpose), and $1,980,975 for capital needs at local vocational rehabilitation facilities 
(Dep’t of Human Resources); (5) adds $750,000 to Industrial Building Renovation Fund (Dep't of 
cEconomic and Community Development); (6) adds $450,000 for Grassroots Science Program 
(Dep't o: Agricuiture); (7) removes $300,000 for move to new education building by Dep’t of 
Public instruciion. 

Raises from $165,000 to $3,845,000 the amount that DEHNR must allocate from its 1992- 
93 appropriations for harbor deepening at Morehead City. Authorizes study by Joint Legislative 
Comm'n on Governmental Operations of funding new farmers’ markets and water resources de- 
velopment projects, with report to 1993 General Assembly. Amends GS 115C-238.14(e) (regarding 
site selection for outcome-based education pilot project) to require State Board of Education to 
select four sites by June 15, 1992; other two sites will be those recommended to Board by State 
Sup’t at Board’s regular July meeting. Provides Incentive Scholars’ Program at ECSU is subject 
to same UNC Board of Governors rules as are such programs at other parts of UNC. Changes 
effective date fiom ratification to July 7, 1992. 

Senate amendments (1) authorize $100,000 grants to Richmond, Chatham, and Wake 
Counties for waste management site review despite limitations of GS 104G-19(d); (2) require 
Office of State Budget & Management to transfer $500,000 for 1992-92 from appropriations for 
Reserve for Repairs and Renovations to General Assembly for reserve fund for Government 
Performance Audit Committee established under SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 347; (3) limit expendi- 
ture for Morehead City harbor deepening to $345,000 until all federal funds for project become 
available. 





S 1113. NCSU CENTENNIAL CENTER BONDS. Intro. 6/2/992; comm. sub. adopted 6/25/92. 
House amendments (1) restrict use of receipts for Centennial Center to receipts other than over- 
head receipts and make technical changes, and (2) clarify that Center is to serve as a regional 
center for activities, including those of entities other than NCSU. 


S 1121. CABARRUS HIGHWAY CONDEMNATION. Intro. 6/3; amended 6/I8. House amendment 
provides that “connectors” for which county may acquire land for road rights-of-way are connec- 
tors serving county or other public facilities or in the vicinity of such facilities. Provides that act 
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expires July 1, 1995. 


S 1124. ECONOMIC DEV. CONVEYANCES. Intro. 6/3. House amendment adds the cities of 
Conover and Mt. Airy and Ashe County to local governments authorized to take into consideration 
prospective revenues generated by a development in arriving at the amount of consideration for 
an economic development conveyance. 


S 1229. HISTORICAL ATTRACTIONS PLATES. Intro. 6/8; comm. subs. adopted 6/19, 6/25, 7/8. 
House amendment #1 makes the following changes: (1) provides that revenue derived from his- 
torical attraction plates must be transferred quarterly to the appropriate historical preservation 
comm’n or an entity designated as the comm’n for use in maintaining the property in the historic 
district in which it is located; (2) requires boards of directors for cited organizations to submit 
applications for special plates by Jan, 1, 1993 (originally, Jan. 1, 1994); and (3) makes proposed 
amendments to GS 20-79.4, 20-79.7, and 20-81.12 involving special registration plates effective 
Jan. 1, 1993 (originally, all effective Jan. 1, 1994, except that plates for military retirees was 
effective Jan. 1, 1993). House amendment #2 makes the following changes: (1) adds Greensboro 
Preservation Society to list of organizations entitled to receive money (for maintenance of 
Blandwood Mansion) from sale of historical attraction plates, and (2) makes conforming and 
stylistic changes. 


S 1154. UNC CAPITAL PROJECTS. Intro. 6/3; comm. sub. adopted 6/19. House amendment pro- 
vides that the Governor may authorize an increase of not more than 5% (was, no limit) in the 
scope of a project, and it eliminates authorization for the Governor to permit a change in the 
method of funding. 


S 1159. LOCAL GOV’T SOLID WASTE CONTRACTS. Intro. 6/3; comm. subs. adopted 6/15, 6/29. 
House committee substitute deletes proposed amendment to GS 153A-136 and 160A-325 requir- 
ing contracts to be consistent with GS Ch. 130A and Comm'n for Health Services rules. Adds 
new GS 130A-309.04(c3) to provide that if a local government is unable to meet the 40% reduc- 
tion goal established by GS 130A-309.04(c)(2) and demonstrates to the satisfaction of Dep’t of 
Environment, Health, and Natural Resources that it has considered all reasonably available op- 
tions to reduce its solid waste stream, and that it has made a good faith effort to meet the goal, 
for the purpose of calculating progress of the local goverment toward the goal, 10% of the 
amount by weight of the waste stream that is converted to tire-derived fuel or refuse-derived fuel 
may be added to the amount that is diverted from the waste stream through source reduction, 
reuse, recycling, and composting.

Amends House Rule 38 to provide that when any appropriation bill is favor-, 
ably reported by a standing committee, bill must be referred immediately to Committee on 
Finance for further report before being acted on by House (underlined word added).

H 379. CRIMINAL LAW AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/28/91; amended 5/9/91. Senate committee sub- 
stitute changes title to "TO INCREASE THE FINE FOR PERSONS CONVICTED OF DRIVING MORE 
THAN FIFTEEN MILES PER HOUR OVER THE SPEED LIMIT, TO CHANGE THE STANDARD OF 
PROOF IN HEARINGS AND REHEARINGS FOR INVOLUNTARY COMMITMENT OF PERSONS FOUND 
NOT GUILTY BY REASON OF INSANITY, AND TO AUTHORIZE A JUDICIAL OFFICIAL IN A 
NONCAPITAL CASE TO CONDUCT CERTAIN PRETRIAL PROCEEDINGS BY A TWO-WAY AUDIO AND 
VIDEO TRANSMISSION" and makes following changes: 

Punishment for speeding. Makes technical change to amendment to GS 20-141(j1) (punish- 
ment for speeding more than 15 mph over limit). 

Release after automatic commitment of person found not guilty by reason of insanity. 
Amends GS 122C-268.1 (hearing after automatic inpatient commitment) to provide that local dis- 
trict attorney inay represent state not only at hearing but also at rehearings and supplemental 
hearings. Amends GS 122C-268.1(i) and 122C-276.1(c) (regarding hearings and rehearings after 
automatic inpatient commitment to provide that to be discharged, respondent must prove either 
that he no longer has mental illness as defined in GS 122C-3(21) or that he is no longer danger- 
ous to others as defined in GS 122C-3(11)b (now, respondent must prove that he is not danger- 
ous and that he is either no longer mentally ill or does not require confinement for his own safety 
or cure); requires court to make written record of facts that support its findings. Amends GS 
122C-271 (court dispositions in involuntary commitment proceedings) to provide that where 
respondent was found not guilty because of insanity and has been held in 24-hour facility pending 
court hearing under GS 122C-268.1, if court finds respondent has not proved that he is either no 
longer mentally ill or no longer dangerous to others, court may order inpatient treatment at 24- 
hour facility for up to 90 days; if court finds that respondent has proven that he is no longer 
mentally ill or dangerous, court must order him discharged. 

Use of audio and video transmission in pretrial release hearings. Amends GS 15A-532 to 
allow judicial official, in noncapital case, to conduct proceeding to determine, modify, or revoke 
conditions of pretrial release by audio and video transmission between the official and the defen- 
dant in which the parties can see and hear each other; defendant’s attorney and prosecutor may 
be present at proceeding, and defendant must be allowed to communicate fully with his attorney. 
Amends GS 15A-601 and 15A-941 to allow same sort of audio-video procedure to be used, in 
noncapital case, for first appearance before district court judge and arraignment before superior 
court judge. 

Effective date. Provisions affecting punishment for speeding applicable to offenses com- 
mitted on or after Oct. 1, 1992; other provisions applicable to affected hearings and proceedings 
occurring on or after ratification. 








H 762. GUILFORD/HAYWOOD LOCAL DEV. Comm. sub. adopted 7/9. Senate amendment adds 
Haywood County to the bill and amends title accordingly. 


H 1350. MOTOR VEHICLE PROPERTY TAX CHANGES. Intro. 5/28. Senate amendment adds se- 
mitrailers registered on a multiyear basis to the list of motor vehicles designated as classified 
property. 


H 1386. OSHA FINES ON PUBLIC AGENCIES. Intro. 5/28. Senate comm. sub. changes title to: 
"TO PERMIT THE COMMISSIONER OF LABOR TO IMPOSE PENALTIES AGAINST PUBLIC AGENCIES 
FOR OSHA VIOLATIONS AND TO HOLD A FINE AGAINST UNITS OF LOCAL GOVERNMENT IN 
ABEYANCE PENDING ABATEMENT OF THE VIOLATION." Adds new GS 95-137(b)(6) providing that 
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a fine that would otherwise be assessed against a unit of local government must be held in 
abeyance pending abatement of the violation. If the violation is abated within the prescribed 
period, the fine may not be assessed. The provision regarding holding fines in abeyance expires 
May 1, 1995. 


H 1455. REAL ESTATE APPRAISERS PRIV. LIC. Intro. 6/2; comm. sub. adopted 6/12, rd ae 
Senate amendment removes privilege license tax on rental collection agents.

S 531. CHEROKEE INDIANS SOLID WASTE. Intro. 4/10/91; comm. sub. adopted 7/1/91. 
Conference committee report changes title: "TO PROVIDE THAT THE EASTERN BAND OF 
CHEROKEE INDIANS SHALL BE ELIGIBLE TO BE A MEMBER OF A REGIONAL SOLID WASTE 
MANAGEMENT AUTHORITY." Changes amendment to GS 153A-430 to require unit of local gov’t 
that is exempt from compliance with state laws or rules regarding solid waste management to 
obtain all necessary permits for solid waste management activity within its territorial jurisdiction as 
required by federal law and rules; responsibility for enforcement of laws and rules for manage- 
ment of solid waste within local government unit’s jurisdiction to be as provided by federal law 
and rules. Deletes amendments to GS 1591-3(a)(13). 


S 885. DRUG TESTING CHARGES. Senate committee substitute replaces blank bill with bill en- 
titled: "TO AUTHORIZE THE DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTION TO CHARGE A FEE FOR DRUG 
TESTING AS A CONDITION OF PROBATION OR PAROLE.” As title indicates, amends GS 15A- 
1343(b1)(7) and GS 15A-1374(b)(11). 


S 928. EDUCATION BOND ACT. Comm. sub. adopted 7/9. Senate amendment provides: that the 
matching requirements of GS Ch. 115D apply to the proceeds of community college bonds and 
notes used to make grants to technical or community colleges. 


S 1032. NO DISCRIM. FOR OFF DUTY ACTIVITY. Intro. 5/28; comm. sub. adopted 6/19; 
amended 6/23, 6/24. House committee substitute deletes exemption for private employers with 
fewer than 3 employees and deletes language regarding off duty political activity. Provides that 
the prohibition does not apply to the application of actuarially justified differences in the provision 
of employee benefits or in the payment of employee benefit premiums. Makes technical changes. 


S 1113. NCSU CENTENNIAL CENTER BOND. Intro. 6/2; comm. sub. adopted 6/25; amended 7/9. 
House committee substitute makes the following changes: (1) deletes provision authorizing UNC 
Board of Governors (Board) to pledge to the payment of issued revenue bonds, in addition to the 
revenues of the Centennial Center (Center), any other lawfully available revenues including appro- 
priated funds and the revenues of any other self-liquidating projects; (2) deletes provision author- 
izing Board for financing purposes to combine the Center project with any other project that may 
be financed by the University Revenue Bond Act and to pledge the combined revenues of such 
projects; and (3) clarifies that no contracts may be executed unless the Governor approves the 
proposed method of funding. 


S 1154. UNC CAPITAL PROJECTS. Intro. 6/3; comm. sub. adopted 6/19; amended 7/9. House 
committee substitute restores provision allowing Governor to authorize an increase without limit in 
the scope of a project and to permit a change in funding method. Provides that until debt for 
UNC-Charlotte Student Activities Center has been retired, total required fees at UNC-Charlotte 
may not exceed the average fees for all UNC constituent institutions. Provides that except for fee 
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increases to retire debt incurred for capital projects authorized by act, UNC Board of Governors 
may not increase any fees until it adopts and presents to General Assembly rules to limit the 
amount of student fees that may be charged to retire debt at each institution, as required by SL 
1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 237(b). Board may not adopt rules before April 1, 1993, and it must present 
the rules to General Assembly by sending each member a copy. 


S 1159. LOCAL GOV’T SOLID WASTE CONTRACTS. Intro 6/3; comm. subs. adopted 6/15, 6/29, 
7/9. House amendment adds new GS 130A-294(a)(4b) to provide the following: (1) no permit shall 
be granted for a new solid waste disposal facility within one mile of an existing facility unless the 
applicant submits evidence to demonstrate that other sites were considered, and (2) Comm’n for 
Health Services must adopt rules to establish a process for public participation for the siting of a 
new solid waste disposal facility. Directs Dep’t of Environment, Health and Natural Resources to 

review all long-term contracts for solid-waste disposal that are submitted prior to the act’s effec- 

tive date. Changes bill’s title to reflect amendments. 


S 1166. ESTABLISH CANCER CONTROL STUDY. Intro. 6/3. Senate amendment makes the fol- 
lowing changes: (1) deletes $10,000 appropriation for expenses of Cancer Control Study 
Comm’n, and (2) changes effective date from July 1, 1992 to ratification.

SENATE BILLS 


S 440. ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT BONDS. Intro. 4/1/91; amended 4/24/91. House committee 
substitute adds provisions to proposed constitutional amendment to (1) limit territorial area that 
can be included in defined territory to finance improvements to 5% of the county’s or city’s non- 
federal land area; (2) define “public improvements” that can be financed as parking facilities, 
sanitary sewer systems, storm sewers and flood control facilities, water systems, railroad corri- 
dors, electric systems, gas systems, streets, sidewalks, telephone systems, and public transporta- 
tion facilities other than airports; and (3) provide that bonds are to be secured by set-aside 
proceeds from increases in property tax assessments, but allows the General Assembly to allow 
additional security other than tax revenues. Changes election date to Nov. 3, 1992. 


S 597. STATUTORY LIEN ACTIONS/STUDY. Intro. 4/15/91; comm. subs. 4/30/91, 7/4/91, 6/25/92. 
Conference report adopts House committee substitute #2 with following changes: (1) changes title 
to "AN ACT TO CLARIFY SUBCONTRACTORS’ LIENS AND DIRECT THE GENERAL STATUTES 
COMMISSION TO CONDUCT A STUDY OF STATUTORY LIENS OF MECHANICS, LABORERS 
AND MATERIALMEN AND MODEL PAYMENT AND PERFORMANCE BONDS AS SET FORTH IN 
ARTICLES 2 AND 3 OF CHAPTER 44A OF THE GENERAL STATUTES AND TO PROVIDE 
ATTORNEYS’ FEES TO PREVAILING PARTIES IN ACTIONS RELATING TO STATUTORY LIENS 
ON REAL PROPERTY AND PAYMENT AND PERFORMANCE BONDS.” (underlined portion 
added). Adds new GS 44A-35 to authorize award of reasonable attorneys’ fee to prevailing party 
in any suit brought under GS 44A, Art. 2 (Statutory Liens on Real Property) or Art. 3 (Model 
Payment and Performance Bond). Fee to be payable by losing party upon finding that there was 
an unreasonable refusal by the losing party to fully resolve the matter constituting the basis .of the 
suit or the defense. Defines “prevailing party” as party plaintiff or third-party plaintiff who obtains 
judgment of at least 50 percent of amount sought in claim, or party defendant or third-party 
defendant against whom claim is asserted which results in a judgment of less than 50 percent of 
amount sought in the claim defended. Provides that if offer of judgment is served, "prevailing 
party” is offeree who obtains judgment in amount more favorable than last offer, or is an offeror 
against whom judgment is rendered in amount less favorable than the last offer. 


S 732. PROJECT GENESIS ESTABLISHED. Intro. 4/22/92; comm. sub. adopted 5/1/91; amended 
6/27/91; comm. sub. adopted 6/25/92. House committee substitute #2: (1) requires leadership 
teams to have at least three members; (2) requires bidding teams, in responding to RFPs for 
leadership teams, to address how criteria listed in GS 115C-81(b) (Basic Education Program) will 
be met or varied by the Genesis program; (3) modifies ability of State Board of Education to 
grant waivers to Genesis programs from existing statutes and rules, to require recommendation 
from State Superintendent as condition of waiver, and to require that no waiver be given unless 
the standard course of study is included in education program offered to every child in the 
Genesis school; and (4) modifies reporting requirements to require annual report to General 
Assembly as a whole, as well as to others, and to require such report to include all funds, public 
and private. 


S 1020. 1992 STUDIES-2. Senate committee substitute as amended replaces original bill with

Legislative Research Comm'n (LRC) Studies. Authorizes LRC to study establishment of a 


chiropractic college in NC; treatment of adult and minor sex offenders; Medicaid; cancer control 
issues; maintenance and development needs of cultural and natural resources; citizen access to 
alternative medical practices; public access to information; and medical cost containment. 
Authorizes continuation of existing studies on bridging environmental science and technology with 
public policy decisionmaking; on issues involved with critical shortage of primary care physicians; 
and on the issue of decrease in consumption of special fuels and higher fuel tax rate compared 
with surrounding states. 


Studies Proposed in Other Legislation. Authorizes the following studies, which were pro- 
posed in separate bills, as follows:

Directs child care study to be undertaken by Comm’n on Family; and establishes nine-member 
Minority Tourism Study Comm'n to study minority tourism. Latter comm’n appointed as follows: 
four senators appointed by President Pro Tempore; four house members appointed by Speaker: 
and Sec’y of Dep’t of Economic and Community Development or designee. 

Other Studies. Authorizes these other studies: (1) Joint Legislative Education Oversight 
Committee to study limiting number of hours that students enrolled in school may work and 
annual vacation leave for teachers. (2) Dep’t of Human Resources to study reimbursement for 
domiciliary care homes and to recommend a specific method for rate-setting. (3) Joint Select 
Committee on Low-Level Radioactive Waste to study ramifictions of US Supreme Court decision 
in New York v. United States and recent South Carolina legislation on management of low-level 
radioactive waste. (4) Creates Joint Legislative Select Committee on Comprehensive 
Compensation System for State Employees, to study issues contained in third edition of S 1035 
(most recently amended 6/9/92); directs that President Pro Tempore appoint six members, as 
follows: four senators, state employee, and citizen with expertise in compensation; directs that 
Speaker appoint six members, as follows: four house members, state employee, citizen with ex- 
pertise in compensation. 

Other Provisions. Adds two members to Joint Committee on Teacher Education, one ap- 
pointed by chair of State Board of Educ. and one appointed by chair of UNC Board of 
Governors. Repeals SL 1991, Ch. 754, Sec. 2.1(61) authorizing LRC to study teacher leave in 
1991-92. 


S 1113. NCSU CENTENNIAL CENTER BONDS. Intro. 6/2; comm. sub. adopted 6/25; amended 
7/9, 7/10. House amendments: (1) add provision forbidding use of new or additional student fees 
for financing Centennial Center; (2) authorize UNC Board of Governors to use available revenues 
from other self-liquidating projects at NCSU for Center, to combine the Center with other NCSU 
projects for financing purposes, and to refinance such projects; (3) limit use of General Fund to 
finance Center; and (4) delete reference to inclusion of bond refunding expenses in revenue 
bonds.

S 1269. STATE HEALTH PLAN CHANGES. Intro. 7/8. Senate amendment deletes provision at GS 
135-39.11(1) authorizing Board of Trustees of Teachers’ and State Employees’ Comprehensive 
Major Medical Plan to promulgate rules under GS 150B, the Administrative Procedure Act (APA), 
and renumbers subdivisions accordingly. Adds provision to GS 135-39.7 to make decisions by the 
Board appealable as contested cases under the APA. Amends GS 135-39.8 to exempt health 
care plan issued by the Executive Administrator and the Board from the rulemaking requirements 
of the APA.

Senate committee substitute rewrites 
original bill as follows: (1) adds new GS 143B-282(b) to require Environment Management 
Comm'n (EMC) to submit quarterly written reports as to its operation, activities, programs, and 
progress to the Environment Review Comm’n (ERC) and such other supplemental written and oral | 
reports as the ERC requests; (2) repeals specific requirement that EMC provide periodic reports 
on implementation of watershed protection law; (3) requires Dep’t of Environment, Health and 
Natural Resources (DEHNR) to report annually beginning Sept. 1, 1992 to ERC on implementa- 
tion of state water supply plan; (4) makes organizational changes in GS 120-70.43 to codify the 
existing requirement that ERC continue its study of environmental agency consolidation and reor- 
ganization and hazardous waste management; (5) amends GS 143B-279.5 to change due date for 
Biennial State of the Environment Report from Jan. 1 to Feb. 15 of each odd-numbered year; (6) 
amends SL 1989, Ch. 168, Sec. 47(c) to require annual report beginning Jan. 1, 1993 from Solid 
Waste Management Div’n on efforts to develop comprehensive hazardous waste management 
plan and incorporate waste reduction requirements into existing solid and hazardous waste per- 
mitting process; (7) amends GS 130A-309.12(c) to require DEHNR to report annually (now, quar- 
terly), beginning Sept. 1, 1992, on status of Solid Waste Management Trust Fund; and (8) 
requires DEHNR to report annually (now, quarterly), beginning Sept. 1, 1992, on status of resi- 
dent inspectors program for commercial hazardous waste facilities. 


H 628. LIMIT STUDENTS’ WORK HOURS. Intro. 2/21/91; comm. sub. adopted 5/14/91; amended 
5/23/91; corm. sub. adopted 7/9/92. Senate amendment deletes previous limitations on student 
work hours and replaces them as follows: (1) during regular school year, no youth under 18 who 
is enrolled in grade 12 or lower may be employed between 11 p.m. and 5 a.m. if there is school 
the next day; and (2) the foregoing that limit does not apply to 16- and 17-year olds if employer 
receives written approval from youth’s parent or guardian and youth’s principal or principal’s 
designee. 


'4 870. MANDATORY VOTING ID. Intro. 4/18/91. Senate amendment makes act effective with 
respect to elections held on or after Jan. 1, 1993 (was, Jan. 1, 1992). 


H 916. RESTORE LOCAL GOV’T EARMARKING. Intro. 4/18/91; comm. sub. adopted 6/28/92. 
Senate amendment recasts charge to Joint Select Fiscal Trends and Reform Comm'n, adding a 
direction to study the impact of repeal of the inventory tax on local government revenues and on 
economic development; reduces appropriation for 1992-93 to Reserve for Reimbursements to 
Local Government and Shared Tax Revenues by amount of reimbursements removed from appro- 
priation process by bill; and amends GS 143-15.1, -15.2, -15.3, and -15.4 to remove references to 
local tax reimbursements. 


H 1395. SAFETY REORGANIZATION TASK FORCE. Intro. 5/28/92; comm. sub. adopted 7/7/92. 
Conference report changes Senate committee substitute as follows: (1) clarifies that task force 
includes one employee selected by Speaker from list of recommendations submitted by AFL-CIO 
and one business owner selected by President Pro Tempore from list of recommendations sub- 
mitted by NC Citizens for Business and Industry; (2) requires task force to submit final report to 
General Assembly by March 1, 1993 (original bill, final report to Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Governmental Operations by June 1, 1993); and (3) provides that task force members serve with- 
out compensation or reimbursement. 
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H 1518. DISABLED ACCESS TAX STUDY. Intro. 6/3. House committee substitute rewrites title to 
read "TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY WHETHER THE 
STATE SHOULD PROVIDE A STATE INCOME TAX CREDIT COMPARABLE TO THE FEDERAL ~ 
INCOME TAX CREDIT FOR CERTAIN EXPENSES INCURRED TO PROVIDE ACCESS TO DISABLED 
INDIVIDUALS," and rewrites bill as title indicates. 


H 1539. HENDERSON SCHOOL PAY DATE. Intro. 6/3. Senate amendment limits applicability of 
bill to Henderson County Public Schools (deleting Henderson County and Hendersonville City 
school units), makes changed pay date optional with school board rather than mandatory, re- 
quires any change made pursuant to bill to stay in effect for at least 12 months, and changes 
effective date of bill from ratification to July 1, 1993. 


H 1568. SET FEE REVENUE POLICY. Intro,. 6/4; amended 6/29, 7/8. Senate committee substi- 
tute changes title to "TO CLARIFY THE ACCOUNTING TREATMENT OF CERTAIN FEES AND TO 
CORRECT CROSS REFERENCES TO THE CURRENT OPERATIONS APPROPRIATIONS ACT.” Senate 
committee substitute removes new GS 143-18.2 concerning treatment of fees payable to Dep’t of 
Environment, Health and Natural Resources, and repeals SL 1991 (Reg. Sess. 1992), Ch. 900, 
Secs. 161 (Increase use of sedimentation fees), 162 (Clean Air Act permit fees), 163 (Use of food 
and lodging fees), and 164 (Authorize use of water quality fees).

House amendment 
amends proposed GS 105-151.22, which grants income tax credit for increased use of state port, 
to allow credit for payments made "directly or indirectly” in excess of average payments over 
three years (adds quoted language). 


S 721. MV/HOME APPLIANCE SERVICE CONTRACTS. Intro. 5/22/91; comm. sub. adopted 6/6/ 
91; amended 6/27/91; comm. subs. adopted 7/1/92, 7/9/92. House committee substitute makes 
no substantive changes. 


S 790. OCCUPATIONAL BOARD MEMBER PAY. Intro. 4/24/91; amended 7/16/91. House com- 
mittee substitute removes amendment to GS 89E-4(g). Amends GS 90-133, 90-171.21(g), 90-184, 
90A-56, and 93-12(1) to conform to GS 93B-5(a) as amended by act. Makes act effective Oct. 1, 
1992. 


S 927. LEGISLATIVE BUDGET COMMISSION. Intro. 5/13/91. Senate committee substitute as 
amended makes following changes from original bill: (1) increases membership of Comm’n from 
six senators and six house members to eight senators and eight house members, and requires 
that Speaker and President Pro Tempore each appoint at least one appropriations committee 
chairman and one finance committee chairman; (2) requires that minority party in each house 
have proportional representation on Comm'n; (3) removes specific appropriation to Comm'n, in- 
stead requiring Legislative Services Comm'n to use funds available in 1992-93 to General 
Assembly for Comm'n operations; and (4) changes effective date from July 1, 1991 to date of 
ratification. 
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S 976. CAPITAL NEEDS STUDY COMM’N. House committee substitute and amendment replaces 
original bill with bill entitled "TO CREATE THE CAPITAL NEEDS STUDY COMMISSION." Creates 
Capital Needs Study Comm'n with 18 members, nine appointed by Speaker and nine by 
President Pro Tempore (six of each group of nine appointees to be members of the respective 
bodies), Comm'n to study state agencies’ and institutions’ capital needs and sources of funding, 
report to General Assembly by Feb. 15, 1993, and thereafter cease to exist. 


S 1007. NO SECOND TRADE SHOW LICENSE. Intro. 5/28. House amendment changes effective 
date from July 1, 1992 to date of ratification. 


S 1020. 1992 STUDIES-2. Comm. sub. adopted 7/15. Senate amendment #1 deletes Teacher 
Training Task Force provisions; deletes $30,000 appropriation for Joint Legislative Select 
Committee on Comprehensive Compensation System for State Employees; allocates to Legislative 
Research Comm'n (LRC) $265,000 for its work; also allocates $75,000 for same purpose from 
Office of Stai: Budget and Management Repairs and Renovations Reserve for 1992-93; and 
makes bill effective July 1, 1992. 

Amendment #2 adds as members of Interagency Task Force on State Agency Oversight of 
Workplace Safety and Health an employee selected by AFL-CIO and a business owner selected 
by Citizens for Business and Industry; provides that where member is designee of ex-officio 
member, same person musi serve as designee from inception of Task Force until it issues its 
final report. 

Amendment #3 authorizes LRC to study the feasibility of toll roads in state. 

Amenciment #4 requires Joint Legislative Comm’n on Future Strategies to study Dep’t of 
Administrs‘ion . Purchase and Contract Div’n concerning avoidance of waste in purchasing and 
contracting °nd report to 1993 General Assembly. 

Amenament #5 authorizes LRC’s Study Committee on Health Care Systems to investigate 
statewide access to ventilation care for long-term patients suffering from emphysema and like 
conditions. ; 

Amendment #6 requires (formerly, authorized) LRC to study citizen access to alternative 
medical practices. 

Amendment #7 adds to studies of LRC the creation of a special fund for the Industrial 
Comm'n as addressed by S 432. 

Amendment #8 requires Joint Select Fiscal Trends and Reform Comm'n to study impact on 
Staic budget . growing number of fees charged by various state agenciés. 

Amendment #9 creates Cancer Control Study Comm’n as provided in S 1166, digested on 
6/3. 

Amendment #11 requires LRC to recommend to the General Assembly the number of study 
comm’ns to be funded in each biennium. 

Amendment #12 adds two health care providers to Comm’n on Access to Health Insurance, 
one appointed by Speaker and one by President Pro Tempore. 

Amendment #13 requires Joint Select Fiscal Trends and Reform Comm'n to study the fol- 
lowing issues and include them in their report to the 1993 General Assembly: (1) whether the 
relationship between state and local budget process justifies beginning local gov’t fiscal year on 
Oct. 1; (2) how to make local gov’t more self-reliant; (3) whether tax distributions to local gov't 
should be through appropriation or earmarking; (4) whether a more adequate and dependable 
means of financing state and local services should be devised; (5) the effect of the repeal of the 
property tax on local gov’t revenue; (6) how state/local fiscal relationship effects economic devel- 
opment; and (7) the effectiveness of the Local Gov’t Fiscal Information Act. 
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Amendment #14 transfers study of the existence and effect of a shortage of primary care 
physicians from the LRC Study Committee on Health Systems Issues to the Comm'n on Access 
to Health Insurance. 

Amendment #15 adds a representative of a victim’s assistance program, to be appointed by 
the Attorney General, to the Criminal Case Disposition Study Comm'n. 


S 1090. MINNESOTT BEACH ABC ELECTION. Intro. 6/2. House amendment changes description 
of affected county from “bordering the Atlantic Ocean” to “bordering the Neuse River and 
Pamlico Sound.” 


S 1229. HISTORICAL ATTRACTIONS PLATES. Intro. 6/19; comm. subs. adopted 6/19, 6/25, 7/8. 
House committee substitute: (1) makes high school insignia plate available for an additional fee of 
$15; (2) requires Div’n of Motor Vehicles to receive 300 or more applications for a high school 
plate before it is developed; (3) requires color, design, and material for plate to be approved by 
Div’n and local board of education; (4) directs Div’n to transfer money from plate sales NC High 
School Atletic Ass’n to support play-offs for nonrevenue sports and (5) makes technical change. 


S 1261. GUIDE LICENSE CHANGE. Intro. 7/1. House amendments (1) permit nonresidents to be 
licensed only upon same or similar terms as NC resident could be licensed in the nonresident’s 
state; (2) allow Wildlife Resources Comm’n to make reciprocal agreements concerning licensure 
with other states; and (3) change effective date from July 1, 1992 to ratification. 


S 1271. ENGINEERING LICENSE EXEMPTION. Intro. 7/9. Senate committee substitute broadens 
exemption to include all internal drawing and design work.

2/6/91; amended 2/13/91, 2/14/91; comm. sub. and 
amendments adopted 7/1/92. House amendment #3 makes technical corrections. House amend- 
ment #4 amends GS 66-222(10) to exclude from definition of "membership camping operator” 
mobile home parks wherein the residents occupy the premises as their primary homes or have 


leased or purchased a lot for their exclusive use (underlined portion added). 


S 863. STANDARDS LAB FEES ESTABLISHED. Intro. 4/22/91; comm. sub. adopted 6/25/91; 
amended 7/15/91; comm. sub. adopted 6/30/92. House amendment deletes amendments to GS 
15A-1343(b1)(7) and -1374(b)(11) that required probationers and parolees to reimburse the Dep’t 
of Correction for the actual cost of drug testing and drug screening, and changes effective date 
of act from July 15, 1992 to Oct. 1, 1992.

Senate amendment deletes direction to Legislative Research Comm’n’s Committee on Railroads 
and Other Public Transportation to study funding of railroad supervision programs and to recom- 
mend future funding to the 1993 General Assembly. 
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S 1014. MOBILE EQUIPMENT & VEHICLE CHANGES. Intro. 5/28. House amendment deletes pro- 
visions making mobile classrooms and mobile homes subject to sales rather than highway use tax 
and amends title accordingly. Changes effective date of remaining provisions to Aug. 1, 1992. 


S 1020. 1992 STUDIES-2. Comm. sub. adopted 7/15; amended 7/16. House committee substitute 
as amended changes title to "TO AUTHORIZE STUDIES BY THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH 
COMMISSION, TO CREATE COMMITTEES AND COMMISSIONS, TO MAKE OTHER AMENDMENTS TO 
THE LAW AND TO MAKE APPROPRIATIONS THEREFOR." 

Substantially rewrites Senate committee substitute and is not digested with reference 
thereto. The digest does indicate provisions taken from the House’s first study bill, H 1645, di- 
gested on 7/9. 

Legislative Research Comm’n (LRC) studies. Identical to H 1645, except adds studies on 
domiciliary care and skilled nursing care at proposed state veterans homes; sales tax and local 
occupancy tax on campgrounds; property tax on computer software and other intangibles; 
bungee jumping; repeal of the Prison Population Stabilization Act; and state telecommunications 
network. LRC may report to 1993 General Assembly or 1994 Regular Session, or both. 


Railroad Advisory Comm’n Membership Change. Identical to H 1645. 

Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee. Adds study on annual vacation leave for 
teachers with report to 1993 General Assembly upon its convening. 

Joint Select Fiscal Trends and Budget Reform Comm’n to Study Office of Inspector 
General. Requires study of need for cited office within Dep’t of Administration, with report to 
Genera! Assembly by Feb. 15, 1993. 

Capital Needs Study Comm'n. Identical to S 976 digested on 7/16, except adds $100,000 
appropriation for 1992-93 from General Fund. 

Child Development Facility. Dep’t of Public Instruction to study feasibility of operating ex- 
perimental child development facility in new education building, with report before convening of 
1993 General Assembly. 

Dep’t of Administration to Study Methods for Encouraging State Employees to Use Public 
Transportation in Commuting to Work. As title indicates, with report due to General Assembly by 
March 15, 1993. 

Voter Participation Study Comm’n. Creates Voter Participation Study Comm’n with 15 mem- 
hers, five appointed by Governor, five by Speaker, and five by President Pro Tempore. Comm'n 
to study statewide computerized voter registration, with final report to General Assembly by March 
15, 1994. Appropriates $100,000 to Comm’n from General Fund for 1992-93. 

Joint Legislative Select Committee on a Comprehensive Compensation System for State 
Employees. Identical to H 1645. 

Comm'n on Access to Health Insurance. Identical to H 1645. 


Cancer Control Study Comm'n. Identical to H 1645. 


S 1093. CAPITAL APPROPRIATIONS. Comm. subs. adopted 6/25, 7/9; amended 7/9. House 
committee substitute as amended makes numerous changes in Senate committee substitute and 
changes title to "TO MODIFY THE CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS APPROPRIATIONS FOR NORTH 
CAROLINA FOR THE 1992-93 FISCAL YEAR, TO MAKE OTHER CHANGES IN THE BUDGET 
OPERATION OF THE STATE, AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS NECESSARY TO EFFECT 
THE BUDGET OPERATION OF THE STATE." Because the House and Senate committee substitutes 
are quite different, this digest does not compare the House version with the Senate’s, but digests 
it as new material, except for those provisions marked “unchanged,” which indicates provisions 
that are substantively identical in both versions.

Local water/sewer funds. Unchanged. 


NC Equity/Fund Requirements. Provides that funds provided for grant-in-aid to NC Equity 
may not be used for advocacy or lobbying on legislation before the General Assembly, but does 
not prohibit NC Equity representatives from testifying before or providing information to the 
General Assembly. Requires quarterly reports to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental 


Operations on use of allocated funds. 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


Technical Corrections/SL 1991,Ch. 900. Makes technical corrections. 

Performance Audit Audio and Video Network Study. Requires Government Performance 
Audit Committee to study the operations of audio, video, or data communications networks of the 
Dep't of Administration Agency for Public Telecommunications; the Microelectronics Center of 
NC; the NC Center for Public Television; the Office of State Controller State Telecommunications 
Office; the UNC Educational Computing Service; the Dep’t of Public Instruction; and the 
Community College System. Report and recommendations for legislation to be submitted to 1993 
General Assembly, with copies to NC Information Resources Management Comm'n. 
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DEP’T OF REVENUE 

Correct Inventory Tax Reimbursement Amount. Amends GS 105-275.1(b) to provide that as 
soon as practical after Jan. 1, 1992, except as provided in -275.1(f) (correction of errors), the 
Sec’y of Dep’t of Revenue shall distribute to each county and city the amount it received under 
this section the preceding year, and that on or before April 30, 1993, Sec’y shall distribute to 
each 99.81 % of amount it received under this section the preceding year. Makes conforming 
amendment to -275.1(f). 


DEP’T OF ADMINISTRATION 

State Veterans Home Study. Requires $15,000 of funds appropriated to State Construction 
Office to be used to complete a feasibility study by April 1, 1993 for State Veterans Home on site 
adjacent to Fayetteville Veterans Administration Medical Center. 


DEP’T OF CULTURAL RESOURCES 

Brunswicktown State Historic Site/Use Receipts. Requires net proceeds from sale of timber 
or land products owned at Brunswicktown site to be deposited in capital improvement account to 
credit of Dep’t, with funds to be used to replace visitor center exhibits, to provide additional site 
archaeology, and to make other improvements. Funds do not revert until June 30, 1995. 


STATE BOARD OF ELECTIONS 
Voter Participation Amendments. Identical to mail registration provision, motor voter provi- 
sion, and mandated annual registration drive provision in H 1408, digested on 6/1. 


SALARIES AND BENEFITS 

Employer FICA Savings to Pay Administrative Costs of Dependent Care Program and 
Flexible Compensation Program. Amends GS 143-34.1(c) and -34.1(d), GS 115C-441.1, GS 115D- 
25.1, and GS 116-17.1 to provide that savings in employer’s share of FICA contributions resulting 
from reduction in salary may be used to pay some or all administrative costs of cited programs. 

Salary Increase Correction. Amends provision in current operations budget (SL 1991, Ch. 
900, Sec. 46) dealing with salary increases to require rather than allow state agencies to give pay 
raise, subject to availability of funds, to temporary and permanent hourly employees proportional 
to raises given to full-time employees. 

Written Disciplinary Proceedings. Amends provision in current operations budget to provide 
that an employee who does not receive a salary increase because he or she was under a final 
written disciplinary procedure shall receive the increase on a current basis when the final written 
disciplinary procedure is resolved. 

Benefit Adjustments/Disability Income Plan. Provides that effective on and after July 1, 
1992, the Dep’t of State Treasurer and the Board of Trustees of the Teachers’ and State 
Employees’ Retirement System shall increase the compensation upon which the short-term and 
long-term benefits are calculated by an amount equal to the same dollar amount granted to state 
employees. The increase is to be made as provided under GS 135-108, which sets forth a for- ’ 
mula for post-disability benefit adjustments. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

Education staffing clarified. Amends GS 115C-21(a)(7)(as amended by SL 1991, Ch. 8712) to 
provide that Superintendent of Public Instruction has solely under his control implementation of 
federal programs on behalf of State Board of Education. 

Outcome-based education pilot site selection. Amends GS ° 5C-238.14(e) to designate as 
two additional outcome-based pilot sites authorized by 1992 Session those sites recommended to 
the State Board of Education by the State Superintendent at its regula: July meeting. 
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COMMUNITY COLLEGES 

Certain refugees made state residents for community college tuition. Amends GS 115D-39 
to provide that refugee who lawfully entered US and who is living in NC qualifies as NC resident 
for community college tuition purposes. Provision does not apply to migrant workers. Requires 
State Board of Community Colleges to report to General Assembly by March 15, 1993, on effects 
of provision. Section applies beginning with 1992-93 fall quarter and expires June 30, 1993. 


COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES 

NCSU Engineering Graduate Research Center. Provides that funds appropriated for 
Engineering Graduate Research Center at NCSU may be used to begin site development and 
foundation construction on facility. 

Nurse anesthetist training funds. Requires $150,000 of funds appropriated to UNC Board of 
Governors to be used by AHEC to contract with Raleigh School of Nurse Anesthesia for training 
of certified, nurse anesthetists. 


DEP’T OF TRANSPORTATION 

1992 capital construction modifications. Amends capital improvement projects from Highway 
Fund adopted in 1991 appropriations bill (SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 236.1) by deleting from 1991- 
92 appropriation to Division of Highways of $54,000 for land acquisition in Siler City and by 
making following changes in 1992-93 appropriations:

Dep't of Transportation (DOT) capital construction funds reversions. Provides that balance 
of funds appropriated for following projects in 1991 capital appropriations bill be reverted to 


Highway Fund for reappropriation for 1992-93: land acquisition-Siler City (amount appropriated 
$54,000); landscape office-Graham ($111,900); maintenance complex-Craggy ($53,566). 

Mobile crane study. Requires DOT to study requests of mobile crane industry as compared 
to current rules regarding permitted movement of self-propelled truck cranes and to report to 
Legislative Highway Oversight Committee before 1993 General Assembly. 
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Traffic control funds. Amends GS 20-79.7 to delete provision providing for distribution of up 
to $100,000 from Special Registration Plate Fund for traffic control at major events, and amends 
GS 136-44.2 to provide that DOT may allocate same amount from road maintenance appro- 
priations for such traffic control. 

Modifications to current operations-Highway Fund. Amends current appropriations bill (SL 
1991, Ch. 900), regarding appropriations from Highway Fund, to add $169,806 for Dep’t of 
Agriculture and to increase from $86,968 to $256,774 funds to Dep’t of Environment, Health, and 
Natural Resources. 

Assignment of DOT motor vehicles without minimum mileage requirements. Provides that, 
for 1992-93 only, state-owned passenger motor vehicles permanently assigned to Division of 
Highways field personnel are exempt from minimum mileage utilization requirements. Requires 
DOT to report quarterly to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations, Joint 
Legislative Highway Oversight Committee, and Fiscal Research Div’n. 

Carteret County Nautical Center. Requires DOT to use unspent funds allocated for Visitors 
Center in Morehead City for Nautical Center in Beaufort. 

Extend liability protection for DOT personnel and Board of Transportation members. Adds 
GS 143-300.10 to require State to pay excess amount of judgment or settlement agreement for 
damages against State employee or board member for enforcing goals program promoting par- 
ticipation by disadvantaged businesses, minority businesses and women businesses in contract let 
by State that is declared unconstitutional. Provides that applies to pending litigation challenging 
constitutionality of goals program. 


DEP’T OF CORRECTIONS 

Prison bond reallocation. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 239(c) regarding use of prison 
bonds, to make following changes:(1) Nash Correction Facility- changes custodial level of beds 
from medium to close; (2) Marion Correctional Center-changes custodial level from medium to 
close and decreases bed allocation from 906 to 752; (3) Central Prison-deletes 144 bed alloca- 
tion; (4) Odum Correctional Institution-adds 192 beds at close custodial level; (5) Pasquotank 
Youth Institution-changes custodial level from medium to close and increases number of beds 
from 440 to 664; (6) Hyde Correctional Center-deletes 312 bed allocation; (6) Columbus Sewing 
Facility-deletes allocation; (7) provides dayrooms at 49 units to comply with the lawsuit Small v. 
Martin. 

Prison chapel reserve. Establishes Reserve for Prison Chapels in Office of State Budget to 
construct chapels at prisons. No more than $50,000 in state funds may be used for one project; 
state funds must be matched by one dollar for every two state dollars. 

Columbus sewing facility. Provides that to extent prison bond funds are not required for 
projects specified, funds to be used for construction of sewing facility at Columbus Correctional 
Facility, and if no funds become available from bonds, Dep’t of Correction to construct facility 
from profits from NC Correction Enterprises Revolving Fund. 


DEP’T OF HUMAN RESOURCES 

Life Plan Trust correction. Repeals GS 36A-59.21 (SL 1991, Ch. 768), thereby removing 
prohibition against using state funds to implement NC Community Trust for Persons with Severe 
Chronic Disabilities Act. 

Head Start fund allocation. Provides that of funds appropriated to Dep't of Human 
Resources for 1992-93, $2,000,000 is allocated to Div’n of Economic Opportunity to provide 
grants to local private nonprofit agencies administering Head Start program for consiructing and 
equipping classrooms. Dep’t to develop formula for distribution of funds to counties with greatest 
relative burden of low-income children. 

Dobbs School relocation funds. Provides that prison bond funds allocated io Dep't of 
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Human Resources for renovations to The Dobbs School may be used to begin process of 
constructing facilities for the relocation of The Dobbs School to land currently allocated to the 
Dep’t of Human Resources adjacent to Caswell County. 

Ownership, custody, or control of vehicles purchased by the Div’n of Vocational 
Rehabilitation Services. Authorizes Div’n of Vocational Rehabilitation, Dep’t of Human Resources 
to use funds appropriated to it to purchase vehicles for transporting clients being served under 
federal Rehabilitation Act, and provides that Division not required to transfer ownership of vehicle 
to Dep’t of Administration. 


DEP’T OF ECONOMIC AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT 

Economic development funds. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 900, Sec. 157 (operating budget) to 
allow $400,000 of funds for Microenterprise Loan Program to be used as loan capital. 

Housing Trust Fund funds. From the funds received from the US Dep’t of Energy’s Stripper 
Well Litigation, appropriates $3,000,000 to Office of State Budget and Management at purposes 
authorized in GS 122E-6 (Housing Trust). 

Center for Community Self-Help funds. Of funds appropriated to Office of State Budget and 
Management, $3,000,000 to be allocated to Center for Community Self-Help to further statewide 
program of lending to small businesses and other economic development in rural and other de- 
pressed or disadvantaged communities. Requires funds to be matched on one-to-one basis. 
Requires Center to submit audited financial statements to State Auditor within 180 days after 
close of fiscal year and to report to various legislative committees. 


DEP’T OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH AND NATURAL RESOURCES 

Water resources development funds. Unchanged, except decreases from $3,845,000 to 
$395,000 the amount that Dep’t of Environment, Health and Natural Resources (DEHNR) must 
allocate from its 1992-93 appropriations for harbor deepening at Morehead City. Deletes $80,000 
for Beaufort harbor, $100,000 for Cape Fear River above Wilmington improvements, and 
$250,000 for state-local water resources development projects. Adds $100,000 for hydrilla’ eradi- 
cation for Lake Gaston. 

On-Site Wastewater Systems. Adds new GS 130A-344 to establish NC On-Site Wastewater 
Systems Institute, staffed by DEHNR to study sanitary sewage systems with 11-member Board of 
Directors. Ten members appointed by General Assembly: one local health director, one environ- 
mental health supervisor, and one environmental health specialist, one person with experience in 
residential development, and one public member, all appointed on recommendation of Speaker; 
four members from sanitary sewage system business and the President or Executive Director of 
the NC Septic Tank Ass’n, all appointed on recommendation of President Pro Tempore. One 
additional member of DEHNR sewage program staff appointed by Governor. Directs that $25,000 
for 1992-93 be used by DEHNR for comprehensive study of appropriate wastewater and sewage 
disposal technologies usable in soils unsuitable for conventional septic tanks in areas with a high 
water table. Directs that study be completed and submitted to DEHNR and Institute by June 30, 
1993. Also directs that $25,000 be used for county alternative on-site sewage system demonstra- 
tion projects in eastern NC established prior to 1990. 

Contaminated Soil Sites. Appropriates from Commercial Leaking Petroleum Underground 
Storage Tank Cleanup Fund to DEHNR $75,000 for 1992-93 and same amount to DEHNR from 
comparable noncommercial cleanup fund. Directs funds to be used to support four positions to 
inspect and monitor petroleum contaminated soil landfarming sites and enforce rules. 


Governor's Waste Management Board/Technical Assistance Grants. Unchanged. 
Environmental Impact Funds. Directs $250,000 of funds appropriated to Office of State 
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Budget and Management for 1992-93 be allocated to Laurinburg-Maxton Airport Comm'n for pre- 
liminary engineering studies and an environmental impact statement concerning Comm'n's in- 
dustrial park. 

Funds for State Parks Land Acquisition. Unchanged. 

Parks Capital Improvements. Directs $1.5 million of 1992-93 DEHNR funds to be used for 
repair and maintenance of state parks, $500,000 to acquire critical parcels of inholdings and 
corridor linkages for inclusion in parks system. Directs DEHNR to report to Joint Legislative 
Comm'n on Governmental Operations and Office of State Budget and Management on proposed 
fund use before expending or obligating. 

Study Acquisition of Bird Island. Directs DEHNR to study state acquisition of Bird Island in 
Brunswick County, but to do so apart from consideration of any CAMA permit application for the 
island. Requires report to 1993 General Assembly no later than May 1, 1993. 

Marine Fisheries Use of Land Proceeds. Directs that proceeds from sale of certain six-acre 
parcel cf state land in Carteret County be allocated to Div’n of Marine Fisheries to be used to 
acquire land for oyster shell stockpiling and dockage during hurricanes; to renovate or replace 
unsafe pier at Div’n’s Morehead City office; and to replace the Carolina Coast Research Vessel. 

Beaver Damage Control Pilot Program and Statewide Program. Establishes Beaver Damage 
Control Advisory Board of 9 members to include the following: the executive director of the NC 
Wildlife Resources Comm’n (WRC) or designee as chair; the Comm’r of Agriculture or designee; 
the Director of Div’n of Forest Resources or designee; the Director of the Soil and Water 
Conservation Div’n or designee; the Director of NC Cooperative Extension Service; the Sec’y of 
Transportation or designee; the State Director of the Animal Damage Control Div’n of the Animal 
and Plant Health Inspection Service of the US Dep’t of Agriculture; the President of the NC Farm 
Bureau or designee; and a representative of the NC Forestry Ass’n. Directs Board to advise 
Wildlife Resources Comm’n and develop pilot program to control beaver damage on private and 
public lands. Directs the following counties to participate: Bladen, Brunswick, Columbus, and 
Sampson. Directs Board to report to Comm’n on results of pilot program upon its conclusion on 
Dec. 1, 1993. Directs that $100,000 of funds appropriated to DEHNR for 1992-93 for the pilot 
program and a one-time statewide program to be allocated as follows: $50,000 for state share for 
pilot program, provided that funds for federal share ($25,000) are available and $50,000 for state- 
wide program. Directs that each of four counties participating in pilot program provide $4,000 in 
matching funds. Authorizes Executive Director of the WRC to allocate funds for statewide pro- 
gram to alleviate the most severe beaver damage problems statewide. Makes lawful the use of 
snares to trap beavers under the program notwithstanding any other law and makes inapplicable 
other trapping laws. 

Local Approval of Land Purchases from the Recreation and Natural Heritage Trust Fund. 
Rewrites GS 113-77.9 to provide that no purchase of land in Macon or Swain County by Dep't of 
Administration for the Trust Fund may be made without prior approval of the purchase by the 
board of county comm’rs from the county in which the land is located. 


S 1229. HISTORICAL ATTRACTIONS PLATES. Intro. 6/19; comm. subs. adopted 6/19, 6/25, 7/8, 
7/16.

marks all of additional fees collected on such plates to the Recreation and Natural Heritage Trust 
Fund; (6) make various technical and conforming changes.

S 57. ELDERLY PROPERTY TAX DEFERRAL. Comm. sub. adopted 7/9. Senate amendment 
amends new GS 105-277.1B to (1) disallow the tax deferral if outstanding liens on the property 
exceed 80% (was, 85%) of assessed value; (2) require that in year in which deferred taxes, inter- 
est, and other unsatisfied liens on property total more than 80% (was, 85%) of assessed value, 
the assessor must notify the owner that the portion of deferred taxes and interest exceeding 80% 
limit is due; and (3) add provision that nothing in the section shall deny a mortgagee or trustee 
the right to foreclose on the applicable mortgage or note and need of trust that is otherwise in 
default. 


S 1159. LOCAL GOV’T SOLID WASTE CONTRACTS. Intro. 6/3; comm. subs. adopted 6/15, 6/29, 
7/9. Conference committee substitute makes following changes in House committee substitute: (1) 
adds new GS 153A-136(c) and 160A-325(a) requiring the governing board of a county or city to 
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consider alternative sites and socioeconomic and demographic data and to hold public hearing 
before selecting or approving a site for a new sanitary landfill that receives residential solid waste 
that is located within one mile of an existing sanitary landfill within the state, and defining under- 
lined terms; (2) provides that the two new subsections described above are inapplicable to the 
selection or approval of a site if, before the effective date of the act, (a) the site was selected or 
approved by the governing board, (b) a public hearing on the selection or approval of the site has 
been held, (c) the Dep't of Environment, Health and Natural Resources has approved a long-term 
contract under GS Ch. 153A, Art. 15, Pt. 4 or (d) an application for a permit for a sanitary landfill 
to be located on the site has been submitted to the Dep’t; (3) rewrites new GS 130A-309.04(c3) 
to add to showing local government must make for partial credit toward solid waste reduction 
goal, (a) that it has considered all reasonable available options to reduce municipal solid waste 
stream through source reduction, reuse, recycling, and composting (underlined words added), 
and (b) that it has done everything technologically and economically feasible to meet the goal; (4) 
rewrites GS 130A-290(28a) to define "refuse-derived fuel” as fuel that consists of municipal solid 
waste from which recyclable and noncombustible materials are removed so that the remaining 
material is used for energy production; (5) deletes requirements that Comm’n for Health Services 
adopt rules to establish process for public participation for siting of new facility (new GS 130A- 
294(a)) and that Dep’t review all long-term contracts under the act that are submitted before the 
act’s effective date; and (6) amends title of act accordingly. 


S 1167. STATE HEALTH PLAN PRESCRIPTIONS. Intro. 6/3. Senate committee substitute com- 
pletely rewrites bill so it now amends GS 135-40.4 and -40.8, repeals -40.6(8)a., and adds new 
-40.6B, to provide that the State Employees’ Comprehensive Major Medical Plan is to be divided 
into three parte consisting of the two current parts (Part One consists of all benefits not subject 
to deductibic or coinsurance and Part Two consists of all current benefits which are subject to 
deductible or coinsurance) and a new Part Three (the new part to cover prescription legend 
drugs—thai is, those which by federal law can be dispensed only by prescription—to be used 
outside a hospital or skilled nursing facility). This new Part Three is to be subject to and com- 
bined with the same deductible per covered individual and aggregate maximum deductibles per 
family as the current Part Two and to coinsurance of 90%/10%. The Plan would pay for these 
Part Three drugs as follows: for brand name drugs with a generic equivalent, 50% of the provi- 
der's actual charces; for brand name drugs without a generic equivalent, 80% of the actual 
charges; and for generic drugs, 80%. Charges in excess of the ninetieth percentile of base 
period’ charges to the Plan for a particular drug would not be covered. If there were not charges 
to the Plan for a particular drug during the base period, then the maximum eligible charge for 
that drug would be 90% of the average wholesale price of the drug. Covered charges would be 
payable on the basis of 90% by the Plan and 10% by the covered individual, subject to the 
regular Part Two deductibles and $1,000 maximum payment. The committee substitute retains the 
peer review commiitee established by the original bill. 


S $71. RAILROAD REGULATION TO DOT. Intro. 5/27; comm. subs. adopted 6/18, 7/9; amend- 
ment adopted 7/17. House committee substitute deletes prior $189,000 appropriation (which, by 
amendment 7/17, was changed to a maximum allocation) and substitutes an appropriation of 
$47,250 from the Highway Fund to the Dep’t of Transportation (DOT) to implement the provisions 
of the act. Also amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 66, as amended by SL 1991, Ch. 900, Sec. 102, 
which provides for a transfer of $8,899,254 from the DOT Equipment Fund to the Highway Fund 
for 1992-93 for use in the expansion budget, to increase that transfer by $47,250 and provide 
that amount to support the transfer of the Rail Safety Program and personnel from the Utilities 
Comm'n to the DOT. Makes entire act effective April 1, 1993 (was, upon ratification) and removes 
June 30, 1993 sunset provision.

Contains additional provisions as follows: 


OFFICE OF STATE BUDGET AND MANAGEMENT 

Local water/sewer funds. Directs transfer of $4.4 million to Clean Water Revolving Loan and 
Grant Fund for 1992-93 from amounts that would otherwise have been distributed to counties and 
cities from franchise and beer/wine tax proceeds; $3.3 million to come from franchise tax distribu- 
tions, $1.1 million from beer/wine tax. 

Repairs & renovations, old education and revenue buildings. Directs Joint Legislative 
Comm'n on Governmental Operations (JLCGO) to study and make recommendations to Office of 
State Budget and Management (OSBM) and Office of State Construction with respect to timing 
and amount to be spent on repair and renovation of old education and revenue buildings to expe- 
dite relocation of agencies currently occupying leased space. 

Performance audit reserve. Directs OSBM to transfer $.5 million for 1992-93 from Reserve 
for Repairs and Renovations to General Assembly for reserve for Government Performance Audit 
Committee. 

North Carolina Equity/Fund requirements. Provides that funds provided for grant-in-aid to 
NC Equity may not be used for advocacy or lobbying on legislation before the General Assembly, 
but does not prohibit NC Equity representatives from testifying before or providing information to 
the General Assembly. Requires quarterly reports to JLCGO on use of allocated funds. 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

Extension of the territorial jurisdiction of the Legislative Services Comm'n. Revises and up- 
dates GS 120-32.1 and -32.2 to allow Legislative Services Comm’n to control parking on portions 
of Jones, Wilmington, Lane and Salisbury streets bordering State Legislative Building and 
Legislative Office Building when General Assembly is in regular or special session or on any other 
day when one or more standing committees of either house are meeting (now, only when in regu- 
lar or special session). 

Railroad Advisory Comm’n membership change. Reduces membership of Railroad Advisory 
Comm’n to 10 by deleting two members now appointed by Board of Directors of NC Railroad 
Company. 

JLCGO/Farmers Market Study/Water Resources Projects Study. Authorizes JLCGO to study 
feasibility of funding additional farmers’ markets and water resources development projects. 
Authorizes report to 1993 session. 

Technical Corrections/Chapter 900 - Current Operations Appropriations Act of 1992. Makes 
technical corrections. 

Performance Audit Audio and Video network study. Requires Government Performance 
Audit Committee to study the operations of audio, video, or data communications networks of the 
Dep’t of Administration Agency for Public Telecommunications; the Microelectronics Center of 
NC; the NC Center for Public Television; the Office of State Controller State Telecommunications 
Office; the UNC Educational Computing Service; the Dep’t of Public Instruction; and the 
Community College System. Report and recommendations of legislation to be submitted to 1993 
General Assembly, with copies to NC Information Resources Management Comm'n. 
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DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE 

Correct inventory tax reimbursement amount. Amends GS 105-275.1(b) to provide that as 
soon as practical after Jan. 1, 1992, except as provided in -275.1(f) (correction of errors), the 
Sec’y of Dep’t of Revenue shall distribute to each county and city the amount it received under 
this section the preceding year, and that on or before April 30, 1993, Sec’y shall distribute to 
each 99.81% of amount it received under this section the preceding year. Makes conforming 
amendment to -275.1(f). 


DEPARTMENT OF ADMINISTRATION 

North Carolina Aquariums Comm’n. Adds new GS Chap. 143B, Part 8C to create NC 
Aquariums Comm'n, consisting of 12 members, three appointed by Governor, six by General 
Assembly on recommendations of Speaker and President Pro Tempore and three by NC 
Aquarium Society, Inc. Authorizes Comm'n to recommend uniform schedule of entrance fees for 
state aquariums. Creates new Special Aquariums Fund to hold entrance fee receipts to be used 
for repair, maintenance, and educational exhibit construction at state aquariums. Amends GS 
120-123 to add Comm'n to list of those on which members of the General Assembly may not 
serve. 

Study commuting by state employees. Directs Dep’t of Administration, consulting with Dep’t 
of Transportation, to study ways to encourage state employees to use public transit, including 
carpools anv vanpools, in commuting to and from work. Requires report to General Assembly by 
March 15, 1993. 


DEPARTMENT OF CULTURAL RESOURCES 


Grants for local arts/historic sites. Directs Dep’t of Cultural Resources to allocate $30,000 


io Eastern . ~estival, $50,000 to NC Shakespeare Festival, and "a sufficient sum” for addi- 
tion of auditori.m at Charles B. Aycock House Historic Site. 





SALARIES AND BENEFITS 

Salary increase correction. Amends provision in current operations budget (SL 1991 Ch. 
900, Sec. 46) dealing with salary increases to require rather than allow state agencies to give pay 
raise, subject to availability of funds, to temporary and permanent hourly employees proportional 
to raises given to full-time employees. 

Written disciplinary proceedings. Amends provision in current operations budget to provide 
that an employee who does not receive a salary increase because he or she was under a final 
writien disciplinary procedure shall receive the increase on a current basis when the final written 
disciplinary procedure is resolved. 

Benefits adjustments/disability income plan. Provides that effective on and after July 1, 
1992, the Dep’t of State Treasurer and the Board of Trustees of the Teachers’ and State 
Employees’ Retirement System shall increase the compensation upon which the short-term and 
long-term benefits are calculated by an amount equal to the same dollar amount granted to state 
employees. The increase is to be made as provided under GS 135-108, which sets forth a for- 
mula for post-disability benefit adjustments. 





STATE BOARD OF ELECTIONS 


Voter participation amendments. Incorporates mail registration, motor voter, and mandated 
annual registration drive provisions of H 1408, digested on 6/1. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
School Critical Needs Fund. Directs that Tyrrell County Schools receive $2 million grant 
from the Critical School Facility Needs Funds for 1992-93. 


Outcome-based education pilot site selection. Amends GS 115C-238.14(e) to designate as 
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the two additional outcome-based education pilot sites the two sites recommended to State Board 
of Education by the State Superintendent at Board’s regular July meeting. 

Education staffing clarified. Amends GS 115C-21(a)(7), as enacted by SL 1991, Ch. 812, 
Sec. 6(g), to provide that Superintendent of Public Instruction has solely under his control imple- 
mentation of federal programs on behalf of the State Board of Education. 

Computer replacement funds. Authorizes the State Board of Education to use up to $1.4 
million of funds for aid to local school units for 1992-93 to replace computer hardware used to 
implement the Uniform Education Reporting System at the 30 local school units that are using 
obsolete computers. 


COMMUNITY COLLEGES 

Assistance to hospital nursing/fund distribution continued. Directs Dep’t of Community 
Colleges to use funds appropriated for nursing diploma program to make financial aid grants, not 
to exceed $850 each, to full-time students enrolled in program as of 12/1/91. Expires June 30, 
1993, 


COLLEGES AND UNIVERSITIES 

High density polyester patent research and technology transfer completion. Directs UNC 
Board of Governors to use $97,000 appropriated for NCSU to complete research and technology 
transfer of high density polyester for which patent applications are pending; funds to be repaid to 
General Fund from royalties. 

NCSU Engineering Graduate Research Center. Provides that funds appropriated for 
Engineering Graduate Research Center at NCSU may be used to begin site development and 
foundation construction on facility. 


DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION 

1992 capital construction modifications. Amends capital improvement projects from Highway 
Fund adopted in 1991 appropriations bill (SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 236.1) by making following 
changes in 1992-93 appropriations:

Dep't of Transportation reversions. Reverts to Highway Fund the following capital project 
appropriations made in prior years: (1) $54,000 in 1991-92 for land acquisition in Siler City; (2) 
balance of $119,900 in 1989-90 for landscaping in Graham; (3) balance of $53,566 in 1985-86 for 
maintenance complex in Craggy (Buncombe County). 

Roadway improvements for Centennial Center. Directs Dep’t of Transportation (DOT) to use 
$3.3 million of 1992-93 appropriation for roadway improvement for NCSU Centennial Center. 

Mobile crane study. Directs DOT to study requests of mobile crane industry as compared to 
current rules, regulations, and policies regarding permitted movement of self-propelled truck 
cranes and to report results to Joint Legislative Highway Oversight Committee before 1993 
session convenes. 

Traffic control funds. Amends GS 20-79.7 to delete provision that DOT’s cost of traffice 
control at major events shall be paid from special registration plate fund, and amends GS 136- 
44.2 to provide that this cost shall be covered from regular appropriations for maintenance of 
primary, secondary, and urban road systems. 


Air cargo appropriation reimbursement repealed. Repeals SL 1991, Ch. 749, Sec. 21. 


Modifications to current operations-Highway Fund. Amends current appropriations bill (SL 
1991, Ch. 900), regarding appropriations from Highway Fund, to add $169,806 for Dep’t of 


Agriculture and to increase from $86,968 to $256,774 funds to Dep’t of Environment, Health, and 
Natural Resources. 

Assignment of DOT motor vehicles without minimum mileage requirements. Provides that, 
for 1992-93 only, state-owned passenger motor vehicles permanently assigned to Division of — i 
Highways field personnel are exempt from minimum mileage utilization requirement. Requires 
DOT to report quarterly to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmenta! Operations, Joint — 
Legislative Highway Oversight Committee, and Fiscal Research Div’n. 

Extend liability protection for DOT personnel and Board of Transportation members. Adds 
GS 143-300.10 to require State to pay excess amount of judgment or settlement agreement for 
damages against State employee or board member for enforcing goals program promoting par- 
ticipation by disadvantaged businesses, minority businesses, anu women businésseés in contract 
let by State that is declared unconstitutional. Applies to pending litigation challenging constitution- 
ality of goals program. 


DEP’T OF CORRECTION 

Prison bond reallocation. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 239(c) regarding use of prison 
bonds, to make the foilowing changes: (1) Nash Correctional Facility—changes custodial level of 
beds from medium to close; (2) Marion Correctional Center—changes custodial level from 
medium to close and decreases bed allocation from 906 to 752; (3) Central Prison—deletes 144 
bed allocation; (4) Odum Correctional Institution—adds 192 beds at close custodial level; (5) 
Pasquotank Youth Institution—changes custodial level from medium to close and increases 
number of beds from 440 to 664; (6) Hyde Correctional Center—deletes 312 bed allocation; (7) 
Columbus Sewing Facility—deletes allocation; and (8) provides dayrooms at 49 units to comply 
with the lawsuit Small v. Martin. 

Directs Office of State Budget and Management to involve Office of State Construction and 
Dep't of Correction in prison project construction. Requires that any unresolved concerns of 
Office of State Construction, Dep’t of Insurance, and Dep’t of Correction shall be reported to 
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Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations. 

Columbus sewing facility. Provides that to extent prison bond funds are not required for 
projects specified, funds to be used for construction of sewing facility at Columbus Correctional 
Facility, and if no funds become available from bonds, Dep't of Correction to construct facility 
from profits from NC Correction Enterprises Revolving Funds. 

Permit Dep’t of Correction to hire temporary employees. Provides that for 1992-93 only the 
Governor may authorize the Division of Adult Probation and Parole to hire temporary data entry 
employees. 


DEP’T OF HUMAN RESOURCES 

Motor Fleet Management Study. Requires Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental 
Operations to study the issue of motor fleet management. Directs study to include the need for 
centralized management, including the identification of agencies and functions that should be 
centralized and criteria for exemption from centralization. Requires report to 1993 General 
Assembly. 

Dobbs School relocation funds. Provides that prison bond funds allocated to Dep't of 
Human Resources for renovations to The Dobbs School may be used to begin the process of 
constructing facilities for the relocation of the school to land currently allocated to the Dep't of 
Human Resources adjacent to Caswell County. 

Life Plan Trust correction. Repeals GS 36A-59.21 (SL 1991, Ch. 768), thereby removing 
prohibition against using state funds to implement NC Community Trust for Persons with Severe 
Chronic Disabilities Act. 

Head Start fund allocation. Provides that of funds appropriated to Dep't of Human 
Resources for 1992-93, $1,760,000 is allocated to Div’n of Economic Opportunity to provide 
grants to local private nonprofit agencies administering Head Start program for constructing and 
equipping classrooms. Dep’t to develop formula for distribution of funds to counties with greatest 
relative burden of low-income children. 

Mental health facility plans. Provides that funds appropriated in act for area mental health 
programs must be allocated in individual grants not greater than $200,000. Requires dollar-for- 
dollar match of grant funds with local funds. Makes grants subject to approval of application by 
the Dep’t of Human Resources. 

Rural health recruitment funds. Provides that funds appropriated in act to Office of Rural 
Health (Office) for rural health recruitment must be used to pay $10,000 to first, second, and 
third-year residents in family medicine, internal medicine, or general pediatric medicine for agree- 
ing to practice in an area designated by the Office as medically underserved. Provides that the 
stipend is forgiven if a resident completes a full year of service in an underserved area in NC. 
Directs Office to report expenditures for the program to the 1993 General Assembly by the end of 
its first week. Prohibits inclusion of this provision in 1993-95 continuation budget. 


DEP’T OF ECONOMIC AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT 

Economic development funds. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 900, Sec. 157 (operating budget) to 
allow $400,000 of funds for Microenterprise Loan Program to be used as loan capital. Provides 
that the funds shall be disbursed by the Office of State Budget and Management upon @ written 
request from the Rural Economic Development Center. Requires the request to include documen- 
tation that the funds have been committed before the request. 

Housing Trust Fund. From the funds received from the US Dep't of Energy's Stripper Well 
Litigation, appropriates $1 million to Office of State Budget and Management for purpose author- 
ized by GS 122E-6 (Housing Trust). 

Center for Community Self-Help funds. Of funds appropriated to Office of State Budget and 
Management, $2 million to be allocated to Center for Community Seli-Help to further statewide 
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program of lending to small businesses and other economic development in rural and other de- 
pressed or disadvantaged communities. Requires funds to be matched on one-to-one basis. 
Provides that a request for funds must include documentation that the state funds have been 
committed before the request. Requires Center to submit audited financial statements to State 
Auditor within 180 days after close of fiscal year and to report to various legislative committees. 


DEP’T OF ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH AND NATURAL RESOURCES 

Water resources development funds. Directs that $5,680,000 of funds appropriated to Dep’t 
of Environment, Health and Natural Resources (DEHNR) for 1992-93 shall be used for the follow- 
ing water resources development projects: 


Wilmington harbor deepening study 750,000 
Aquatic plant control 35,000 
Jordan Lake water supply repayment & operation 110,000 
Lower Creek flood control, Lenoir 161,000 
Morehead City harbor deepening 3,845,000 
Beaufort harbor 80,000 
Wilmington harbor navigation 449,000 
Cape Fear River above Wilmington navigation 100,000 
State-local water resources development projects 150,000 


Limits expenditure for Morehead City harbor deepening to $345,000 until all federal funds for 
project become available. 

Funds for state parks land acquisition. Appropriates for 1992-93 the proceeds from the 
grant of easement authorized by GS 143-260.10E(a) (utility easement at Umstead State Park) 
from the General Fund to the DEHNR for state parks land acquisition by the Div’n of Parks and 
Recreation. Requires Dep't to report to the Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations 
and the Office of State Budget and Management before expending or obligating the allocated 
funds. 

Agriculture Cost Share Program. Amends SL 1991, Ch. 689, Sec. 165 to provide that an 
amount not to exceed $40,000 of the funds appropriated to the DEHNR for the Agricultural Cost 
Share Program for Nonpoint Source Pollution Control shall be used for water control structures in 
the counties bordering the Alligator River under the Rural Ciean Water Demonstration Program 
(was, authorized use of specified funds in 1992-93 to fund tide gates in Hyde County). 

Governor’s Waste Management Board/Technical assistance grants. Provides that appro- 
priations in the act to provide technical assistance grants in the amount of $100,000 each to 
Richmond, Chatham, and Wake Counties for site designation review committees may be used 
notwithstanding the limitations in GS 104G-19(d). 

On-site wastewater systems. Adds new GS 130A-344 to establish NC On-Site Wastewater 
Systems Institute, staffed by DEHNR, to study sanitary sewage systems with 11-member Board of 
Directors. Ten members appointed by General Assembly: one local health director, one environ- 
mental health supervisor, and one environmental health specialist, one person with experience in 
residential development, and one public member, ail appointed on recommendation of Speaker; 
four members from sanitary sewage system business and the President or Executive Director of 
the NC Septic Tank Ass'n, all appointed on recommendation of President Pro Tempore. One 
additional member of DEHNR sewage program staff appointed by Governor. Directs that $25,000 
for 1992-93 be used by DEHNR for comprehensive study of appropriate wastewater and sewage 
disposal technologies usable in soils unsuitable for conventional septic tanks in areas with a high 
water table. Directs that study be completed and submitted to DEHNR and Institute by June 30, 
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1993. Also directs that $25,000 be used for county alternative on-site sewage system demonstra- 
tion projects in eastern NC established prior to 1990. 

Parks capital improvements. Directs $500,000 of 1992-93 DEHNR funds to be used for 
repair and maintenance of state parks, $500,000 to acquire critical parcels of inholdings and 
corridor linkages for inclusion in parks system. Directs DEHNR to report to Joint Legislative 
Comm'n on Governmental Operations and Office of State Budget and Management on proposed 
fund use before expending or obligating any funds. 

Study acquisition of Bird Island. Directs DEHNR to study state acquisition of Bird Island in 
Brunswick County, but to do so apart from consideration of any CAMA permit application for the 
island. Requires report to 1993 General Assembly no later than May 31, 1993. Provision effective 
Nov. 15, 1992. 

Marine Fisheries use of land proceeds. Directs that proceeds from sale of certain six-acre 
parcel of state land in Carteret County be allocated to Div’n of Marine Fisheries to be used to 
acquire land for oyster shell stockpiling and dockage during hurricanes; to renovate or replace 
unsafe pier at Div’n’s Morehead City office; and to replace the Carolina Coast Research Vessel. 

Reimbursement from Wildlife Resources Comm'n funds. Provides that a county or other 
taxing unit shall be reimbursed annually for 20 years from funds available to the Wildlife 
Resources Comm'n in an amount equal to property taxes that would have been paid if property 
meeting the following conditions had remained subject to taxation: (1) purchased pursuant to GS 
113-77.9(d)(Recreation and Natural Heritage Trust Fund) as addition to the fish and wildlife 
management areas, and (2) less than 25% of the land area is privately owned at the time of the 
purchase. 


MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 
Effective date. Effective July 1, 1992. 


S 1241. MOCKSVILLE COMMUNITY COLLEGE FUNDS. Senate committee substitute replaces 
original bill with a bill entitled "TO AUTHORIZE THE TOWN OF MOCKSVILLE TO USE ITS MONIES 
TO FUND A SATELLITE CAMPUS OF DAVIDSON COUNTY COMMUNITY COLLEGE WITHIN DAVIE 
COUNTY OR THE TOWN OF MOCKSVILLE AND TO AUTHORIZE THE TOWN TO SELL, LEASE, OR 
OTHERWISE TRANSFER THE PROPERTY FOR USE AS A SATELLITE COMMUNITY COLLEGE FOR 
EMPLOYMENT TRAINING AND EDUCATION." As title indicates.

H 47. NO GUNS AT SCHOOL. Intro. 2/11/91; comm. sub., 5/14/91, 7/1/92. Senate committee 
substitute rewrites bill, changing title to: "TO MAKE IT UNLAWFUL FOR A PARENT TO ALLOW A 
MINOR CHILD TO POSSESS OR CARRY A WEAPON ON SCHOOL PROPERTY.” Amends GS 14- 
269.2 as title indicates. Effective Oct. 1, 1992, and applies to offenses committed on or after that 
date. 


H 561. COMPANY POLICE ACT. Intro. 4/1/91; comm. subs. adopted 5/27/91, 7/7/92. Senate 
9 committee substitute reduces fees for company police agencies as follows: (1) application for 
certification, $1,000 to $250; (2) annual renewal, $1,000 to $200; (3) application for reinstatement, 
$1,500 to $1,000. Reduces application fee for commission as company police officer from $150 
to $100. Provides that certifications or commissions issued under GS Chap. 74A are to be treated 
| as if they were issued under proposed new GS Chap. 74E, and are to expire accordingly. Deletes 
provision prohibiting administrative rules and fees from taking effect before Jan. 1, 1993. 


H 999. PURCHASE MATERNITY LEAVE. Intro. 4/19/91; amended 5/8/91, 7/2/91, 7/13/92. 
Conference report makes teachers’ purchase of creditable service for an involuntary administra- 
tive furlough apply only to furloughs which are caused by a lack of funds to support the position 
and makes technical correction. 


H 1337. RECYCLABLE WEIGHT PENALTY. Senate committee substitute completely rewrites bill 
so it now bears the title, "TO AMEND THE MOTOR VEHICLE LAWS TO PROVIDE FOR ONE-HALF 
NORMAL WEIGHT PENALTY FOR VEHICLES HAULING RECYCLABLE MATERIALS.” GS 20-118 sets 
weight limits for particular types of vehicles operating on state highways. GS 20-118(b)(4) permits 
the establishment of more stringent limits for “light-traffic roads” and -118(c)(5) exempts from 
these more stringent limits vehicles transporting seafood, meats, and agricultural products under 
certain circumstances. This bill amends -118(c)(5) to add to the exemption vehicles transporting 
recyclable materials for processing from a point of origin to a scrap-processing facility. GS 20- 
118(e)(2) and (e)(4) set reduced penalties for over-weight violations for those seafood, meats, and 
agricultural products vehicles and this bill adds the recyclable materials vehicles to the reduced 
penalties lists. Incorporates definitions of “recyclable” and “processing” from GS 130A-290(a). 
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H 1386. OSHA FINES ON PUBLIC AGENCIES. Intro. 5/28; comm. sub. adopted 7/10; amended 
7/14. Conference report: (1) changs title to: "TO PERMIT THE COMMISSIONER OF LABOR TO 
IMPOSE PENALTIES AGAINST PUBLIC AGENCIES FOR OSHA VIOLATIONS AND TO REQUIRE LOCAL 
GOVERNMENTAL UNITS TO REPORT OSHA CITATIONS TO THEIR GOVERNING BOARDS,” (2) de- 
letes from proposed new GS 95-137(b)(6) provisions which would have held in abeyance OSHA 
fines assessed against local governments pending abatement of the underlying violation; and (3) 
changes effective date provision so that fines levied against local governments can be assessed 
only for violations occurring on or after Jan. 1, 1993, and removes May 1, 1995, expiration date 
on GS 95-137(b)(6). 


H 1394. BAN RETALIATORY DISCRIMINATION. Intro. 5/28; comm. sub. adopted 6/19; amended 
6/23; comm. sub. adopted 7/9. Conference report amends GS 95-242(a) to require Comm’r of 
Labor to forward report of violation to alleged violator within 20 days of receiving the report (was, 
within a reasonable time), and repeals GS 97-6.1 (protection of employees who make claims 
under Workers’ Compensation Act). 


H 1408. VOTER PARTICIPATION. Intro. 6/1; comm. sub. adopted 6/18. Senate amendments (1) 
add a provision amending GS 163-278.9(a)(3) to make postprimary campaign reports from candi- 
dates losing in primaries due 30 (now, 10) days after the primary; (2) add provisions specifying 
that the limitations on use of funds from the Political Parties Fund and the Presidential Election 
Year Candidates Fund contained in GS 163-278.42(e) and (g) (in general, restrictions on spending 
relating to primaries and candidate selection) apply only to political parties and not to candidates 
or political committees; (3) add new GS 163-278.43(c2) specifying that treasurers of political com- 
mittees or candidates receiving such funds are to report them as they would contributions under 
GS. Ch. 163, Art. 22 and are not required to maintain. those funds in separate accounts; and (4) 
add provisions permitting absentee voting in the incorporation and council elections 

to be held in Woodlake Village in Sept. 1992. 


H 1656. GENERAL STATUTES TECHNICAL CHANGES. Intro. 6/17; comm. sub. adopted 7/9; 
amended 7/14, 7/15. Conference report deletes proposed amendment to GS 47-30(m) (concern- 
ing maps attached to deeds) and replaces it with a direction to the General Statutes Comm'n to 
study the matter of maps attached to deeds to determine the advisability of providing for a copy 
of a map to be attached without requiring the original signature and seal of a registered land 
surveyor. Comm'n is to report to the General Assembly no later than Jan. 31, 1993. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 288. REEMPLOYED RETIREES BENEFITS. Intro. 3/27/91; comm. sub. adopted 7/9/92. Before 
amendment, bill provided that if reemployed beneficiary earns in any month more than 1/12 of 
40% of average final compensation, the allowance is suspended as of that month, and reinstated 
when earnings drop below that level. Amendments calls for the suspension and reinstatement 
levels to be 1/12 of 40% of average final compensation or 1/12 of $20,000, whichever is greater. 


S 1032. NO DISCRIM. FOR OFF DUTY ACTIVITY. Intro. 5/28; comm. sub. adopted 6/29; 
amended 6/23, 6/24; comm. sub. adopted 7/10; amended 7/14. Conference report makes follow- 
ing changes: (1) Makes the bill applicable only to private employers with three or more regularly 
employed employees and to the state, public and quasi-public corporations, boards, bureaus, 
commissions, and councils, (2) Rewrites sections regarding employer activities that are not viola- 
tions to specify that it is not a violation for an employer (a) to restrict otherwise nonrestrictable 
activities during nonworking hours if the restriction relates to a bona fide occupational require- 
ment and is reasonably related to the employment, or if the restriction relates to the fundamental 
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objectives of the organization, and (b) to use a health, disability, or life insurance policy that 
distinguishes between employees for the type or price of coverage based on the use or nonuse 
of lawful products, but only if any differential rates imposed reflect actuarially justified differences 
in benefits, if employees are given written notice of the differential rates imposed by the insur- 
ance carrier, and if the employer contributes an equal amount to the insurance carrier on behalf 
of each employee. (3) Adds a provision specifying that a civil action brought to enforce rights 
under the bill must be brought within one year of the date of the alleged violation. And (4) 
Deletes provision defining “products” (term had been defined as food, drugs, tobacco, tobacco 
products, alcoholic beverages, and other consumable goods or substances). 


S 1205. CAPITAL APPROPRIATIONS-2. Comm. sub. adopted 7/22. House committee substitute 
is identical to its committee substitute for S 1093, digested on 7/17, except: (1) adds to Dep't of 
Justice appropriation $18,600,000 for construction of a SBI laboratory; (2) reduces appropriation 
to UNC Board of Governors for repairs and renovations from $23,566,675 to $12,575,000; and (3) 
reduces Reserve for Repairs and Renovations — Statewide from $11,800,000 to $4,191,675. 

A floor amendment rewrites Sec. 51.1 of the committee substitute (which applies to Macon 
and Swain Counties only), to provide that if land is purchased in Macon or Swain Counties 
through the Recreation and Natural Heritage Trust Fund as additions to the fish and wildlife 
management areas and, at the time of the purchase, less than one quarter of the land is privately 
owned, then the county (and any other local taxing authority affected) is to be reimbursed by the 
Wildlife Resources Comm'n for 20 years for the ad valorem taxes that would have been paid if 
the property had remained subject to taxation. 


S 1229. SPECIAL LICENSE PLATES. Intro. 6/19; comm. subs. adopted 6/19, 6/25, 7/8, 7/16; 
amended 7/17. Conference report (1) deletes all provisions relating to high school insignia plates; 
(2) changes all references to “not-for-profit” corporations to read “nonprofit;” (3) amends GS 
20-79.7 to establish a Special Registration Plate Account (SRPA) and a Collegiate and Historical 
Attraction Plate Account (CHAPA); (4) apportions the additional fee imposed for special license 
plates among those two accounts and the Natural Heritage Trust Fund (NHTF) (which is estab- 
lished by GS 113-77.7) as follows: historical attraction plate, $10 to SRPA and $20 to CHAPA; 
in-state collegiate insignia plates, $10 to SRPA and $15 to CHAPA; out-of-state collegiate insignia 
plates, $10 to SRPA and $10 to NHTF; personalized plates, $10 to SRPA and $10 to NHFT; and 
all other special plates, $10 to SRPA; and (5) amends GS 20-79.7(c) to specify that costs asso- 
ciated with special plates are to be charged to the SRPA. 


S 1265. AMEND DAY CARE DEFINITION. Intro. 7/2; amended 7/20. Conference report makes 
technical correction. 


S 1277. LIMIT LEGISLATIVE IMMUNITY. Intro. 7/16; amended 7/17. House amendment changes 
bill’s title to "AN ACT TO LIMIT THE IMMUNITY HELD BY MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY."

H 508. FELONY TO FORTIFY DRUG HOUSE. Intro. 4/1/91; amended 5/16/91. Senate committee 
substitute rewrites bill so it now amends GS 90-108, which, in part, makes it a misdemeanor to 
knowingly keep a building, vehicle, boat, or aircraft which is used by people using or selling con- 

) trolled substances, by adding a provision that it is a Class | felony to barricade windows and 
doors of such a place with the intent of impeding law enforcement entry. 


H 1343. SPEAKER’S APPOINTMENTS. Intro. 5/27; comm. sub. adopted 7/22. Senate amendment 
makes the following changes: (1) appoints Joanne Byrd to the Child Day Care Comm’n; (2) ap- 
points B.F. Clifton to the Board of Trustees of the Teachers’ and State Employees’ 
Comprehensive Major Medical Plan; and (3) makes technical corrections.

| H 1601. ENVIRONMENTAL REVISIONS. Senate committee substitute deletes provisions of bill 
and substitutes the following: (1) amends GS 143-212 to provide that the definitions applicable to 
Art. 21 (Water and Air Resources) also apply to Art. 21A (Oil Pollution and Hazardous Substances

S 1205. CAPITAL APPROPRIATIONS-2. The summary that follows is a digest of the conference 
report for S 1205. In this summary, the special provisions are compared to the Senate committee 
substitute for S 1205, adopted and digested on 7/22, which is the prior version of the bill provid- 
ing the best basis for comparison.

Amends 
the following provisions to authorize the Governor to approve the payment of some or all of the 
administrative expenses of a flexible compensation plan from savings in the employer’s share of 
FICA contributions created by the reduction in salary of the above categories of employees who 
participate in a plan: (1) GS 143-34.1(d); (2) 115C-341.1; (3) GS 115D-25.2; and (4) GS 116-17.2. 
Dependent care provisions effective Jan. 1, 1990 and flexible compensation plan provisions effec- 
tive Jan. 1, 1991. All provisions expire Dec. 31, 1993.

STATE BOARD OF ELECTIONS 

Voter participation amendments. Identical, except provides that funds appropriated from the 
General Fund to the Office of State Budget and Management (originally, Dep’t of Transportation) 
shall be used to implement provisions authorizing voter registration by drivers license examiners.

Fayetteville State physical education facility. Authorizes UNC Board of Governors to allocate 
funds from the Reserve for Repairs and Renovations to cover any increase in costs on the 
Fayetteville State University Indoor Health and Physical Education Facility due to changes in code 
requirements since design completion. 


DEP’T OF TRANSPORTATION 


1992 capital construction modifications. No change. 
Dep't of Transportation reversions. No change. 
Roadway improvements for Centennial Center. Omitted. 


Mobile crane study. No change. 
Traffic control funds. No change, except adds a schedule for distribution of fees from sales 


of special plates among the Special Registration Plate Account (SRPA), the Collegiate and 
Historical Attraction Plate Account (CHAPA), and the Recreation and Natural Heritage Trust Fund 
(RNHTF) as follows: historical attraction plates, $10 to SRPA and $20 to CHAPA; in-state colle- 
giate insignia, $10 to SRPA and $15 to CHAPA; out-of-state collegiate insignia, $10 to SRPA and 
$15 to RNHTF; personalized plates, $10 SRPA and $10 to RNHTF; and all other plates, $10 to 
SRPA. 


Air cargo appropriation reimbursement repealed. No change. 
Modifications to current operations-Highway Fund. No change. 
Assignment of DOT motor vehicles without minimum mileage requirements. No change.

Directs that of the funds appropriated to the Dep’t of 
Environment, Health and Natural Resources (DEHNR) for 1992-93, $2 million (was, $5,680,000) 
are to be used for water resources development projects. Directs funding the following projects: 
Wilmington harbor deepening study ($750,000); aquatic plant control ($35,000); Jordan Lake 
water supply repayment and operation ($110,000); lower creek flood control—Lenoir ($161,000); 
Morehead City harbor deepening ($395,000); hydrilla eradication—Lake Gaston ($100,000); and 
Wilmington harbor navigation ($449,000). Directs the Office of State Budget and Management to 
use up to $3,500,000 from the Reserve for Repairs and Renovations as a state match for federal 
funds if such federal funds are made available prior to Nov. 1, 1992 for the Morehead City 
Harbor Deepening Project. If they are not so made available, then the Office of State and Budget 
and Management may use funds from reversions in the 1992-93 fiscal year.

Study acquisition of Bird Island. Adds a provision directing the DEHNR to study the possi- 


Also adds a provision ihat the issuance of per- 
mits under permit applications relating to Bird Island under the Coastal Management Act of 1974 
does not depend on or be contingent upon the completion of or results of this section’s Bird 
Island study.

Provides that of the funds appropriated to the Office of State 
Budget and Management for 1992-93, $250,000 is to be allocated to the Laurinburg-Maxton 
Airport Comm'n for preliminary engineering studies and an environmental impact statement to 
determine the impact of the expansion of the airport industrial park on the environment and on 
the Lumber River State Park. 


Beaver Damage Control Pilot Program and Statewide Program. Establishes the Beaver 
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Damage Control Advisory Board, consisting of nine members: (1) the Executive Director of the 
NC Wildlife Resources Comm'n, or designee, as chair; (2) the Comm’r of Agriculture, or desig- 
nee; (3) the Director of the Div’n of Forest Resources, or designee; (4) the Director of the Soil 
and Water Conservation Div’n, or designee; (5) the Director of the NC Cooperative Extension 
Service, or designee; (6) the Sec’y of Transportation, or designee; (7) the State Director of the 
Animal Damage Control Div’n of the Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service of the US 
Department of Agriculture, or designee; (8) the President of the NC Farm Bureau Federation, or 
designee, representing private landowners in the participating counties; and (9) a representative 
of the NC Forestry Ass’n. The board is to develop, as an advisor to the Wildlife Resources 
Comm'n, a pilot program to control beaver damage on public and private lands. Bladen, 
Brunswick, Columbus, and Sampson counties are to participate. The program is to focus on 
public health and safety, landowner assistance through beaver control and management rather 
than eradication, complaint response, evaluation of beaver control efforts, education, hiring and 
paying qualified personnel, and evaluation of costs and benefits. Pilot program concludes Dec. 1, 
1993 and board is to report then to Wildlife Resources Comm'n. Comm'n is to implement. pilot 
program. Exempts pilot program from several statutes limiting operations in beaver control. 
Provides that of funds appropriated to the DEHNR for 1992-93, $50,000 is to be used to imple- 
ment the pilot program and $50,000 is to be used for a one-time statewide program under direc- 
tion of the Executive Director of the Wildlife Resources Comm'n to alleviate the most severe 
beaver damage problems in the state. The funds for the pilot program are to be matched with — 
$4,000 of local funds from each participating county and $25,000 in federal funds.
